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REPORT OF THE STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSION 


Jackson, Miss., November 1, 1923. 
To Thé Legislature of Mississippi: 


Gentlemen: 


We have the honor to submit for your consideration the fourth biennial 
report of the Mississippi State Highway Department, as required by law. 
There have been no changes in the personnel of the Department since our 
last biennial report. The Highway Department has carried on, to the 
best of its ability, the construction of Federal Aid Projects in the various 
counties of the State, and have expended the County and District Funds 
made available by Chapter 203 of the Acts of 1920. 


The Highway Department has entered on what will probably be its 
most important work in that it has taken over for maintenance all of the 
‘Federal Aid Projects in the State, as was made necessary by the Act of 
Congress, approved November 9, 1921, Public Number 87-67; and in addition 
thereto has taken over the maintenance of roads in various Counties where 
the same have been brought up to the standard, and turned over to the 
Highway Department for maintenance, by the Boards of Supervisors. We 
have also taken over a number of roads in various counties for mainte-_ 
nance, where the Counties and this Department are jointly bearing the ex- 
pense. All of the maintenance mentioned above, with the exception of 
where the Counties and this Department jointly bear the expense, has been 
paid for out of the proceeds of the tax on gasoline. Where the Counties 
and this Department jointly maintain the roads, the money made available 
by the State Highway Department has been out of the District Fund, for 
the District wherein the County is located. 


The following tabulation shows the status of Federal Funds and is 
divided into sections showing Federal Aid Projects that have been com- 
pleted, those under construction, and those to be placed under construction 
in the near future.

It will be noted that all Federal money available up to July ist, 1924 
has been definitely allotted, and most of the projects placed under construc- 
tion. The Highway Department has prepared surveys and plans in the 
pencil stage for all allotments which have been made out of funds available 
July 1, 1924 and for the first time in its history, its work is up to date, and 
we are anticipating future projects and preparing ourselves for the handling 
of them by studying the topographical and engineering features well in 
advance of their actual submission.

Surplus war material has been available for distribution and the High- 
way Department has secured a large amount which has either been distrib- 
uted to the Counties, used in our own work, or is in storage in anticipation 
of our needs. In addition to the surplus war materials listed in the 
Third Biennial Report, there has been received by the Highway Department 
from the Federal Government, through the Bureau of Public Roads, a large 
supply of small tools of various kinds, suitable for road building, which 
is either now being held in Jackson or has been distributed to various 
points throughout the State where maintenance activities have demanded.

STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSION 15 


Section 6 of the Act of Congress under which Federal] aid is secured 
states: ; 


“Before any projects are approved in any State, such State, through 
its State Highway Department, shall select or designate a system of 
Highways, not to exceed seven percentum of the total highway mileage 
of such State, as shown by records of the State Highway Department, 
at the time of passage of this Act.” 


The records of the State Highway Department show that in the State 
of Mississippi there are 53,000 miles of public highways. This information 
was secured by direct questioning of the Supervisors of each County and is 
approximately correct. The State Highway Department accordingly selected 
a system comprising seven percent of the roads, and submitted the same 
to the Bureau of Public Roads. The Bureau of Public Roads requested that 
we withhold certain roads for further consideration, which was done, and 
there followed a letter from the Secretary of Agriculture of the United 
States, giving his approval to the System set forth in his letter.

Dear Mr. McBeath: 


After careful consideration of the system of Federal aid highways 
selected and submitted by the State Highway Department of Mississippi, 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 6 of the Federal Highway Act, 
the same is hereby approved by me, in accordance with recommendation 
of the Bureau of Public Roads, which recommendation is based on the 
certificate of the State Highway Department that according to its records 
at the time of the passage of the Federal Highway Act, that is, Novem- 
ber 9, 1921, the total highway mileage of the State was 53,000 miles, 7 
per cent of which would be 3,710 miles. The Bureau of Public Roads 
states that the routes which the State Highway Department has selected 
and designated aggregate approximately 3,357 miles, so that the system 
does not exceed the mileage allowed by law. 


The routes embraced in the system of Federal aid highways as 
approved for Mississippi are indicated by the following control points: 


1. From the Mississippi-Tennessee State line near Horn Lake 
via Hernando, Senatobia, Batesville, a point near Pope, Grenada, 
a point near Durant, Canton, Jackson, Hazlehurst, Brookhaven, a 
point near Summit and McComb to the Mississippi-Louisiana State 
line near Osyka. : 
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2. From the Mississippi-Tennessee State line north of Corinth 
via Corinth, Tupelo, Aberdeen, Columbus, Macon, Meridian, Laurel, 
Hattiesburg, Poplarville, and Nicholson to the Mississippi-Louisiana 
State line east of Pearl River Station, Louisiana. 


3. From the Mississippi-Alabama State line near Grand Bay, 
Alabama, via Pascagoula, Biloxi, Gulfport and Bay St. Louis to a 
point on the Federal Aid Road near the Mississippi-Louisiana State 
line east of Pearl River Station, Louisiana. 


4, From Vicksburg via Jackson, Forest and Newton to a point 
on the Federal Aid road near Meridian and from Meridian to the 
Mississippi-Alabama State line near Cuba, Alabama. 


5. From Columbus to the Mississippi-Alabama State line en- 
route to Vernon, Alabama. 


6. From the Mississippi-Alabama State line near Bexar, Ala- 
bama via Tupelo, New Albany, and Holly Springss to the Mississippi- 
Tennessee State line near Olive Branch. 


7. From Corinth via Iuka to the Mississippi-Alabama State 
line near Margerum, Alabama. 


8. ‘rom the ‘Mississippi-Tennessee State line near Walls via 
Clarksdale, a point near Tutwiler, a point near Minter City, Green- 
wood, a point near Tchula, Yazoo City, Jackson, Collins and Hatties- 
burg, to Gulfport. 


9. From Clarksdale via Leland, Rolling Fork, Vicksburg, Port 
Gibson, Fayette, Natchez, and Woodville to the Mississippi-Louisiana 
State line south of Woodville. 


10. From a point on the Federal Aid road near Tutwiler via a 
point near Moorhead to Yazoo City. 


11. From a point on the Federal Aid road near Greenwood to a 
point on the Federal Aid road near Moorhead, and from a point on 
the same Federal Aid road near Baird via Leland to Greenville. 


12. From Rolling Fork to Mayersville. 
13. From Hazlehurst to Fayette. 


14. From Woodville via McComb, Tylertown and Columbia to a 
point-on the Federal Aid road near Hattiesburg, and from Hatties- 
burg via New Augusta, Leakesville and Lucedale to the Mississippi- 
Alabama State line near Wilmer, Alabama. 


15. From a point on the Federal Aid road near Natchez to a 
point on the Federal Aid road near Summit. 


16. From a point on the Federal Aid road near Minter City via 
Holcomb, Grenada, Calhoun City and Houston to Aberdeen. 
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17. From a point on the Federal Aid road near Pope via 
Charleston to a point on the Federal Aid road near Holcomb. 


18. From a point on the Federal Aid road near Tchula via Lex- 
ington to a point on the Federal Aid road near Durant, and from 
Durant via Kosciusko, Ackerman and Starkville to a point on the 
Federal Aid road near Columbus and from Columbus to the Missis- 
sippi-Alabama State line enroute to Stafford, Alabama. 


19. From Holly Springs via Oxford to a point on the Federal 
Aid road near Grenada. 


20. From Oxford via Pontotoc to Tupelo. 
21. From Pontotoc via New Albany to Ripley. 


22. ‘From a point on the Federal Aid road west of Pontotoc 
via Calhoun City and Ackerman to a point on the Federal Aid 
road near Newton. 


23. From Kosciusko via Carthage and Forest to Raliegh. 


24. From Canton to Carthage. 


25. From Meridian via Quitman and Waynesboro to the Mis- 
sissippi-Alabama State line near Yellow Pine, Alabama. 


26. From Meridian to the Mississippi-Alabama State line en- 
route to Riderwood, Alabama. 


27. From Corinth to the Mississippi-Tennessee State line en- 
route to the Shiloh National Military Park near Pittsburgh 
Landing, Tennessee. 


28. ‘From Poplarville to the Mississippi-Louisiana State line 
enroute to Bogalousa, Louisiana. 

In connection with the consideration and approval of the system 
of Federal aid highways selected and submitted by the Highway De- 
partments of the several States, respectively, it has been considered 
advisable to defer until later the determination of the classification 
which shall be given to each of the routes embraced ‘in the system for 
each State. The relative importance of the various routes has been 
carefully considered, but, even so, it is thought desirable for the present 
to postpone the determination of which of the routes shall be designated 
as primary or interstate and which shall be designated as secondary or 
intercounty, as future study may develop additional information which 
might influence the final classification. 


It is recognized also the final location on which shall be constructed 
each route, or portion of route, between the control points named there- 
on will be a matter for determination later as location surveys are made 
and other information which should govern develops, and may not 
necessarily follow the location between these control points as shown 
on the maps submitted by the States. 
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It is conceded that it may not be practicable for some States to 
select at this time the whole of the 7 per cent system, and, in such 
cases, of course, the approval of a mileage less than 7 per centum of 
that certified by the State Highway Department as the total highway 
mileage of the State will be subject to later extensions by approval. of 
supplemental routes, increasing the mileage to not exceed the 7 per 
centum authorized by law. 


In view of the foregoing, approval of the system of Federal aid 
highways as selected and submitted by the State Highway Department 
of Mississippi is with the understanding and subject to the following 
conditions: 


1. That approval at this time is without classification as to pri- 
mary or interstate and secondary or intercounty, but such classi- 
fication shall be made within 2 years after the approval of the 
Federal Highway Act, i. e., on or before November 9, 1923, in-order 
that this Department may prepare, publish, and distribute the map 
required by section 15 of said Act. 


2. That approval of routes on the system of Federal Aid High- 
ways submitted by a State as touching certain specified control 
points is not to be construed as approval for construction on the 
location shown on the map between such control points, but such 
location for construction shall be subject to later determination in 
the light of location surveys and other pertinent information which 
may develop. 


The location for construction of sections of a route between 
the control points will be considered project by project as project 
statements are submitted, and each project will be examined in the 
same way and will be subject to the same requirements as hereto- 
fore. 


. 


3. That any errors or omissions shall be subject to correction. 


4. That the mileage computed as constituting 7 per centum of 
the total highway mileage of each State is based solely upon the 
certificate submitted by the State Highway Department of the total 
highway mileage of such State as shown by the records of the 
State Highway Department thereof at the time of the passage of 
the Federal Highway Act. 


5. That where the mileage embraced in the system of Federal- 
aid highways shown on the map submitted by a State is less than 
7 per centum of the total highway mileage of such’ State, additional 
routes may subsequently be submitted for consideration and ap- 
proval within the 7 per cent limit.

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The provisions of Chapter 296 of the Acts of 1922, which enabled this 
Department to comply with the requirements of the Act of Congress, that 
all funds used in Federal aid projects be under the direct control of the 
State Highway Department has been satisfactory, except that in many 
counties the bond issue funds have been so large that the State Treasurer 
has been unable to return to properly qualified State Depositories all funds 
originating in the County. This is due to the fact that the banks cannot 
qualify as State Depositories for an amount in excess of thirty-five per 
cent of their capital and surplus. We are of the opinion that this require- 
ment enacts a hardship on the banks of the County in which the Federal 
aid project is located, and most respectfully recommend that the same be 
amended as follows: 


“Section 4.—The State Treasurer is directed to deposit all funds 
received by him as Trustee under this Act, in a State Depository in 
the County in which the project is located, for the account for which 
said funds were received by him, provided such depository will secure 
said deposit by giving gecurity in the amount. If there be no State 
Depository in said County, which will qualify to receive said funds, then 
the State Treasurer shall keep said deposit in some other State De- 
pository or Depositories and shall keep each deposit for the purpose for 
which made.” 


The State Highway Department feels that the tax on gasoline is a just 
and equitable tax, but that the amount now collected is insufficient for the 
needs of the State, and we therefore recommend that the tax be increased 
from one cent per gallon to two and one-half cents per gallon, and the law 
be amended so that the entire collections shall be placed at the disposal of 
the State Highway Department for the construction and maintenance of 
the State Highway System. 


- The Constitutional amendment submitted by the last Legislature to the 
people was overwhelmingly approved by the people, in the election of Nov- 
ember, 1922, and under the terms of this amendment, the Legislature is to 
designate a system of State Highways. The State Highway Commission 
feels that the Seven Per cent system submitted and approved by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture is inadequate to adequately supply the needs of the 
State for State Highways, and therefore recommend that the following 
roads be designated as State Highways in addition thereto: 


Paragraph 30—A road from Iuka through Fulton and Amory to Aberdeen,,. 
to West Point, to Artesia. 


Paragraph 31—A road from a point on road mentioned in paragraph 30 to 
Booneville, Ripley, Holly Springs, thence northwest to the Tennessee: 
State line. 


Paragraph 32—A road from Pontotoc to Okolona. 


Paragraph 33—A road from Woodland to West Point. 
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Paragraph 34—A road from the road mentioned in Paragraph 33 to Buena 
Vista. 

Paragraph 35—A road from Artesia to point near Brooksville, to Macon. 


Paragraph 36—A road from Pontotoc to Houston, to Walthall, to Winona 
to Carrollton, to Greenwood. 


Paragraph 37—A road from Holcomb to Lexington. 


Paragraph 38—A road from New Albany to Oxford, to Batesville, to Clarks- 
dale. 


Paragraph 40—A road from Holly Springs to Senatobia, to Sarah, to Maud. 


Paragraph 41—A road from the road mentioned in Paragraph 40 through 
Byhalia, to intersect the road mentioned in Paragraph 31. 


Paragraph 42—A road from Water Valley to Oakland, to Charleston, to Webb. 


Paragraph 4383—A road from Carthage, through& Philadelphia, to DeKalb, to 
Scooba. 


Paragraph 44—A road from Philadelphia to Meridian. 
Paragraph 45—A road from DeKalb to Meridian. 
Paragraph 46—A road from Yazoo City to Vicksburg. 


' Paragraph 47—A road from Yazoo City to Canton. 


Paragraph 48—A road from Raleigh to Bay Springs, to Paulding, to Quit- 
man. .

It is reeommended that the following act: be passed to enable the. State 
Highway Department to take over the System of roads contemplated -by 
the amendment to the Constitution, transferring jurisdiction. to the State 
Highway Department over the System of roads designated by the ‘Legisla- 
ture. 


“AN ACT to establish, create and define a system of State Highways and 
placing them under the supervision of the State Highway Department, 
and providing for their maintenance ‘by the State Highway Department. 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, 


That a system of State Highways for the State of Mississippi, is hereby 
established, created and defined, which said system shall connect the County 
seats of the State. That the map now on file with the State Highway Depart- 
ment, locating and establishing said system of State Highways, is hereby 
adopted as the official map of the ‘State Highway System’. Said State 
Highways as shown on said map shall be as follows: 


In addition to the roads above set out, the Legislature may, from time 
to time, place additional roads into the system of State Highways, if it is 
deemed necessary. 


Sec. 2. That the roads above set out, constituting the State Highway 
System, shall be maintained by the State Highway Department and the said 
State Highway Department is hereby vested with full authority and juris- 
diction over the same, so far as their maintenance is concerned, provided, 
however, that before any link of said State Highway System is placed under 
the control and supervision of the State Highway Department, the said 
link of road or highway, shall be constructed by the County where the 
same is located, and at the expense of such County, according to the standard 
fixed by the State Highway Department, and the same shall be accepted by 
the State Highway Department in writing and such writing ispread upon 
the minutes of the Board of Supervisors of said County, and an order en- 
tered by said Board authorizing the State Highway Department to have su- 
pervision over and control of the maintenance of such road or highway. 
The said Highway Department may accept and assume jurisdiction over the 
said road before it agrees to maintain or accept the bridges and may, at a 
later date, accept the bridges, when they are constructed according to the 
standard required by the State Highway Department, and maintain the 
same from that date. The bridges and the roads may be considered sep- 
arately by the Highway Department in assuming responsibility of the main- 
tenance of same. 
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Sec. 3. That the State Highway Department shall maintain the said 
State Highways, out of the funds derived from the gasoline tax and isuch 
other funds as may be paid into the istate Highway fund. The said State 
Highway Department shall prescribe its own method and plan for the mainte- 
nance of said roads: and the bridges thereon, and shall pay for such mainte- 
nance in the manner now provided by law for making payments out of the 
State Highway Fund, and shall make an account of all funds expended in 
the maintenance of such roads and bridges to each biennial session of the 
Legislature. 


Sec. 4. That in the event it is necessary to condemn a right-of-way for 
any of the State Highways, herein provided for, the State Highway Depart- 
ment shall make application to the Board of Supervisors in the County 
where said right-of-way is to be condemned and the said Board of Super- 
visors shall institute condemnation proceedings in the manner now pro- 
vided by law for obtaining such right-of-way. 


Sec. 5. That this act, take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.”

TO THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MISSISSIPPI, 
FIRST SESSION, 1924. 


GENTLEMEN: 


By an Act approved April 5, 1922, the Legislature sought to 
guard against the contingency of the possible defeat of its appro- 
priation bills through. a Treasury deficit occurring at any time 
during the two years immediately following its adjournment. The 
method provided in the Act was both direct and simple. The 
State Bond Commission had then been in existence two years. 
Its operations had inspired confidence and given satisfaction. It 
had efficiently handled a very large volume of public funds. The 
Act authorized this Commission, by the sale of short time notes, to 
provide such funds as might be necessary from time to time to meet 
deficits in the operating funds of the State Treasury. 


The exercise of this authority may be said to have been dis- 
eretionary, but it was carefully safeguarded. Notes could be sold 
only after the Commission had thoroughly satisfied itself of the 
existence of the conditions contemplated in the Act as the necessary 
basis for its intervention. The Act was grounded on considera- 
tions of sound public policy. The good faith of the State is back of 
and inseparably bound up with every appropriation bill which is 
enacted into law. Regardless of personal attitude toward specific 
bills, or items in such bills, it is clearly a legislative duty to pro- 
vide sufficient funds to meet fully and promptly the obligations 
created by legislative authority. 


In the judgment of members of both Senate and House, toward 
the close of the session of 1922, there was grave possibility that 
the biennial period then already entered upon would not develop 
sufficient revenue to meet the appropriations provided for the 
period. It was not the first time, nor is it likely to prove the last, 
that a legislative body here and elsewhere has been confronted 
with a situation wherein it was impossible, immediately, either to 
increase revenues or to reduce. appropriations. This report does 
not seek to justify the situation in this particular instance. Its 
sole purpose is to keep the record straight as to the facts them- 
selves. 


A policy of ‘‘drift’’ might have been followed. But a called — 
session of the legislature within a year would thereby have been 
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made necessary. This was. anticipated then, and events have 
justified the accuracy of the forecast. Hither this, or the State’s 
schools and other institutions would have closed their doors. The 
course actually adopted hag served at least two purposes. It has 
preserved unimpaired the financial integrity of the State, with no 
hazardous interruption of the State’s business. And it has empha- 
sized, as nothing else could have done, the duty of each legislative 


session to provide for its own obligations, either by reducing its own 


appropriations or by inereasing its own revenues. A reasonable 


reduction of appropriations, coupled with a slightly increased tax 
levy, would have prevented the occurrence of the deficit which now | 


confronts us.’ Precisely the same measures would also wipe it out, 


if such a course be preferred to the issuance of long time bonds. — 


The remedy is just as available in 1924 as it was in 1922. It 


would be only necessary to enact the proper note refunding legis-_ 


lation, pending the period of short time liquidation. 


This much further should be included in this report, as a 
paragraph in the fiscal history of the State:—It is wholly con- 


trary to the facts to assume that the passage of this safeguarding 


Act was a feature of a definite financial program. The last legis- 
lature inaugurated no policy which contemplated the issuance of 
bonds to meet current expenses. The Act in question was passed 
during the closing days of the session. It was approved on the 
fifth day of April. It was an emergency measure, pure and simple, 
as was well understood at the time. There was no question of fixed 


legislative policy involved. The sole object was to prevent a bad 


situation from becoming worse. There was not a member of either 
branch of the last legislature who was not opposed in principle to 
the policy of issuing long time bonds or short time notes as a means 
of meeting current obligations. | 


Some knowledge of the history of public finance in other 


states as well as our own, prompts us to venture the concluding ~ 


suggestion that any fiscal policy, which does not include such use 
of the general property tax as circumstances and contingencies 
may make obviously necessary, is doomed to failure in advance. 
This tax is the most dependable, as it is the most nearly universal 
source of revenue in America today. Let appropriations be large 


or small, or what they may, and regardless of other revenues, if the | 


- general levy is not sufficient to furnish a balance of safe pro- 
portions, a deficit will follow, as certainly as night follows day. 
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In accordance with the terms, as well as the intent, of the 
Act which made it the duty, as well as provided the authority, of 
the Commission to intervene in case of a deficit occurring in the 
State Treasury, we proceeded with this duty and exercised this 
authority at such times as our intervention was indicated. In 
every instance, we availed ourselves of full, information in regard 
to the deficits called to our attention, requiring the proper. officials 
of the. State to advise us in the premises. The issuance of notes 
was then authorized only after the most careful and painstaking 
investigation and consideration. 


Full procedure pertaining to the various issues of notes may be 
found in the minutes and files of this Commission. Explanatory 
details relative to the separate issues and sales follow: 


Just prior to a special meeting of the Commission held on 
May 3, 1922, we were advised by the State Treasurer that there 
would be a deficiency of approximately $3,250,000 between the 
estimated revenues to be received during the year 1922 and the 
estimated appropriations payable in the year 1922. After full con- 
sideration of the statement furnished by the State Treasurer at 
this special meeting, it was found that such deficiency would exist. 
The Commission, thereupon, authorized the issuance of One Million 
Dollars ($1,000,000) of Notes to be dated May 1, 1922 and, by res- 
olution, fixed the date of sale as May 12, 1922. Bids were requested 
on the basis of the Notes maturing one year from date and on the 
basis of maturing two years from date. After careful consideration, 
it was decided that the issue of Notes would be made payable May 1, 
1924. Sealed bids had been requested and were received. There 
were a number of prospective bidders present who insisted that the 
Notes be offered at auction. The Notes were so offered and, after 
spirited bidding, were sold to the Bank of Commerce and Trust Com- 
pany of Memphis, Tennessee, and Eldredge & Company of New York 
at par and accrued interest, plus a premium of $3,525.00, the agreed 
rate of interest being four and three-quarters (434) per centum per 
annum. : : 


At a meeting of the Commission on July 3, 1922, a report was 
received from the State Treasurer, in which it was shown that the 
deficiency between the estimated revenues to be received during the 
year 1922 and the appropriations payable during the year 1922 was 
still apparent. It was further shown that funds in the State 
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Treasury were not sufficient to meet appropriations immediately 
payable. To meet this situation, the Commission accordingly author- 
ized the issuance and sale of One and One-half Million Dollars 
($1,500,000) of Notes to be dated August 1, 1922 and payable May 
1, 1924, A special meeting of the Commission was held on August 
3, 1922 for the. purpose of receiving bids on said Notes. As re- 
quested in advertisement of sale, sealed bids were received, but no 
bid thus received was acceptable. The Commission, thereupon, author- 
ized a committee of its members to negotiate for the private sale of 
these Notes. The committee on August 8, 1922, filed its report and 
advised that the Notes had been sold to Messrs. Lamport, Barker 
and Jennings, Incorporated, New York, at par and accrued interest, 
plus a premium of $800.00; the Notes to bear interest at the rate of 
four and three-quarters (434) per centum per annum. A special 
meeting of the Commission was called for August 9, 1922 and the 
sale was confirmed. : £3 

At a meeting of the Commission on October 2, 1922, a state- 
ment was received from the State Treasurer in which it was shown 
that the apparent deficiency on that date between the estimated 
revenues to be received during the year 1922 and the appropriations 
payable during the year 1922 amounted to approximately $1,400,- 
000.00. ‘It having been previously reported by the State Treasurer 
that the total.deficiency would be $3,250,000.00 and it having been 
shown by statement received on this date that such deficiency would 
be approximately $3,900,000.00, this Commission made full investi- 
gation and found that the greater deficiency would exist. _ After 
due consideration, the issuance of One Million Dollars ($1,000.- 
000.00) additional Notes was determined upon. The Treasurer ad- 
vised that the remainder of the deficiency could be taken care of 
through funds to be received during December and January which, 
ordinarily, would be used to pay appropriations during the year 
1923. A special meeting of the Commission was held on October 
17, 1922, at which these additional Notes were sold at auction to 
the Jackson-State National Bank of Jackson, in conjunction with the 
Hibernia Securities Company of New Orleans, at par and acerued in- 
terest, plus a premium of $1,550.00. The Notes bore interest at the 
rate of four and three-quarters (434.) per centum per annum, were 
dated November 1, 1922 and are payable May 1, 1924. 

At the regular meeting of the Commission on July 9, 1923, the 
State Treasurer submitted statement showing a deficiency between — 


the total estimated revenues to be received during the year 1923 ¥ | 


and the total appropriations payable in the year 1923 in the sum 
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of $1,723,600.15. The Treasurer advised that these funds would 
not be needed until about October 1, 1923. After careful considera- 
tion of the Treasurer’s statement, it was decided to issue additional 
Notes in the sum of One Million Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($1,500,000.00), said Notes to be dated October 1, 1923 and to 
mature May 1, 1924. At the regular meeting of the Commission 
on September 10, 1923, these notes were accordingly sold at public 
auction to the Merchants Bank & Trust Company of Jackson, Mis- 
Sissippl, at par and accrued interest, plus a premium of $1,800.00, 
and bore interest at the rate of five and one-half (5144) per centum 
per annum. At the request of the purchasers, the date the said 

_ Notes were to bear was changed from October 1, 1923 to September 
1, 1923, the purchasers paying the additional accrued interest. 

As provided under the Act authorizing the issuance and sale 
of these Notes, the Commission has required the State Treasurer to 
set aside a sufficient amount to pay the interest on such Notes un- 
til maturity. The amount available, therefore, to the Treasury has 
been the face value of the Notes, plus premiums paid, less amount 
reserved for interest. The total volumes of Notes issued during the 
year 1922 was $3,500,000.00. The total issued in 1923 was $1,500.- 
000.00, making a grand total of Five Million Dollars ($5,000,000.00), 
all maturing May 1, 1924. |

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FINAL REPORT OF THE 
STATE IMPROVEMENT BOND COMMISSION 
DECEMBER 31, 1923 


TO THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MISSISSIPPI, 
FIRST SESSION, 1924. 


Gentlemen: 


We submit herewith a final report on the operations which 
have engaged our active interest and attention during the past four 
years. We submitted our first report to the Legislature which as- 
sembled in January, 1922. That report is a narrative in great detail 
of our work for the first two years of the Commission’s existence. 
No comprehensive knowledge of the Commission’s operations is pos- 
sible without some familiarity with the first report. For the sake, 
therefore, of historical accuracy, and to establish a proper back- 
ground for our final statement, we are reproducing in part the 
introduction of the report of January, 1922, as follows: 


“The Act which created a Commission for supervising the expenditure 
of funds appropriated for permanent improvements afforded to the members 
of such Commission an opportunity for service rarely equalled in adminis- 
trative experience. At the same time, it devolved’ upon them a correspond- 
ing burden of responsibility. This report is an accounting to your Honor- 
able Body of the manner in which we have discharged our stewardship. It 
is primarily a narrative of what we have done with the business entrusted 
to us. 


“It may be well to review some of the more important features of 
the Act which has been the chart of our operations. Chapter 112, H. B. 971, 
Laws of 1920, was approved April 3rd of that year. It was a companion bill 
to H. B. 970, Chapter 78. The former Act provided the machinery for the 
execution of the terms of the latter. The latter Act appropriated approxi- 
mately four and three-quarter millions to the general purposes of a broad 
plan of permanent improvements. There were fifty-nine items mentioned 
in the bill, covering work at fifteen places and institutions. While these 
items and amounts were specifically set out in the Act, it was also provided 
that such items and amounts were advisory only, and were subject to re- 
vision in the sole and final discretion of the Commission. 


“The Commission thus created was to consist of nine members, as fol- 
- lows: the Governor, as Chairman, the Attorney General, as Secretary, the 
Insurance Commissioner, the Speaker of the House, the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, two Senators and two Representatives. The Act clothed the Commis- 
sion with authority to do whatever was necessary to the proper discharge 
of its duties. . 
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“The bill sought through the creation of this,Commission to accomplish 
several important objects. The first of these was the concentration of re- 
sponsibility. and authority in one body,; To have left: the: duty” of expending 
these funds in the hands of fourteen “different boards of trustees, would 
have led to inevitable confusion. |. These different boards would have found 
themselves in actual competition with each other, with a certainty of in- 
creased expense, lowered efficiency, and less satisfactory. total, results. 


“Another object in view was that of assuring the completion of: what- 
ever might be undertaken. For many years it has been the practice to 
secure an appropriation for a given building, at a given institution, _ with 
which to make a beginning, trusting to future legislation to provide funds 
for the completion of such building. f 


“Your Commission found evidences of the grave consequences of this 
policy, at practically every institution in the State. The inevitable results 
have been poor construction, through the effort to make one, dollar do what 
two could scarcely, accomplish. ; 


‘In ‘some instances buildings ‘have been ‘only partiaily completed; and 
every conceivable makeshift has been.,resorted, to.at these places,. to secure 
such service.as possible from these unfinished structures. The Act provides 
that the Commission shall undertake nothing, without Hirst assuring ‘itself 
of its ability to carry the work to completion. : " +7 ESS 


“Still another important object was sought. The Commission was 
given wide discretion in. the matter of apportionment of funds, not only as 
between buildings embraced in the: general program, but. also as between 
institutions themselves. As to buildings, this feature of the Act has,been 
of the utmost assistance. It has enabled the Cemmission to make a definite 
survey of the real needs of such institutions, and to expend.its funds,,in ac- 
cordance with the conclusions thus arrived at. In every case this has 
been done in the most intimate cooperation with the heads of the, institution. 


“Cooperation has in fact been the policy of the Commission throughout 
its transactions. In every instance and at: every turn, we have,consulted 
with the heads of the institutions and with their staffs. We have realized 
that our existence as a body is ephemeral; that we shall cease to function 
as soon as we shall have served the. purpose of our creation. The life of 
its institutions runs with the life of the State, and we have faithfully en- 
deavored to plan and build with a view to normal expansion, to perma- 
nence to enduring service. The men constantly on the: ground, meeting their 
problems from day to day, are better qualified than anybody else can be to 
know their respective needs.’ To their practical knowledge we have-been 
able to add the broad technical. information, and-.intensely. sympathetic 
interest and understanding. of our Architect... Our own earnest. efforts. have 
been to secure from this combination a realization of results which shall be 
of as consequence and benefit to all the People of the State. 


“We wish to place on record this expression. of our. apanneiatien ore the 
assistance and cooperation Which we have: received from the heads: of. the 
State’s institutions and from their associates,: and,.of;their. unfailing cour- 
tesy and co-operation. watgash std Re 
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“This has been an extensive and highly complex program, involving 
numerous and divers considerations. The: matter. of harmonizing it with 
the great variety of: needs and conditions which confront: us, has’ been’ a 
task of no little magnitude. Such success as we may have achieved is’ due 
largely to the gentlemen who have charge of the institutions. | 


“Under the terms of the Act otir first duty, after organization, was to 
make such a stirvey of the proposed: work as would enable us to determine 
the feasibility of the program.» Wé-had to decide whether we could safely 
undertake the work in its entirety, or whether we must modify. it in any 
important respect.. Our: procedure, and the* sequence of: events, leads us 
naturally at this point to a consideration ~of the matter of securing the 
services of an architect. ei 


“Our retention of Mr. Theodore .C. Link, of-St. Louis, has come to seem 
to the members of the Commission a quite natural and obviously proper 
thing. And so we believe it will to es fully conversant pasats the facts. 


“We were called upon~to aitichatiee a ‘pub lic “oe Ot: very. great respon- 
sibility. ° We were wholly without technical knowledge, training. or experi- 
ence. We had to place, in a large measure, the good of the State and the 
public welfare, as expressed in terms of our work, in the hands: of:a»man 
or men with whom we must at the same time risk our own reputations and 
peace of mind. The decision was large with possibilities, both for the 
State and for ourselves. 


‘We reached no hasty conclusions. We held our. first meeting. on May 
1, 1920. The contract with our Architect was made on July 7, 1920.. We 
considered the matter in its every aspect. We at first thought of retaining 
a supervising achitect, and employing other architects: at various institutions. 
We worked on a variety of tentative plans and arrangements. But the logic 
of the situation could not be escaped, and in every case we found ourselves 
forced back to a conclusion which demanded the concentration of entire 
architectural and engineering responsibility in one head. We would have 
been guilty of a serious blunder, had we reached any other decision. In the 
light of experience, this seems entirely obvious now. It was not so apparent 
then. 


“Mr. Link was known to us as a man of national reputation in: his 
profession. For nearly twenty years his name-had been associated with the 
erection of the new Capitol of our State. Only recently we had seen a 
monumental expression of his ability, in the preservation, along intensely 
practical lines, of the old Capitol. At the first session of this Legislature, 
‘when certain improvement bills were under consideration, Mr. Link was re- 
tained under resolution of the Senate Finance Committee to make investiga- 
tions and to advise with this Committee as to the cost of such proposed 
work. ‘The Commission was required to make a preliminary survey of the 
State’s institutions, upon which it was to base its conclusions as to whether 
or not to undertake the entire program contemplated in the Act. For the 
making of this survey and report, we trusted quite naturally to Mr. Link. 
We expressly stipulated, however, that.such employment was for a specific 
undertaking only, and’ did not, even by implication, commit us to any ‘fur- 
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ther connection, Mr. Link made no application for this position. We select- 
ed him on our own initiative, and solely because, in the exercise of our best 
efforts to reach a wise decision having only the interest of the State in mind 
it seemed best for us to do so. His selection does not warrant any infer- 
ence or conclusion which would in the slightest degree reflect upon the 
character or ability of any other architect. It simply means chat for the 
particular situation which confronted us, we felt that we could use his ser- 
vices to better advantage than we could those of any other man who was 
available to us. And we do not consider it a violation of the proprieties to 
say here that Mr. Link has fully measured up to our expectations. He has 
complied with the spirit, no less than with the letter, of his contract. He is 
a man of broad vision, of deep sympathies, and of infinite patience. He has 
given to the State, through this work, the best that it has been his to give. 
He has given up his residence in St. Louis, and has devoted his entire time 
and thought to the problems of your Commission. 


“The terms of our contract with our Architect provide a commission 
of four and oné-half percent, with a limitation of $200,000.00 on the total 
amount of fees to be paid. Out of this the Architect maintains his own 
staff of engineers, assistants, draftsmen, etc., and furnishes the usual super- 
vision of repair and construction work. The number of men thus in his 
persona] employ on our work has ranged from fifteen to twenty-one. The 
contract is of standard form as to details. It is on file in the office of the 
Commission, subject, of course, to your examination. 


“The Architect’s report, which follows this narrative, will give you the 
details of what we have undertaken at each institution. The report of the 
Assistant Secretary, Mr. Rowan, will supply you with all information as to 
the financial aspects of every part of the work. We shall confine this part 
of our discussion to an account of our procedure and method of operation. 


“Following the selection of an Architect, and because of its obvious 
necessity, the Commission undertook a first hand investigation of every 
institution and building in the State, at which any work was contemplated, 
It would be a hopeless undertaking to attempt a description which would 
enable you to visualize what we found. It is not within the province of this 
report to discuss the wisdom of the appropriations made by you at your 
first session. We are here concerned with an accounting of our administra- 
tion of the funds placed at our disposal. Nevertheless. we venture to say 
this much; The effect of our study of the problems of each institution, and 
of our minute examination of each building, was to compel a realization of 
the sheer, outstanding necessity of the work before us. The pittances which 
for many years have been doled out under the designation of repairs, have 
been wholly inadequate for such purposes. They have served only to cover 
and disguise a disease which was attacking the vitals of the State’s physical 
property, but were never sufficient to effect a cure. Our problems, there- 
fore, have included those of restoration, or arresting the progress of decay, 
of completing the work which others had begun, as well as of building anew 
and planning for the future. Probably the most important and valuable 
part of our undertaking has been that of completion and repairs. But there 
are few visible exterior evidences of this character of work. To realize its 
magnitude, as well as its necessity, one must have seen the conditions be- 
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fore the work was begun. To use a Single illustration: The completion of 
one dormitory at the A. & M. College, erected about 1912, required an outlay 
by us of more than $30,000.00. None of this work shows from the outside, 
but it has meant the saving to the State of the price of another building. 


“As a result of our personal investigation, we adopted a policy of be- 
ginning repair work, and making time on other things. Mr. Link also strong- 
ly advised this course. His personal survey of the general field of supplies 
and materials, and of the situation of builders and contractors, satisfied all 
of us that we could do much more with our funds, by postponing contracts 
and purchases. Our only departure from this policy was in the case of the 
Hospitals for the insane. The dangerous condition of the boilers at the 
Hospital in Jackson demanded immediate relief, The situation at each of 
these institutions did not warrant any delay on our part. This work was, 
therefore, undertaken at once. 


“The methods which were adopted throughout were merely such as 
would ordinarily suggest themselves as being proper and necessary in any 
business undertaking. We have done a very large volume of repair work, 
which from its nature could be done most economically and efficiently by 
our own force. We accordingly organized our own repair and paint crews, 
and had our own force of plasterers, roofers and tinners. We have bought 
large quantities of materials for these purposes. We have used competitive 
methods in making purchases, as well as in letting contracts. 


“We have spoken of our plan of cooperation with the heads of the 
various institutions. We may add that we have submitted to them respec- 
tively, the plans of each building to be erected, and have come to agreement 
as to modifications and final details before letting contracts for such work. 


“Shortly after getting down to work, we adopted the plan of having 
meetings regularly, on the second Monday of each month. These meetings 


have invariably been open sessions, accessible to any citizen of the State. 
We adopted the* plan of opening and reading every set of bids, for work of 
every description, in open meeting and in the presence of every bidder who 
cared to be on hand. This guaranteed the utmost publicity to the figures 
at which every contract was let, and protected the bidders, as well as the 
State. 


“Ror emergency matters and for considerable routine work, we created 
an Executive Committee, consisting of the Governor, Attorney General and 
Insurance Commissioner, all residents of Jackson. Their actions were sub- 
mitted to the regular monthly meetings of the full Commission. 


“We have had four complete audits* made of all our transactions by a 
Certified Public Accountant, Mr. Lewis E. Crook, of Meridian, the last of 
these is of January 1, 1922. Mr. Crook’s statement accompanies this report. 
These audits are on file in the office of the Commission, subject to your 
inspection. 


*NOTE:—The audits of Mr. Crook have been continued at intervals of four months 
to the conclusion of the Commission’s work, 
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“Tlustrative of our policy of assuring to every member of the Commis- 
sion the most intimate knowledge of our work, to the end that there could 
be no plea of lack of information, and consequent failure of individual re- 
sponsibility, we may say that we have had a copy of each audit sent to each 
member for his personal use and information, The Assistant (Secretary, Mr. 
Rowan, has also furnished to each member a copy of the minutes of each 
meeting. Each member is also supplied with a copy of the Architect’s re- 
port, and of the financial statement showing the status of each institution. 
Attendance at meetings has been remarkably good. It has generally ranged 
from seven to nine out of a total of nine. 


“Under the terms of contract, our Architect furnishes the supervision 
usual to such work. In one instance we have put on an additional inspector. 
We have also appointed sub-committees from the membership of the Com- 


mission, and these committees have made numerous inspections of the work 
under construction. 


“Under the Act which established it, the Commission is authorized to 
raise its necessary funds by the issuance of bonds...The rate of interest must 
not exceed five and one-half per cent. Each offering must be properly ad- 
vertised, no commission can be allowed, and the bonds cannot be sold for 
less than par and accrued interest. If at any offering no competent bid is 
received, the issue then advertised may be disposed of at private sale. In 
any such case, the law as to interest rate, par sale and no commission, 
applies just as to public sale. 


“Our first series was advertised hn sale as of June 1, 1920. The amount 
was for $250,000.00, at five and one-half per cent interest. We received no 
bid high enough, and we negotiated a private sale to the New York Life 
Insurance Company, at par and accrued interest.: © 


“The same situation presented itself at our second sale, of the said 
amount, at the same interest rate. We sold these at private sale, at par and 
aecrued interest, to the Metropolitan’ Life seitiaitons Company of oh York, 
on August 27;°1920: : 


We heey no nA EDR bid. for our next two series, which were. es: 
$500,000.00 at five and one-half percent. We disposed of these at private > 
sale, at par and accrued interest, to the Merchants Bank & Trust Company, 
Jackson Mississippi, on September 28, 1926. 


. “Our. next two series, $500,000. 00, at Hor ery one- half percent,, were 
sold to R. M. Grant, of Chicago, the highest bidders, on December 3, 1920. 
ahs bonds brought fee, and cee interest, plus a premium of $2, 750. 00. 


“We next offered foug series, totalling $1,000,000.00,. at five a one- 
half.per cent.. Receiving no satisfactory bid, we sold these at private sale, 
on July 19,1921, at.par and accrued interest.. .Two of:these series, $500,000.- 
00, were sold to the New York Life Insurance Company. One series, $250,- 
000.00, was sold to the Prudential Life Insurance Company, and one series, 
$250,000.00 to the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. 
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“Our next sale was on December 12th, 1921, for $1,500,000.00. There 
were a number of bidders present, and, with their approval, we made an 
auction sale of it. We reduced the interest rate on this series to four and 
three-fourths per cent, and they were finally knocked off at a premium of 
$8,500.00. They were bought by I. B. Tigrett and Company, Jackson, Tenn- 
essee, and W. A, Harriman and Company, Inc., of New York. The reduc- 
tion in interest rate figures a saving to the State of about $105,000.00 on 
this sale. 


“The total amount of bonds* issued to date is, therefore, four million 
dollars. The completion of existing contracts, and the work necessary to 
finish various details of the original program, will require the issuance of 
the balance of the authorization. The completed work will be delivered to 
the State with no obligations outstanding against it, and without asking 
for additional funds. : 

* * * * * * * * * 

“Expressed in other terms, the problem before your commission has 
been to make provision for the housing, feeding and general] care, of groups 
of men and women equalling in aggregate number the population of a town 
of 13,500 inhabitants. This does not include penal institutions. It deals 
only with the student bodies and faculties of your colleges; the patients in 
your hospitals, and their staffs and attendants; the old soldiers; and the 
deaf and dumb. 


“We have endeavored to meet the many considerations involved, in a 
spirit of frank recognition of the full significance of the undertaking. We 
have had the future in mind, as well as the present. We have tried to pro- 
vide means of securing a maximum of heat with a minimum of coal; of re- 
ducing breakdowns in light and water plants to a minimum; of providing 
food at a minimum of cost for preparation and service; of caring for sani- 
tation, with a proper regard for efficiency and health. 


“We do not flatter ourselves that we have made no mistakes. We have 
tried to make as few as possible, and to avoid the repetition of any we did 
make. The volume and character of the work considered, this is probably 
about as well as we could hope to do. 


“There is undoubtedly room for wise institutional expansion, in some 
quarters, but that is a matter for the future. There will be need for some 
further repairs during the next two years, but the amount necessary will 
not be large. Whatever is provided for this purpose can probably be ex- 
pended to best advantage through this Commission. | 


“The one outstanding thing in our minds, is the unremitting necessity 
for keeping up repairs. Steady and costly deterioration can be prevented 
only by intelligent, thorough and constant maintenance. An inadequate re- 
pair appropriation for public buildings is equivalent to extravagance and 
waste in the handling of public funds.” 


The work of the Comm‘ssion has proceeded to its conclusion 
with no change whatever in the methods, plans or policies outlined 
and discussed in the above narrative. On August 3, 1922, the re- 


*NOTE:—See details as to the issuance of additional bonds shown later in this 
report. 
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maining bonds authorized for issuance, $711,000.00, were offered for 
sale. No satisfactory sealed bids being received, the bonds were of- 
fered at public auction and were sold to the Jackson State National 
Bank, of Jackson, Mississippi in conjunction with the Hibernia 
Securities Company, Incorporated, of New Orleans, Louisiana, at 
par and accrued. interest. 


We might mention that this was the most successful sale we 
had, this block of bonds bearing interest at the rate of 414% per 
annum, as compared with 914% per annum borne by the majority 


of other issues. 


In addition to the total proceeds derived from the sale of bonds, 
#4,711,000.00, other funds have been placed under the control of 
the Commission. The Legislature at its 1920 session, in addition to 
the funds made available under Chapters 78 and 112, appropriated 
funds under other chapters to some of the State institutions for re- 
pairs, equipment, etc., it being specifically provided that the funds 
so appropriated be spent under the direct control of the Commission. 
Section 3, Chapter 78, Laws of 1920 also placed such appropriations 
under the Commission’s control. In some instances it was deemed 
expedient to authorize the disbursement of these funds by the au- 
thorities of the institutions, especially where equipment only was 
to be provided. In other instances, however, these funds were 
received and disbursed by us and a complete accounting for same 
will be found embodied in the report of our Assistant Secretary 
and Purchasing Agent. 


The Legislature at its 1922 session made an appropriation in 
the sum of $125,000.00 to be expended by the Commission for nec- 
essary repairs and equipment at some of the institutions. A com- 
plete accounting of the funds expended through this appropriation 
will also be found in the report of the Assistant Secretary and 
Purchasing Agent. 


We may as well emphasize here as elsewhere that in the few 
instances in which we departed from the letter of the building 
program outlined in the Bond Commission Act, such action has 
been taken only after a most careful survey of the situation, and 
after the fullest possible conference with the authorities of the 
institution in question, and only with their unqualified approval. 
For purposes of illustration, we may take the case of the A. & M. 
College, The Act provides (see p. 83, Laws of 1920) for the con- 
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struction of a library building at that institution. We found that 
one of the most important buildings on the grounds, known as 
‘‘The Engineering Building’’, was in miserable repair, was totally 
inadequate, was poorly arranged and was a veritable fire-trap. In 
addition to this it was unsightly in appearance and rendered im- 
possible any hope of accomplishing a proper architectural treat- 
ment of the principal group of existing buildings. 


To construct this building and to make it substantially fire 
proof, we found would require a sum even greater than that orig- 
inally allotted for the library building. But the net benefit to the 
College was incomparably in favor of the rehabilitation of the en- 
gineering building. This conclusion was unanimously arrived at -by 
the Commission and by the Architect and by President Hull and his 
associates. The library building was accordingly eliminated from 
the program, and the work undertaken in its stead. The results 
have more than justified the wisdom of the decision. Much needed 
teaching room has been secured, the engineering instructional work 
of the College has been consolidated under one roof, time waste has 
been reduced and greater efficiency been rendered possible. 


The Commission has found it impossible to erect one other 
building at the A. & M, College which was embraced in the 
eriginal program and which was very genuinely needed. This is 
a building for properly housing the work of the Dairy Department. 
To do this adequately, and in keeping with the importance of the 
work, would have required funds largely in excess of those avail- 
able to us after caring for other needs of the institution. We 
thought it better to leave the matter to future legislative provision 
than to treat it inadequately. 


The matter of light, heat and power soon proved to be one of 
paramount consideration, Without exception, not an institution in 
the State had anything like an adequate power plant. These things 
constitute the heart of the physical body of these institutions. 
There is greater room for waste and inefficiency here than in any 
other feature of their operations. 


The amount indicated in the Bond Commission Act and in a 
special Act (Chapter 24, Laws of 1920) for a power house for the 
engineering department at the State Insane Hospital at Jackson 
aggregated $100,500.00. The amount found to be necessary for 
these purposes was $155,000.00. The old system was both dangerous 
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and wasteful. Without going into technical discussion of the mat- 
ter of increased efficiency and economy effected by our power 
plant installations, as expressed in terms of thermal units, ete., we 
shall use this for purposes of illustration and shall employ the 
language of the average man. The old plant at this institution 
during the six years prior to the installation of the new plant re- 
quired the average annual purchase of 10,250 tons of coal. Even 
this did not furnish sufficient heat to make the wards comfortable 
in cold weather, and made only partial provision for electrie eur- 
rent. We have reduced the annual coal consumption to 5,350, a sav- 
ing of 4,900 tons per annum. Under the terms of the present fuel 
contract, the hospital is paying $5.07 per ton for coal. On this basis 
the Commission’ s plant is saving $24,843.00 per annum at this 
institution alone. In addition to this there is a large saving in the 
item of fuel handling. The hospital is also saving $650.00 per an- 
num on electric current formerly purchased from the City light and 
traction company. : 


The amount asked for at the A. & M. College for the power 
plant was $100,000.00: The amount required proved to. be 
$227,000.00. We have effected a very large fuel and handling sav- 
ing here also. 


The amount allotted to the power plant at the University of 
Mississippi in the Act was $20,000.00. -The Commission found it 
necessary to spend $100,000. 00. . zz 


- The Bond Commission Act carried $65,000.00. for Hae power 
plant for the Tuberculosis Sanatorium. © The Commission found it 
necessary to spend $140,000.00, independent of the building. The 
total would be approximately $175,000.00. We may remark in 
passing that nowhere else in our work has the wonderful technical 
skill, the broad humanitarianism and sympathy of our Architect, 
the late Theodore C. Link, found nobler expression than at this 
institution. He was pecularly fitted for the task, and the main 
Infirmary Building, especially, will stand as a fittmmg memorial to 
him, both as an artist and as a man. 


The Act provided. $40,000.00 for the power plant at the Womens 
College at Columbus. It was necessary for the Commission to spend 
$102,000.00, but the institution has been provided with a new and 
up-to-date plant. The plant has not been in use long enough to 
determine the volume of fuel saving, but it will be very large. We 
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changed the location of the plant, to-the very great improvement of 
the grounds, both as to appearance and as to the future growth of 
the institution: 


These few specific instances show the utter impossibility of 
making accurate provision for such work by ordinary legislative 
appropriation methods... No legislative committee has command of 
the necessary expert assistance and facilities for an accurate prede- 
termination of construction costs; to say nothing of the lack of 
disinterested information as to the actual necessity for undertaking 
the erection of any proposed building. The differences between as- 
sumed and actual total costs, herein referred to, also explain the 
inadequacy of the appropriations for the execution of the tenta- 
tive legislative. program in its entirety. The cases recited also il 
lustrate the wisdom of clothing the Commission with sufifcient 
discretionary authority to enable it ‘really to discharge its duties 
efficiently and properly ; an authority which it has not in any in- 
stance abused. 


We feel that it is Aigie necessary for us to submit to your Hon- 
orable Body recommendations for future’ work, As to the future 
needs of our various institutions, any program which we might 
now attempt to plan would become obsolete and inadequate before 
it could be put into execution. 


We do, however, most earnestly urge upon you the supreme 
importance of adequate appropriations for proper maintenance and 
repairs. It is a criminal waste of public funds to erect public 
buildings and then allow them to go to pieces for lack of proper 
maintenance. In this connection we wish also to emphasize the 

very great responsibility which rests upon the business manage- 
ment of the State’s institutions. Failure upon their part to repair 
promptly and effectively leaky roofs, falling plaster, broken gut- 
ters and downpipes and faulty plumbing, and to make proper minor 
repairs to woodwork, has cost the State an aggregate of many 
thousands of dollars. The responsibility for maintenauce is, there- 
fore, dual. It cannot be shifted to the Legislature alone. 


For details of our work we refer you to the reports of the 
Architect, the Engineer, the Assistant Secretary and Purchasing 
Agent and the Auditor, attached to this report and to the report 
of January, 1922. 
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The Legislature in 1922 (laws of 1922, p. 99 et seq.) provided 
means for meeting such deficits in the State’s revenues as might 
defeat the appropriations of its final session. This Commission was 
authorized to issue the State’s obligations in the form of short time 
notes for this purpose. This authority was exercised only as the 
emergency demanded, and only upon the specific advice and 
recommendation of the State Treasurer, qupported by such show- 
ing as to warrant the Commission’s action. A detailed account 
of these transactions will be found in a separate report to your 
Honorable Body. 


There have been two breaks in the personnel of our organiza- 
tion. Attorney General Frank Roberson resigned his position in 
January 1923, to the very great regret of every member of the 
Commission. His services were very real and extremely important 
during a long period of our work. Honorable Clayton D. Potter 
was appointed Attorney General to succeed Mr. Roberson, and 
under the law became ex-officio a member of UBS Commission and 
its Seeretary and legal advisor. 


Mr. Theodore C. Link, the Commission’s Architect, died on 
November 12, 1923. Of Mr. Link we need not say more than we 
have said in the first part of this report. He was a great architect ; 
a great artist; a gentleman in the truest sense of the term; and a 
devoted and loyal friend. His attachment to Mississippi, to which 
he referred as his adopted State, was both deep and sincere. 


The Commission wishes to make special mention of the services 
of Mr. Wilbur T. Trueblood, Mr. Trueblood was associated with 
Mr. Link from the inception of the work. After all of our build- 
ings were under construction, the Commission granted Mr. Link 
temporary leave of absense, during 1922, to enable him to under- 
take institutional work to which he had been invited by the State 
of Louisiana. Mr. Trueblood has supervised the construction work 
of the Commission during this period, and has taken Mr. Link’s 
place in an advisory capacity. His services have been highly ef- 
ficient and satisfactory and we wish to make public expression of 
our esteem and appreciation. 


We wish again to thank the heads of the various State Institu- 
tions for their cooperation and help. We are indebted to all those 
who at any time in our employ have furthered the progress of our 
work. We wish to acknowledge a very genuine obligation to Mr. 
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John H. Rowan, our Assistant Secretary and Purchasing Agent. 
His faithful and loyal service has been one of the largest assets of 
the Commission. 


We cannot urge too strongly upon those responsible, whether 
as trustees or officials, for the physical property of the State’s 
institutions, a careful study of the following reports to us from 
those immediately in charge of certain branches of our work. Here 
will be found important and valuable details which are omitted 
from our own statement, to avoid repetition. These reports con- 
stitute an account of faithful stewardship, eminently worthy of 
being made a matter of permanent record as part of the transac- 
tions of this Commission. 


The Commission will cease to function as a body on this date 
by reason of the expiration of the terms of office of a majority of 
its members. There necessarily remain unfinished a few minor 
details of its operations, incidental to concluding a work of this 
scope and character. To provide for bringing these matters to a 
proper conclusion, the Commission, by resolution adopted at a 
special meeting on December 17, 1923, authorized a Committee, 
consisting of two if its present members, to complete any transac- 
tions not fully disposed of by the end of the current year. This 
Committee will submit to you a fina] report, supplemental to the 
one before you.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISING ARCHITECT 
December 31, 1923. 


To the Mississippi State Improvement Bond Commission: 
Gentlemen: 


In concluding the activities under the direction of your body since its 
beginning in 1920, the Supervising Architect desires to submit to you a 
formal report which would show in a general manner the scope and extent 
of the great amount of improvements that have been made, and to give as 
briefly as possible a more detailed review of the building operations that 
have been carried on at the various institutions controlled by the State, 


Throughout the entire work a serious attempt was made to put each of 
the institutions in as good and efficient working condition as the financial . 
limitations would permit. At the same time it has always been kept in mind 
that the improvements were to form a part or beginning of a: general pro- 
gram of maintenance and improvements for the years to come, as the insti- 
tutions may grow and more buildings and more equipment may be needed 
to meet their increasing usefulness. 

Before the work was started, a survey was made to determine as nearly 
as possible the exact amount of repairs necessary to place the existing 
buildings in usable condition, and to determine the greatest needs at each 
institution for additional buildings and additional equipment. Almost every 
building at every institution was found to be in very great need of repair 
and at all the institutions it was found that the housing and the equipment 
were entirely inadequate to provide properly for the comfort and conveni- 
ence of the people they were intended to serve. 

An intensive campaign was then instituted. Contracts for labor and 
materials were placed; quantities of materials of all kinds were assembled; 
and. forces of skilled mechanics were organized to make all necessary re- 
pairs. These repairs were found to require the services of almost every 
branch of the building trades and the use of almost every known kind’ of 
building material. Old and leaky roofs were repaired, faulty woodwork re- 
placed and repainted, cracked and broken walls replastered, and floors, 
gutters, downspouts, plumbing and electric wiring renewed. 

In every instance, the heating and power plants contained much obso- 
lete equipment. All of these plants have been revised.and renewed, with 
new boilers and new machinery, and in several cases, with new power 
houses and new equipment complete. A general description of the improve- 
ments made in the power houses and to the mechanical equipment at the 
institutions is contained in a report by Mr. Hamilton Johnson, Engineer, 
which is appended to this report. 

As far as possible, new buildings have been erected and furnished with 
new equipment for carrying on the increasing activities at each of the 
institutions, and in the case of the Tuberculosis Sanatorium, an entirely 
new group of buildings has been built. where at the commencement of the 
Commission’s work there had been only a very slight beginning. 

It was considered wise to construct all of the new buildings as nearly 
fireproof as modern methods can devise, and most of them have been so 
built, with frameworks of reinforced concrete, with brick exterior walls, 
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and with the interior partitions of tile. This form of construction not only 
tends to reduce repair and maintenance costs to a minimum, but what is 
more important, especially in the hospitals and particularly the insane hos- 
pitals, the hazard of fire is almost entirely eliminated. All buildings of the 
State not now dGreproof, and used to house the sick or insane, should be 
constructed or replaced with safer ones as quickly as State funds will per- 
mit, and all new buildings should surely be of fireproof construction. 

Attention is called to the report submitted to the Commission by Mr. 
Theodore C. Link, the Supervising Architect, on December 31, 1921, in 
which a detailed account was made of the improvements completed at that 
time. This present report is somewhat in the nature of an addition to the 
first report, but, nevertheless, an attempt is made to indicate all the im- 
provements that have been made from the beginning to the present time. 
As it would be tiring and unnecessary to enumerate in infinite detail every- 
thing that has been done, lists have been made, showing in a general man- 
ner, the improvements at each of the institutions, and their cost as taken 
from the books of the Assistant Secretary. 

Some matters and items of suggested improvements are pointed out, 
which, according to observation and judgment, are needed at the various 
institutions, These suggestions are recommended as wise uses of possible 
funds which may be appropriated, to meet needs which would have been 
met by the Commission if the available funds had permitted. 

In the description which follows and lists of expenditures, the larger 
items only are mentioned by name. The smaller items are grouped under 
such terms as “miscellaneous” or ‘general repairs.” A detailed account of 
the expenditures may be found in the financial report of Mr. John H. Rowan, 
Assistant Secretary to the Commission. The lists show the disposition of all 
the funds expended during the four years.

The buildings at this Institution are now in very good condition and 
will need little attention except for generali maintenance and for additional 
equipment as the Institution expands. There is need for one new building 
to be used for the office of administration. 


As indicated above, a new dormitory and school building has been pro- 
vided, and the mechanical equipment throughtout has been put in good order, 
Toilet facilities have been added in all of the dormitories and in the hos- 
pital, where none had existed.

At this Institution all buildings, with one exception, have been put in 
good condition. This exception is the Textile Building, which was built for 
the teaching of methods used in the textile industries, and which in its 
present form is unsuitable for other uses. Since the teaching of this sub- 
ject has been discontinued, the building should be changed to suit other 
purposes. 


New dormitories to accommodate two hundred additional students have 
been provided. 
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The old Engineering Building has been transformed into a building of 
double its original capacity. It is now thoroughly fireproof and the arrange- 
ment of its class rooms, laboratories and shops has been greatly improved. 


The dining room of the New Mess Hall recalls, in its architectural 
treatment, the English College Dining Halls at Oxford and Cambridge. Its 
arrangement as a cafeteria has proven a great success. The kitchens, 
bakery and cold storage rooms are provided with the best modern equipment. 


The new building for the Department of Biology has been planned to 
accommodate the class rooms and laboratories for this Department and the 
office of the ‘State Plant Board. The third story has been given over for 
the present to the uses of the College Library. A separate Library Building 
should be supplied in the near future, as the Department of Biology is 
growing rapidly, and will need the entire space of the building. 


The heating and power system for the entire College group has been 
revised. A’ new power house has been built, and supplied with new equip- 
ment, new boilers, new engines and electric generators, and with connecting 
tunnels and connecting piping to all the buildings. 


The Commission recognized the fact that the Dairy and Creamery De- 
partment should be supplied with larger and better buildings. Lack of 
sufficient funds, however, prevented the construction of Buildings that 
would do justice to these needs. An adequate amount should be obtained 
by legislative action, to supply these much needed accommodations. 


INSTITUTION FOR THE BLIND. 


The total amount expended at this Institution is $2,429.62, consisting of 
new floors in the greater part of the building, providing additional heating 
units and other repairs, 


JEFFERSON DAVIS SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


The total amount expended at this Institution, $18,109.34, has been used 
for general repairs, painting, repairs to roofs, etc. 


Under your direction there is now being constructed at this Institution 
a hospital, to cost approximately $40,000.00. The funds for this have been 
provided by private subscriptions and by special appropriations from vari- 
ous counties throughout the State. When completed it will accommodate 
fifty patients and will do much toward supplying proper accommodations to 
help in meeting the increasing need for hospital care for the aged and 
infirm Veterans. 


NEW CAPITOL BUILDING. 


The total amount expended in this building is $24,916.49. Of this 
amount approximately $5,000.00 was spent for an electric converter set, 
now lying dormant in the engine room. The balance was spent in painting, 
overhauling the heating system, repairs to plumbing, replacing tile floor on 
North terrace and miscellaneous minor repairs. 
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The interior of the dome should be decorated. Mr. Link had this in 
mind when the building was designed, and it would have been done had the 
funds permitted. The bare plastered panels and ornaments are rapidly dis- 
coloring for want of paint. 

There has been a request for additional shelving in the State Library. 
A two-story bookstdck could be built in the room where there is now but 
one. The construction of the floor is sufficient to carry this extra load and 
it is recommended that funds be supplied for this purpose. 


OLD CAPITOL BUILDING. 


The total amount spent on this building is $7,873.53. The work con- 
sisted of painting, repairs to heating system and miscellaneous minor re- 


pairs. 


Various items of improvements are recommended for this building; 
among them, a new floor in the Laboratory for the Health Department. It 
would be much better if a separate new building could be provided for- this 
Laboratory, aS serum and antitoxins are here prepared for distribution. and 
use throughout the State, and the rooms are entirely inadequate. 


The statue’ of Jefferson Davis has been removed from its position in 
the Confederate Park and placed on a new pedestal in the rotunda of the 
building. One of the hands of the statue had been broken and this hag 
been restored. The cost of this work was $2,274.30. 


CHARITY HOSPITiSL—Jackson. 


The amount spent at, this Institution was $23,786.97. This amount was 
applied on equipment, repairs to roof, repairs to heating and plumbing sys- 
tems, rearrangement of basement, extensive painting and plastering, and 
for floor covering in all wards and corridors of the first.and second stories. 


At this Hospital the most imperative need is. for a separate building 
for a home for the nurses. At present they are housed in the rear wing of 
the building, with their dining room and kitchen in the basement. These 
spaces in the general hospital could be very well used for additional hospital 
purposes and the nurses should be supplied with better accommodations.

This Institution was found to be in rather bad need of repair. The 
most imperative needs, however, which were immediately noted, were a 
mattress sterilizer and additional laundry equipment. These items: were 
promptly furnished. Although the limited amount appropriated for this in- 
stitution rendered it impossible for us to take care of all necessities, it 
was possible for us to do a great deal, such as painting. plastering, etc. All 
buildings at this Institution are old and will, of course, require more or 
less repairs annually. 


As will be noted from our Engineer’s report, the heating plant has 
been completely overhauled and seems to be giving entire satisfaction. 


INSTITUTE FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB. 


The amount expended at this Institution was $16,123.19. 

It was used for general repairs, the construction of new floors and 
drains in the toilets to the negro building, construction of concrete walk, 
and painting the various buildings. 


This institution is lacking in facilities for indoor recreation, The base- 
ment spaces could be converted into gymnasiums and it is recommended 
that funds be appropriated for this purpose. 


In the building for negroes, the funds at your disposal would not permit 
the installation of a very much needed heating plant and it is recommended 
that this be supplied. 
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GOVERNOR’S MANSION. 


A total of $6,978.48 was spent on this Building. New floors were in- 
stalled in a number of rooms, the building was painted throughout, the roof 
put in first class condition and painted and other necessary repairs were 
made.

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The heating system was found to be in a serious condition. An en- 
tirely new plant has been installed in a new building, the old equipment, 
unfit for use, has been discarded and the entire system of piping through-

Serious cracks have recently developed in the walls of the building, 
due to settlement or movement of the foundations. These defects appeared 
after the Commission had completed the work at this Institution and after

In addition to the above. a new building for the Meco modation of 
Government patients has been completed at a cost of approximately $65,- 
000.00. The funds for this purpose were provided by the Legislature at 
the 1922 session and supplemented by funds received from the Government 
for support of ex-soldiers. This building will accommodate fifty patients 


and will be maintained at the expense of the Federal Government. 


The plumbing equipment throughout the Institution has been revised 
under the direction of your Architect and paid for out of the ‘Support Fund 
of the Institution. 


Emphasis should be placed on the need for the conversion or recon- 
struction of the main buildings, to guard against the hazard of fire. During 
this last year the attention of the country has been called to the disastrous 
fires in insane hospitals, and these buildings are not fireproof. 
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MISSISSIPP! NORMAL COLLEGE.

The new dormitory is thoroughly fireproof and contains accommoda- 
tions for one hundred and ninety students, with reception rooms in the first 
story and a large covered sleeping porch on the roof. 


The School Building contains twenty-two class rooms and is also of 
fireproof construction. 


The Teachers’ Home provides residence for thirty members of the 
faculty. 

The new power house which supplies heat for the entire group of build- 
ings has been placed in a new location and supplied with new boilers and 
new equipment. It is connected to the buildings by a series of concrete 
tunnels and is arranged to allow for additional equipment as the future 
growth of the College will demand. 
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It is recommended that funds be set aside for the construction of a bet- 
ter and more appropriate residence for the President, Also for the con- 
struction of a chapel building to take the place of the present one, which is 
not only inadequate in size but is very poorly, and perhaps dangerously, 
constructed.

Plans and specifications for both of these buildings were prepared in 
detail by the Architect, it being understood that the funds for their erec- 
tion would be furnished by the Board of Trustees. The Commission stood 
ready to supply the laundry machinery, if the laundry building was built. 

The Waynesboro Lime Plant could very well be eliminated, as enough 
lime to meet the demand could be supplied from the plant at Okolona at 
a small increase in freight rates.

All the new buildings in this group are of fireproof reinforced con- 
crete construction. The arrangement and equipment is thoroughly modern, 
in fact, a distinct step has been made in advance ofthe usual hospitals of 
this type. “ ' ; yor 
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The general plan of -the Sanatorium has been made for an ultimate 
capacity of twelve hundred patients. 


The water for use at this institution is supplied from deep wells. 
There is constant danger of these wells failing and the supply will never 
be satisfactory if they are relied upon indefinitely. Steps should be taken 
at once. to insure a supply of water from some permanent source. The 
plan of using the water from a nearby spring has been under consideration 
from the very start. The scheme for piping and controlling this spring 
water is practicable and feasible, and it should be taken advantage of 
without delay. 


The grounds surrounding the buildings need improving. Funds should 
be supplied for landscape work. There is need for additional cottages for 
staff physicians.

The new dormitories are of fireproof reinforced concrete construction 
and supply additional accommodations for three hundred and twenty stu- 
dents. 


The Lyceum Building which contains the Administration offices and 
the Academic Class Rooms has been completely overhauled. 

The Chemistry and Pharmacy Building has been built in the best ap- 
proved manner. Some of the laboratories could not be equipped, but those 
that could be, have been supplied with the best equipment that could be 
obtained. . 


The question of water supply for the University will always be a 
serious one unless steps are taken to have the water come from some per- 
manent source. The wells from which the water is now obtained nave al- 
ways been unsatisfactory and unreliable. 
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From the time of my first attendance at a meeting of the Commission, 
in 1920, I have been impressed with the careful consideration given by the 
Commission to all questions as they have come before it, and the fairness 
with which these questions have been answered. There have been no oft- 
hand judgments nor immature decisions, 


I believe that the work directed by the Commission has been done 
wisely and well, and that it has justified the sound reasoning of the framers 
of the Act creating the Commission, in placing the work in the hands of a 
centralized body. It has demonstrated that more economies, more effici- 
ency, and better buildings, have been obtained than if the work had been 
done, as it had before, without general direction. 


The work thus instituted by the Commission should continue. Not only 
should the State supply funds for its continuance, but a definite scheme 
should be devised and enacted that would enable the work to be carried 
on in some such manner as it hag been carried on by the Commission.

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REPORT OF ENGINEER TO THE SUPERVISING ARCHITECT 


TO THE HONORABLE STATE IMPROVEMENT BOND COMMISSION: 
Gentlemen: | 


Since October, 1920, I have been in the employ: of your. Supervising 
Architect as Mechanical Engineer, and have in that. capacity ,been,directly 
responsible for the design and construction. of all) improvements of an. en- 
gineering nature authorized by your. body at. the various educational and 
eleemosynary institutions of the State, and.I tender herewith my. report 
covering in some detail what has: been: accomplished in. that: direction, and 
calling attention to certain other improvements which should be made but 
which you have tjen unable to authorize on account of lack of funds. 


I will preface this report by the’ statement, which I am sure your.own 
observation has corroborated, that when ‘you ‘entered upon.your duties you 
found the mechanical equipment of the different institutions to be in a 
condition of greater deficiency than, anything else about them, Boilers 
were leaky and corroded, boiler settings cracked and falling to pieces, 
smokestacks rusted thrcugh and ready to fall, machinery worn out and of 
obsolete type, heating systems badly ‘designed in some instances and in all 
so run down by use and abuse as to function very poorly, water supplies 
deficient or precarious and sewerage facilities in some instances entirely 
lacking. .These conditions resulted not only in unsatisfactory service of 
all kinds but also in a tremendous waste of fuel. 


Nobody in particular was responsible for matters having reached such ™ 
a pass. That was just the trouble. There was nobody charged with the 
particular responsibility of seeing to it that the equipment which had cost 
the State hundreds of thousands of dollars was kept in such condition as to 
do its work efficiently and economically. | 


The heads of the institutions were selected for their ability in other 
lines and cou'd not be expected to know much about the technical side of 
their power plants. Even when they realized that something was wrong 
and that repairs and improvements were necessary there was no state bu- 
reau to which they could apply for advice as to what was necessary, or 
how much they ghould ask the legislature to appropriate to-remedy their 
troubles. The Legislature, of course, had no information as to the needs 
of the institutions in such matters beyond what was contained in the re- 
quests submitted by their heads, so that those items in the appropriation 
bil’s were large'y of a hit or miss nature, and it is not surprising that 
they scored very few bulls-eyes. 


Your body therefore soon discovered that even though the Legislature of 
1920 had made specific appropriations for power-house improvements the 
amounts set apart for that purpose fell far short of what was necessary to 
put the equipment in such condition as to furnish satisfactory service at a 
minimum of operating expense. You, therefore, decided to make such use 
of the money at your disposal as would guarantee a reasonab'y satisfactory 
and economical mechanical service at every institution even though that 
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should require a somewhat different allotment of funds from that indicated 
by the legislature. I think there can be-no question that the wisdom of that 
decision has been fully vindicated by the results achieved. 


I will now take up the work done under your instructions at the 
individual institutions, and for convenience of reference I will consider 
them in the same order in which they are carried on the books of your 
Assistant Secretary and Purchasing Agent. 


ALCORN AGRICULTURAL 4ND MECHANICAL COLLEGE 


_, The_.old boiler pone at. this institution was a Paabied down frame 
shack so located that it was flooded to a depth of six to eight inches after 
every hard rain. The boilers were too small and about worn out and the 
smokestacks were so rusted out that one of them collapsed and fell soon 
after you entered upon your duties. The water supply was very scant even 
for the demands then being made on it though there was no sewer system 


and no bath rooms nor toilets in the dormitories. The heating system had 
become so dilapidated that in about half of the buildings served by it no 
heat whatever could be obtained and the service in the other buildings was 
extremely poor. 


Bath rooms and toilets have been installed in “all dormitories, a com- 
plete sewer system has been constructed with septic tank disposal, a brick 
boiler house has been built, two 100 H: P. boilers have been installed with 
improved settings and stokers that greatly increase the efficiency of the 
fuel consumption, the pumps and. air compressor already in service have 
been moved into the new boiler house, an additional pump, air compressor 
and feed water heater have been installed, a new well has been drilled and 
put into service and the heating system has been thoroughly overhauled 
and several hundred feet of new underground returns constructed in con- 
nection therewith. 


In addition to the above work which has already. been completed and is 
giving satisfactory service, a new water tank:has been purchased and con- 
tracts have been awarded for a 50 H. P. oil’ engine, a 10,000 gallon fuel oil 
storage tank, a belted air compressor and a. belted centrifugal pump. An 
extension is to be built to the present power house to accommodate this new 
equipment and it is to be installed as soon as possible. When this in- 
stallation is completed it will be possible for.the school to obtain lights 
and water during the seven warm months of the year without firing up 
the steam plant at all. This will save enough in fuel and handling to pay 
for the new equipment in two or three years. Equipment has also been 
purchased to supply hot water to the bathrooms in the seven dormitories 
and the president’s home. 


The most imperative need of this gchool is.an additional water supply. 
The two old wells have both ceased production and the new well has to be 
pumped twenty-four hours per day to furnish a meager supply. If it should 
fail no water whatever would be. available. The situation is one. which 
calls for immediate relief.. 
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MISSISSIPP| AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 

The amount provided in the legislative budget for improvement of this 
power plant was $100,000.00. This was an estimate intended to cover the 
cost of purchasing and installing in the old power house the new ma- 
chinery and equipment imperatively needed to furnish heat, light, water 
and power service to the school. 


Upon investigation, however, it wag found that the old power house 
was cramped in size and so located that the railway track necessary to 
serve it practically ruined a considerable and otherwise very desirable 
portion of the campus. It also developed that the building housing the old 
plant could be very advantageously utilized as a steam engineering labora- 
tory and foundry. 


It was, thereupon, decided to build and equip an entirely new power 
house in the ravine some two hundred yards behind the old site, where 
practically unlimited space could be obtained for fuel storage, where coal 
could be dumped from an elevated trestle directly in front of the boilers, 
thus saving all unloading charges, and where the service tracks would be 
entirely hidden from the campus proper and would occupy ground unsuit- 
able for any other use. 


Building the new plant in this more favorable location necessitated not 
only the construction of a new spur track to serve it but also the building 
of a new water reservoir and the construction of-additional mains for water 
and steam service together with the underground concrete tunnels to ac- 
commodate these mains. 


The result has been to create a power plant which is a model in con- 
venience and efficiency, worthy of a place on the campus of Mississippi's 
only school for instruction in mechanical engineering, but naturally the 
total outlay required was much greater than the legislative allotment. 


The new power house is handsome in architectural design, absolutely. 
fireproof, and is equipped throughout with machinery of the most efficient 
type and best grade of manufacture. This equipment includes four 200 
H. P. Stirling Boilers, One 317 H. P. Heine boiler, Two 250 K. V. A. Una- 
flow, direct connected generating unitg one 75 K. V. A. direct connected 
generating unit, a ten-panel switchboard, one compound steam driven 2-stage 
air compressor, one synchronous motor-driven 2-stage air compressor, a 
complete ice plant with capacity of 7% tonS per day, two motor driven 
centrifugal service pumps, one steam-driven fire pump, four feed pumps, 
four vacuum pumps, one feed water heater, one hot water supply heater 
and the necessary auxiliary apparatus. All this equipment is new except 
the Stirling boilers, the 75 K. V. A. generating unit and a few of the pumps. 
A radial brick chimney 7 feet in diameter and 150 feet high has also been 
built and a new well drilled. 


As evidence of the greatly improved efficiency and economy of the 
new plant over the old I am informed by Prof. Carpenter of the Department 
of Mechanical Engineering that during the very severe weather of last 
winter the two old Stirling boilers which had been moved to the new power 
house and provided with new settings and stokers furnished practically as

much steam as all four of the boilers had done in the old plant, and that 
too while using a grade of coal so poor that it could hardly have been burned 
at all in the old furnace. 


INSTITUTE FOR THE BLIND 


The only work done on the mechanical equipment of this institution 
has been to increase the capacity of the heating boiler by adding two new 
" sections to it. 


NEW CAPITOL BUILDING. 


Comparatively little has been expended on the mechanical equipment 
of this building. The stone chimney extending above the roof at the west 
end had cracked until it had become a menace. This has been removed 
and replaced with a reinforced concrete chimney about 8 feet higher than 
the old one. This increased height has greatly improved the draught which 
had formerly been poor when the wind was from the southeast. 


The automatic temperature controlling apparatus of the heating sys- 
tem has been repaired and put into operation. 


A motor generator set of 50 K. W. capacity has been installed in the 
engine room and primary connections for same have been run to the pole 
line of the Jackson Public Service Company on West Street. The use of 
this equipment would transform the 2300 volt alternating current furnished 
by the Company into the 250 volt direct current required to operate the 
elevator. The purpose of this installation was to make it possible for 
lighting and elevator service to be had in the building at times when its 
own power plant had shutdown. It would also render it unnecessary to 
operate the steam plant at all during warm weather, which would probably 
save the State some money and would certainly save the residents of that 
section of the City a great deal of unnecessary annoyance from soot and 
smoke. 


Owing to the failure of the Legislature to authorize any part of the 
maintenance appropriation to be expended for the purchase of electric cur- 
rent it has been impossible for the Capitol Commission to make a contract 
with the electric company to furnish current and consequently this equip- 
ment has never been used. It may be that even with such legislative au- 
thority the Capitol Commission might insist on running its own power plant 
throughout the non-heating season during the regular office hours. 


To have light available for these hours, even without elevator service, 
would be so great a convenience to the State officials and would conduce 
so much to the prompt and efficient transaction of the State’s business that 
I would strongly urge the installation of a 50 K. W. single-phase trans- 
former for lighting only. This transformer could be thrown into service 
when the power plant was shut down in the evening and would make light- 
ing service available throughout the night. The lighting service is abso- 
lutely essential to some of the State officials and is now obtained from 
the Lighting Company over pole and wires straggling over the grounds 
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and festooning the facade of the building in a most unsightly manner. The 
proper installation would cost not to exceed $500.00, would render the 
. lighting service available to all the offices instead of a few only and would 
permit the removal of these unsightly wires and poles. 


T have heard different suggestions made as to how the State of Mis- 
sissippi might pay a tribute of respect to the memory of your late Super- 
vising Architect, Mr. Theodore C. Link. From intimate personal associa- 
tion with him and from the feeling I have seen him display when dis- 
cussing these objectionable features, I know that nothing in the way of 
official notice would be go grateful to his spirit as the removal of these 
disfigurements from the building which he designed and in which he took 
much pride. 


STATE CHARITY HOSPITAL—Jackson. 


When your body assumed its duties this institution was equipped with 
two locomotive type boilers of about 45 H. P. each to furnish steam for the 
heating system and laundry. One of these was in very fair condition but 
the other was almost worn out. It was patched up sufficiently for use 
during the winter of 1920-21, but during the following summer it was re- 
moved and replaced with an 80 H. P. full flush front, steel cased horizontal 
tubular boiler fitted with shaking grates. This boiler has given entire sat- 
isfaction and should continue to do so for many years to come. 


I desire, however, to point out the grave menace of operating high 
pressure boilers in the basement of a hospital immediately beneath the 
quarters occupied by nurses and patients, especially where the plant is 
without the supervision of a licensed engineer, As you are aware, steam 
boilers will explode on occasion, and small boilers in ignorant and careless 
hands are the oneg that explode most often. Such a situation would not be 
tolerated by the laws of many states and should not be allowed anywhere. 
A separate boiler house should be built on the hillside north or west of the 
main hospital building. 


STATE CHARITY HOSPITAL—Laurel. 


At this institution an adequate boiler room was provided in the base- 
ment of the new Nurses’ Home and a new heating boiler was installed of 
sufficient capacity to furnish steam for heating both buildings. This is a low 


pressure boiler, for heating only, and so its location is not open to the ob- 


jection urged above against the one in the hospital at Jackson. 


A new sewer was laid to conduct the sewerage from the hospital to a 
creek a mile or so away. | 


The plumbing and heating systems of the building were thoroughly 


overhauled and put into good working order. 
STATE CHARITY HOSPITAL—Vicksburg. 


This institution had two small boilers, one vertical’.and the other the 
locomative type. Neither was large enough to do the work alone when 
both heating and laundry service were needed at the:same time, and the 
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locomotive boiler, while comparatively new, was built of such thin plates 
that it was impossible to keep it tight. It was therefore, replaced with 
a boiler similar in every way to the one installed in the Hospital at Jackson 
except that its capacity was only 60 H. P. 


A new feed pump, feed water heater and air separating tank were 
also added to the boiler plant. 


A new sterilizer of the most modern type, large enough to handle all 
the bedding, mattresses, etc., was also installed and is in satisfactory 
operation. 


New washing machines and some other minor equipment was also pro- 
vided for the laundry. 


INDUSTRIAL TRAINING SCHOOL. 


At this institution a complete system of sanitary sewers, about two 
miles in length, has been constructed, a new power house has been built and 
equipped, the space formerly occupied by the power plant has been added 
to the laundry and additional laundry equipment purchased and installed 
therein, an additional boiler hag been purchased for the laundry and in- 
stalled in an extension added to the old laundry building, several miles of 
road have been graded and graveled, a canal has been dug to divert a 
large volume of water which formerly flowed through the center of the 
campus, a new and very excellent source of water supply has been developed, 
and a complete system of poles and wires for electric lighting has been 
erected supplying service to every building on the grounds and also to a 
large number of roadway lights. 


Owing to the widely scattered arrangement of the buildings at this 
school and the further fact that all labor is performed by the pupils, it 
was decided that a central heating system was neither feasible nor es- 
pecially desirable. Each building has, therefore, been provided with an in- 
dividual heating boiler. 


As this left no function to be performed by a power house except the 
generation of power for lighting and pumping it seemed decidedly prefer- 
able from the standpoint of both economy and convenience to use internal 
combustion engines. instead of steam machinery. The 25 K. V. A. Fair- 
banks-Morse engine and generator already in service was moved into the 
new power house and an additional 50 K. W. Diesel engine and generator 
was installed. 


After several month’s service the smaller generator was carelessly al- 
lowed to become overloaded and was, consequently, burned up. A new gen- 
erator of 371%, K. V. A. capacity was installed, driven by the same old 
Fairbanks-Morse engine, and is giving perfect service. 


The Diesel engine which was installed was a second hand machine and 
gave considerable trouble at first but was gotten into seemingly good con- 
dition and ran beautifully for several months. Finally, through an accident 
for which apparently no blame could be attached to any one person, it was 
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wrecked in such a way that it would have cost more to repair it than its 
value would have justified. It was accordingly removed from the foundation 
and a new 90 H. P. Anderson Engine was installed in its place and direct- 
connected to the same fly wheel and generator which had formerly been 
driven by the Diesel. This combination has now been in service more than 
a year and at last account was giving entire satisfaction. 


The water supply here is far moré satisfactory than at any other of 
the State’s institutions. It is obtained from a bold spring on land pur- 
chased by you in 1921. The water flows by gravity through a half mile 
of 10 inch pipe to a concrete reservoir at the power house and is elevated 
from there to a 50,000 gallon steel tank on a 100 ft. steel tower by means 
of two centrifugal pumps, one motor driven and one belt driven. The 
quality of the water is excellent and the supply is so abundant that the 
water flows into the reservoir faster than both pumps together can remove 
it, though their combined capacity is 500 gallons per minute. 


The most desperate need of this institution is an adequate system of 
mains and hydrants for fire protection. All the old buildings are of wood 
joist and floor construction which would burn like tinder, and they have 
no fire protection whatever. The water supply, the pumping equipment and 
the storage tank are all there, but for fire protection these are absolutely 
worthless without mains, hydrants and fire hose. ; 


When it is considered that three hundred children occupy these build- 
ings day and night, and that the total out'ay for this protective equipment 
would not exceed $10,000.00, both the necessity and the feasibility of this 
improvement seem very evident. 


A few hundred dollars should also be expended in extending and cover- 
ing in the intake of the water supply system so as to eliminate entirely a 
slight danger of surface pollution, which now exists. 


STATE INSANE HOSPITAL—Jackson. 


The condition of the mechanical equipment here was more deplorable 
than at any o; the other institutions. The power house itself was falling 
Gown the boilers had deteriorated until they were unsafe and should have 
been condemned, much of the machinery was worn out and what was still 
usable was badly in need of overhauling, steam pipes were buried in the 
ground without any protection so that steam intended to heat the outlaying 
buildings, condensed before reaching them, steam heating pipes inside the 
buildings were either rusted out or clogged up, the ice plant was almost 
in ruins, and, to sum up briefly, the whole system was a heterogeneous 
conglomeration of worthless junk. Naturally the service was extremely poor 
and at the same time ruinoltsly expensive. 


There was evidently at least a partial realization of the seriousness of 
the situation for the legislative budget allotted $100,500.00 to this power 
plant. This might have been sufficient to build and equip the new power 
house itself, but so many other repairs and additions had to be made to 
enable the new plant to function properly that the total outlay for mechani- 
cal equipment needed exceeded the allottment by more than fifty per cent. 
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A new power house was built and made large enough to accommodate 
this ice plant and cold storage rooms, such old equipment as could be made 
serviceable wag overhauled and moved into the building, three new boilers 
of 250 H. P. each were installed, a reinforced concrete chimney 125 feet 
high was built, two new unaflow generating units of 125 K. V. A. capacity 
each were installed and new piping and auxiliary equipment throughout was 
provided. : 


Approximately 1,000 feet of underground concrete tunnels 5 feet wide 
by 6 feet high were built to house the pipes and conduits conveying steam, 
hot water and electric current from the power house to the various build- 
ings. Entirely new piping systems were installed in these tunnels and the 
heating pipes inside the buildings were overhauled and repaired and in 
many instances renewed. 


A new gpur track was built leading to an elevated concrete trestle from 
which coal cars can be unloaded by dumping their contents directly in 
front of the boilers. The space under this trestle was paved so that it 
is possible to store enough coal there in summer to last throughout the 
year. 


The results achieved have been highly satisfactory. Under the former 
regime the heating service was so poor that the unfortunate inmates often 
suffered acutely from cold, and the hospital operated its electric plant only 
for lighting at night so that it had large bills every month with the local 
traction company for current used for motors and daytime lighting. Now 
the heating service is good, the power plant runs twenty-four hours per 
day so that there are no bills for current, the consumption of electricity 
has greatly increased on account of the addition of many more lights, 
motors and therapeutical appliances, and still the fuel consumption for 
the first year after the new plant was put in service was only 107 carloads 
as against an average of 205 carloadg per year for the preceding six years. 
Mr. St. John, the Chief Engineer of the plant is my authority for this 
statement. 


INSANE HOSPITAL—Meridian. 


Much less has been expended on the mechanical equipment of this in- 
stitution than on that of any other of the major institutions of the State. 


There were several reasons for this. 


In the first place the Superintendent had been more modest in his 
requests for appropriations than most of his confreres and there was con- 
sequently not money enough available to undertake a comprehensive im- 
provement without diverting fundg already tentatively allotted to other 
institutions. 


Secondly, soon after you undertook your task, the trustees of this hos- 
pital succeeded in making satisfactory contracts with the City of Meridian 
for water supply and with the local traction company for electric current, 
so that its own power plant had to provide only heating, laundry and cold 
storage service. 
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Then too the financial requirements for other improvements absolutely 
demanded here were so great that it was found necessary to trim down the 
power plant allottment to what would barely suffice to keep the plant 
functioning with any degree of satisfaction. 


There were three boilers in service. One of these had depreciated to 
such an extent that it was not worth repairing so it was replaced by a new 
one. The other two received such minor repairs as they needed and were 
continued in use. A radial brick chimney was built and new breeching 
provided to connect all the boilers with it. A new feed water heater was 
also installed and considerable work done on the heating systems of several 
of the buildings. ; 


These improvements have enabled the plant to “get by” so far, but 
that is all, and it is now in need of the same sort of thorough overhauling 
that the others have received at your hands. 


The settings of the two old boilers should be repaired, a stoker should 
be provided for the new boiler added by your body, one new 250 H. P. boiler 
should be installed, necessary changes in building should be made to ac- 
commodate this boiler, an additional feed pump should be provided, about 
1800 feet of new steam piping tunnels should be built and equipped similar 
to those provided by you at the Insane Hospital at Jackson, the University 
of Mississippi, the State College for Women, the Mississippi Normal College 
and the Tuberculosis Sanatorium, and a large ammonia compressor and ice- 
freezing tank should be installed. 


These things are all needed for the proper functioning of the plant. 
The electrical demands of the institution are being satisfactorily supplied by 
the traction company, but a considerable financial saving could be effected 
by providing two small generating units by means of which current could 
be furnished to the institution by its own plant as is done at the Insane Hos- 
pital at Jackson. 


MISSISSIPPI NORMAL COLLEGE. 


The additiong to the mechanical equipment of this school include the 
drilling of a new well and the rehabilitation of an old one, the installation 
of motor-driven air compressor and air-lift piping to pump both these wells, 
the construction of more than 2000 feet of underground concrete tunnels and 
conduits for steam heating mains, the installation in these tunnels of the 
piping necessary to convey steam to all different buildings, the complete re- 
newal of the system of poles and wireg furnishing electric current, the 
installation of new smokestacks on both the old boilers and the installation 
of new 150 H. P. boiler. 


A new building to house this power plant is badly needed, ag the 
present one is merely a corrugated iron shack with wooden roof, erected as 
a temporary expedient, for want of funds to build a better one, when the 
college was founded twelve years ago. A very material saving in operating 
expense could be effected here by fitting these boilers with furnaces 
suitable for burning mill refuse and providing a bin and conveyor for 
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handling this material. This fuel can be had at a price which would make 
its use less than one-half as expensive as coal but it cannot be fired to any 
advantage in the present type of furnace. 


Thorough overhauling of the boiler feeding equipment and other minor 
auxiliaries of the plant should be carried out. 


The laundry building should be extended about 40 feet west and con- 
siderable new equipment installed in this addition. 


If the Legislature provides funds for the additional dormitory for 
which request hag been made it will probably be necessary to add another 
boiler also. 


MISSISSIPPI STATE COLLEGE FOR WOMEN. 


This is another institution that obtains both water and electricity from 
outside sources so that its power plant is called upon to provide only steam 
for warming the buildings, cooking, and heating water for the bathrooms. 


The old plant was in an extremely dilapidated condition. It contained 
five horizontal tubular boilers, four of which were known to be from twenty 
to forty years old, while the age of the other was doubtful. The piping in 
the buildings was in bad shape and the tunnel system for conveying steam 
from the power house to the other buildings was hopelessly inadequate. 
As a consequence the heating service was extremely poor and complaints 
on that score from both pupils and faculty were numeroug and continuous. 


The legislature budgeted $40,000.00 to rehabilitate this plant, but that 
action was taken before the campus of the school was enlarged by the 
generous action of the citizens of Columbus in purchasing several adjacent 
blocks and presenting this ground to the State for use of the Gollege. As 
soon as this had been accomplished it at once became evident that no ad- 
vantageous utilization of the additional territory could be made without 
removing the power plant from its central location to a site alongside the 
railroad at the back of the property. 


It was therefore decided that the only sensible course was to demolish 
the old buildings and build a new plant at the proper location, using as much 
as possible of the old building material This wag accordingly done and the 
plant was equipped with three new boilers of 250 H. P. each, and such 
pumps and other equipment as would enable it to operate efficiently and 
economically. . 


Utilization was made of such portions of the old steam heating tunnels 
as were large enough and more than 2,000 feet of new concrete tunnels 
were built. New mains for both steam and hot water were installed in all 
the tunnels, and the steam piping in the buildings was overhauled and 
regsraded, and vacuum lines were run to all radiator air valves. 


The new plant is up-to-date and well built and capable of taking care 
of all the needs of all the present buildings for a long time to come, but 
of course its cost ran far above the budgetted allowance. 
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If the new buildings are granted for which request had been made to 
the incoming legislature it will be necessary to build and equip several 
hundred feet of new tunnel. 


A material saving of fuel loss and unloading charges can be effected 
by building an elevated trestle and concrete coal bin alongside the boiler 
house. The design for the plant included these items but lack of funds 
forced their omission from the construction. 


The Laundry building here is in a dilapidated condition and is located 
squarely in the way of any extension of the building program according to 
the plans drawn by your ‘Supervising Architect and approved by you.  Be- 
fore any new construction is undertaken this building should be removed to 
the back of the campus and should be provided with some much-needed 
additional equipment. 


PARCHMAN FARM. 


The Improvement Bond Budget included $62,000.00 for ‘‘Electric Plant” 
at Parchman. (Acts of 1920, p. 85). It is idle to speculate at this time 
upon just what was in the legislative mind when this particular item was 
voted upon. The Act itself by specific provision lodged with the Commis- 
sion the sole and final authority to handle the matter as you thought best. 
Personally I was strongly in favor of a central generating p'ant to be lo- 
cated at Parchman, and a system of poles and wires to convey the current 
to the various camps on the farm. Mr. Link shared this view. At his di- 
rection I prepared a report which went exhaustingly into the matter and 
which I think clearly demonstrated the superiority of the central plant sys- 
tem over that of the local units. 


The plan finally agreed upon, however, was that of an individual plant 
for each camp. The experiment has confirmed my original opinion. These 
individual plants have been grossly neglected and are today out of 
commission. Of course, I am not prepared to say what would have been the 
fate of a central plant installed under similar circumstances. The facts 
are recited merely for the sake of the record, and to make it clear that 
through no fault of the Commission, nor its Architect or Engineer, the mat- 
ter of the lights at Parchman ig still an unsolved problem, to be handled by 
the Penitentiary Trustees. 


The Commission installed a telephone system at Parchman, covering 
the entire property, which seems to be giving entirely satisfactory service. 


OKOLONA LIME CRUSHING PLANT. 


An entirely new plant hag been constructed here, the only parts of the 
old equipment which were utilized being the crusher itself and the shafting 
and pulleys. The new buildings consist of a commodious power house, a 
pump house and a covered bin capable of storing about twelve carloads of 
crushed stone. These are all of substantial frame construction and neatly 
painted. 
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The new equipment consists of a 50 H. P. Fairbanks-Morse Type Y Oil 
engine, a 25 K. V. A. generator and steel dump car running in_an inclined 
track and drawn by a 10 H. P. electric hoist to bring the rock up out of the 
quarry to the crusher, a ventilating fan, a motor-driven centrifugal pump 
to keep the quarry free from water, motor driven elevating and conveying 
belts to elevate the crushed rock and distribute it in the bin, a 1200 gallon 
steel storage tank for fuel oil and a complete system of electric lights. 


This plant has been in operation a little more than a year and at last 
account was giving perfect satisfaction. The Sergeant in charge states that 
he can get twice as large an output as with the old plant in its prime and 
can do this with the same force of men and less expense for fuel. 


WAYNESBORO LIME CRUSHING PLANT. 


The construction of this plant was decided upon only about three 
months ago and the weather has been so unfavorable since then that the 
progress of actual construction has been very slow. An entirely new plant 
ig being built at a location some distance from the old one. The grading 
for the spur track to the new location has been completed but the con- 
tinued rains have prevented the track force of the Mobile & Ohio Railroad 
Company from laying the track. The concrete foundations for the buildings 
are all in and the building itself is now in process of erection. 


It will be a three story frame structure with the machinery on the 
basement floor, a bin for quarried rock on the second floor and a bin for 
crushed rock on the third. 


The crushers, shafting, pillow blocks and pulleys from the old plant 
will be utilized and a 50 H. P. Fairbanks-Morse Type Y oil engine has 
been purchased to drive the machinery. A steel tank for the storage of 
fuel oil will also be installed. 


It is hoped to have the plant completed in 90 days. 


TUBERCULOSIS SANATORIUM. 


The legislative appropriation of $65,000.00 for the power plant of this 
institution was based on an estimate which contemplated the location of the 
power house almost in the center of the grounds, where it would have been 
convenient to the buildings to be served by it but would have been inaccess- 
ible to a service track, and where its presence would have prevented for all 
time to come the development of the natural beauty of the hospital site by 
proper landscaping. 


Your Supervising Architect immediately decided, with your full. con- 
currence, that the only suitable location for this building was on the low 
land at the south end of the grounds where it would be entirely out of 
the picture formed by the main buildings of the institution, and at the 
same time could be easily reached by a railroad spur so located as not to 
be at all noticeable or offensive to the most fastidious eye. 
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The increased outlay for the plant was mainly due to the necessity of 
constructing an extensive system of tunnels connecting it with the other 
buildings, but partly also to the installation of equipment of greater ca- 
pacity and efficiency than had been contemplated in the original estimate. 


The entire mechanical equipment is new. Owing to the location of the 
Institution at a distance from any sort of shop facilities it ig necessary that 
a considerable complement of tools be maintained for the purpose of keeping 
the various machines and other equipment in serviceable condition. The 
power house was therefore made sufficiently large to accommodate not only 
all the boilers and machinery likely to be needed but a!so a fairly compiete 
machine and forge shop. 


The power plant comprizes three 256 H. P. boilers, two Unaflow gen- 
erating units, one of the 250 K. V. A. capacity and the other of 125 K, V. A., 
one motor-driven air compressor for pumping water from well to reservoir, 
and two motor-driven centrifugal pumps for elevating the water to the 
storage tank, together with the necessary auxiliaries such as feed water 
heater, feed pumps and vacuum pumps, hot water supply heater, etc. 


The provision for water supply comprise one 8” well about 400 feet 


deep an underground concrete reservoir holding 100,000 gallons, a 50,000 
gallon steel storage tank on a steel tower 100 feet high, a complete system 
of 6” cast iron mains reaching every building on the grounds and supplied 
with standard fire hydrants wherever needed for fire protection. 


A complete system of sanitary sewers has been provided which receives 
the sewerage from all buildings and discharges it into a modern disposal 
plant consisting of a two compartment septic tank and three beds for in- 
termittent filtration. 


More than a half mile of underground concrete tunnels 5 ft. x 6 ft. in 
size house the steam and hot water mains and the electric light wires and 
telephone cables. 


A spur track has been built which delivers coal on an elevated concrete 
trestle from which the cars can be dumped immediately in front of the 
boilers. In building this track it wag necessary to construct an embankment 
some fifteen feet high across the valley of a small stream and this has 
been utilized to create a lake or pond of five or six acres extent in the 
middle of the grounds. 


A complete laundry equipment, an ice making and cold storage plant, 
and a pole line conveying electric current to the farm of the institution, 
about two miles away, have also been installed. 


About three miles of gravelled roadways have been constructed on the 
grounds, provided wherever necessary with concrete curbs and gutters. 


Several things are still needed to round out and complete the develop- 
ment of the general scheme outlined above. 


The driveway to the Superintendent’s residence should be graded and 
gravelled and protected at its lower end with concrete curbs and gutters. 
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The driveways around the power house and laundry should be graded 
and gravelled, and the ground immediately in the rear of the laundry should 
be graded. 


A concrete pavement should be constructed under the coal trestle. 


I had expected to include in thig report a recitation of my warnings as 
to the precarious nature of the water supply here and an urgent recom- 
mendation that immediate steps be taken to improve it, but events have 
already forestalled me. About two weeks ago the single well which provided 
all the water for the institution fell off very seriously in its production and 
since then it had required incessant pumping and desperate hoarding of the 
meager supply to enable the Hospital to continue to function. I was sum- 
moned at once and found on my arrival that the Superintendent, Dr. Bos- 
well, was already taking steps to secure water from a magnificent spring 
about four miles away, a plan which has my hearty endorsement as the 
most practicable way of providing an ample and reliable supply for all 
time to come. 


UNIVERSITY OF MISSISSIPPI. 


At no other institution did the ‘hit or miss’ method of determining the 
amount of appropriations for mechanical equipment score such a fatal miss 
as at “Ole Miss’. After all there must be something in a name. The Im- 
provement Bond Commission Act set apart $20,000.00 to be spent on this 
power plant. You spent $112,000.00 and then stopped, not because there was 
nothing more which needed to be done, but because you felt that you had 
reached the limit. 


Much of this discrepancy was due to failure to understand how much 
needed to be done, and how much it would cost to do it. But a large part 
of it arose from happenings which no one could have foreseen but which 
had to be reckoned with. 


When you entered upon your duties the water supply was ample and 
no trouble was looked for in that direction, but one night the strainer 
“went bad’ in the well which furnished the larger part of the water, sand 
flowed in and the pumping engine was broken all to pieces. Less than a 
month later the electric light engines were wrecked, not by one accident but 
within a few days of each other. Only recently another well has failed 
and you were forced to drill a new one at once to keep things going. 


It is occurrences like these that emphasize the importance of making 
adequate appropriations for mechanical upkeep and entrusting these funds 
to some central agency with authority to use them wherever needed. With 
all the misfortune that befell the mechanical equipment of the University 
during the past three years the situation would have been desperate had 
it not been for the funds which you had in reserve to meet just such emer- 
gencies. 


The greatest single improvement made at this school has been the over- 
hauling and remodeling of the steam heating system. This has involved 
the construction of nearly 2,000 feet of concrete tunnels and the complete 
rearrangement of piping both in the power house and in the tunnels. The 
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old mains were not only insufficient in size to take care of the extra load 
imposed by the addition of the Chemistry Building and the new dormitories, 
but they were found to be so rusted out that most of them had to be re- 
placed with new material. 


An extension of the boiler room has been built and a new 150 H. P. 
boiler installed in it. Shaking grates have been installed under the three 
old boilers with marked improvement in their efficiency. , 


A new generating unit of 125 K. V. A. capacity has been instalied and 
is now in satisfactory operation. 


As a further protection against possible breakdowns, a connection has 
been made with the plant of the City of Oxford, and a number of trans- 
formers have been so arranged that in case of emergency sufficient current 
can be obtained from the City plant to enable all departments to function 
with full efficiency. 


Two new wells have been drilled both of which are provided with deep 
well pumping engines driven by electric motors. One of these pumps was 
already in reserve in the well*which failed and was rebuilt and transferred 
to the new well. The other is a new double-acting pumping engine pur- 
chased by you and according to Mr. Furr, the engineer, it delivers twice as 
much water as the old one and uses less current. ’ 


The pole lines conveying electric current to the various buildings have 
been overhauled and wherever possible have been removed to the rear of the 
buildings, greatly improving the appearance of the central portion of the 
campus. 


In spite of the fact that you have expended more than five times as 
much on this plant as the legislature specifically appropriated there are 
still a number of things which should be attended to. 


Another 125 K. V. A. generating unit should be installed. The old 
machinery is too small and should be torn down and replaced by a new and 
larger one located at the south end of the boiler room. 


The coal spur should be relocated so ag to run along the west side of 
the boiler room and should end in an elevated concrete trestle so that coal 
could be dumped directly in front of the boilers, and the space under this 
trestle should be paved with concrete. 


A neat but impressive building should be provided to house the pump- 
ing machinery at the wells. The oniy protection now afforded this rather 
expensive outfit is a rough and unsightly board shed nailed to the legs of 
the well derricks. 


All overhead poles and wires should be removed from the inner circle 
of the campus being replaced where necessary by underground parkway 
cables. ’ 


The sewer from the Boys’ new Dormitories should be extended north- 
ward to a junction with the main sewer outfall. 
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The primary object of this report has been to assist you in rendering an 
account of your stewardship to the people of Mississippi by recounting as 
briefly as possible the things you have been able to achieve with the funds 
placed in your hands for the rehabilitation and improvement of the 
mechanical equipment of their public institutions. 


A secondary object has been to acquaint the legislature through you 
with some of the things which still remain to be done, because lack of 


funds prevented you from accomplishing all you would have been glad to 
undertake. 


In closing I beg to be permitted to express my appreciation of the uni- 
form kindness and courtesy which I have experienced in all my dealings 
with your Commission both individually and collectively, and the pleasure 
which has been mine in seconding to the best of my ability your earnest 


and singleminded efforts completely to fullfill the trust that had been com- 
mitted to your hands.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY AND PURCHASING 
AGENT | 


TO THE MISSISSIPPI STATE IMPROVEMENT BOND COMMISSION: 
Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit herewith a final report to you covering the 
full period of my service as your Assistant Secretary and Purchasing Agent. 
On December 31, 1921, I submitted report covering my conduct of the affairs 
which had been entrusted to me up to that time. The financial exhibits 
and schedules contained in this my final report embrace all transactions 
during the entire period extending from your organization in 1920 to January 
1, 1924. 


In order that this report may be clear to you, I think it proper that I 
give you, as heretofore, a brief explanation of the various exhibits and 
schedules which are to follow. Taken in the order in which they appear, 
these exhibits and schedules are as follows: 


Exhibit A—‘Receipts and Disbursements.” 


Schedules 1 to 22, inclusive (explanation of Exhibit ‘A’”)—‘“Ex- 
penditures by institutions, buildings, etc.’ 


Exhibit B—‘‘Statement of Obligations.” 
Exhibit C—‘“‘Analysis of Architect’s Fees Account.” 
Exhibit D—‘‘Statement of Bond Sales.” 


Exhibit A ig a condensed statement of all funds received and disbursed. 
By reference to explanatory schedules under this exhibit, you will be able 
to determine. without difficulty the origin of the figures contained in this 
exhibit. This condensed statement does not show in detail the expenditures 
as the same apply to the various funds at your disposal, but included in this 
exhibit will be found a schedule under the caption “Classification of funds 
on hand and in bank”, which shows the funds remaining unexpended. By 
deducting the available balance from the receipts through the various ap- 
propriations the amount expended can be readily determined. This informa- 
tion is, of course, given in the explanatory schedules immediately following 
this exhibit. 


Exhibit B. is a statement showing total obligations, total amounts dis- 
bursed in payment of said obligations and the total unpaid obligations as 
of December 31, 1923. You will note that I have shown the obligations as- . 
sumed as the same apply to the various appropriations. The payments ap- 
plied, however, are shown as the same pertain to all appropriations. By 
referring to letter addressed to you by Mr. Lewis E. Crook, Certified Public 
Accountant, pertaining to the final audit of your records, which immediate- 
ly follows my report, you will find the amounts of unpaid obligations as the 
same apply to the varioug appropriations. It will be seen that sufficient 
funds are in hand for liquidating all outstanding obligations and it is pos- 
sible that after all work has been completed there may be a balance to re- 
vert to the State Treasury. 
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Exhibit C is a complete analysis of the Architect’s feeg account. I 
draw your special attention to the analysis of his earnings on the basis of 
his original contract dated July 7, 1920. It will be noted that the total 
amount earned in accordance with the Architect’s contract amounted to 
$204,673.52. Under the terms of the contract the maximum fee to be paid 
was fixed at $200,000.00. 

You will note that at practically every institution expenditures were 
made either in the form of allotments to the institutions for disbursement 
by themselves or for purposes that did not require the services of the 
Architect. The amounts of such expenditures have been deducted from the 
total cost of work at each institution and the Architect’s fees have been com- 
puted on only expenditures for work which required the Architect’s ser- 
vices. It will also be noted that the sum of $189,000.00 has been paid the 
Architect and an unpaid balance remains in the sum of $11,000.00. 

With reference to the application of the fees earned by the Architect, I 
should like to call your attention to the fact that I have not seen fit to ap- 
ply them to the accounts of the various institutions. Ordinarily, this might 
be done. However, the particular nature of the contract with the Architect 
rendered it, in my opinion, inadvisable to undertake such a distribution. 
This contract, as you know, carried with it all expense incident to the 
work from an architectural and engineering standpoint. It also carried all 
cost of superivision and various other items of expense that ordinarily are 
not included in the Architect’s contract. So miscellaneous, therefore, were 
the provisions involved that it would not be possible to distribute the fees. 

Exhibit D is a statement which I have drawn up for your ready in- 
formation as well as for future reference. This statement gives a detailed 
account of the bonds sold by you under the provisions of Chapter 112, Laws 
of 1920. I call your special attention to the recapitulation shown at the 
end of this exhibit. This recapitulation shows the annual maturity of the 
bonds sold. 

As you are aware, some work at a few of the institutions remains un- 
finished. In as much as the cost to complete such work will consist prin- 
cipally of labor, it has not been possible to include such cost in my state- 
ment.of outstanding obligations. Additional expenditures, therefore, will 
reduce the apparent balances which remain after the liquidation of out- 
standing obligations at thig time. As stated above, however, it is very 

-probable that after these additional expenditures are made a balance will 
remain for payment into the State Treasury. As provided in resolution 
adopted by you, the Committee upon which you imposed the duty of com- 
pleting your work, will submit in due time a complete report which will 
embody all activities since January 1, 1924. 

In conclusion I desire to take this occasion to express to you my sincere 
appreciation of the opportunity to have served you, and to thank you in- 
dividually and collectively for your kind indulgence and consideration at all 
times. My duties have been heavy and responsibilities great. I have served 
you to the very best of my ability, and it is indeed gratifying to feel that 
my efforts have not been in vain.

I have made a thorough and careful audit of the records, accounts and 
vouchers of the State Improvement Bond Commission for the period begin- 
ning with the organization of the Commission in the year 1920 and ending 
December 31, 1923. 


All vouchers for expenditures, including payments on contracts pay 
rolls, purchases of material, etc., have been carefully checked and scruti- 
nized, and I find same correct and propery supported. 


As the result of my audit, I have set out on Page 4 of this report 
a complete exhibit of all appropriations, receipts and expenditures for 
the period under review. As work was done at twenty-one places in the 
State, the exhibit presented is supported by as many detailed schedules 
(following on the succeeding pages of this report), showing not only how 
the money was spent but the work accomplished at each respective place or 
institution. 


You will note that under Chapter 78, Laws of 1920, the total receipts 
and expenditures are ag follows:

Under Chapter 88, Laws of 1922 an appropriation of $125,000.00 is 
authorized for repairs to certain buildings, etc. Of this amount, the sum 
of $96,762.69 has been expended, leaving a balance on hand of $28,237.31 to 
meet outstanding obligations amounting to $12,042.25 at December 31, 1923. 
An exhibit of all outstanding. obligations is presented in detail on page 6. 


The contract with the late Mr. Theodore C. Link, Architect, included 
plans and specifications, supervision, engineering and general inspection by 
the Architect and his associates, the maximum amount provided in the 
contract being $200,000.00. On Page 28 of this report I have presented an 
analysis of the Architect’s fees in accordance with the contract. 
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You will note that after making eliminationg in the sum of $110,153.89 
for items which did not apply, the fees for work done amount to $4,673.52 
in excess of the maximum amount provided.

FOREWORD 


It is with a degree of gratification that we present this, the Seventh 
Biennial Report of Factory Inspection of the State of Mississippi, reviewing 
the work of this office for the past two years, observing the generally im- 
proved and beneficial employment conditions accomplished in manufacturing 
and industrial establishnrents employing women and children. 


OFFICIAL FUNCTION. 


Realizing the wisdom of and necessity for protecting child life and 
female employment against industrial hazards, the 1914 Legislature enacted 
the present Factory Inspection Law, creating the office of Factory Inspector 
for all factories employing women or children in this State, and imposing 
upon this office the duty of inspecting and enforcing the Child Labor and 
Ten Hour Manufacturing Law, Sanitary Regulations, Safety Standards, etc., 
in all mills, factories, manufacturing establishments and canneries within 
the state employing females or children. 


CHILD LABOR LAW. 


The Factory Inspector has given first consideration and diligent at- 
tention to the enforcement and compliance with the provisions of this law 
in all industrial establishments where the provisions of the Child Labor 
Law apply, by prohibiting the employment of males under 12 and females 
under 14 years of age; prohibiting the employment of males 12 to 16 and 
females 14 to 16 years of age more than 8 hours per day and more than 
48 hours per week. Duly acknowledged age certificates have been rigidly 
required filed by parent or guardian on males 12 to 16 and females 14 to 16 
years of age at time of employment; certificate children have been pro- 
hibited from employment before the hour of 6 a. m. and after the hour of 
70, 1: 

ENFORCEMENT OF SANITARY REGULATIONS. 


Cotton and knitting mills, as well as other factories, employing females 
and children, have been required to install new, adequate and sanitary 
toilet systems, separate for male and female, or to improve crude and in- 
adequate systems to conform to adequate and sanitary regulations; to be 
kept in practical and sanitary conditions at all times, requiring such floors 
to be mopped once daily or oftener with liquid disinfectant. All cotton 
and knitting mills and other factories of large employment conditions have 
been required to abolish impure and unsanitary sources of drinking water 
supply such as tin buckets, kegs and barrels with public drinking cups, 
substituting therefor pure, flowing water, with sanitary drinking fountains 
attached thereto, abolishing the common drinking cup altogether; operat- 
ing and stairway floors have been required cleaned of dust, fiber, oil and 
tobacco expectoration accumulation and maintained in a clean and sanitary 
manner; heating, lighting and ventilating systems have been repaired, im- 
proved and installed to comply with reasonable standards. 


The large cotton and knitting mills have been required to install] vacuum 
exhaust card stripping systems in order to abate excessive and unhealthy 
dust and fiber conditions; all cotton and knitting mills have been required 
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to install adequate and approved humidifying systems or to increase inade- 
quate systems to conform to reasonable regulations in abating unhealthy 
dust and fiber nuisance and injurious atmospheric conditions. 


A number of certificate children from 12 to’16 years of age, whos» 
frail physical condition indicated that they could not continue at indoor 
cotton mill employment without injurious effect upon their health, have 
been prohibited from such employment and required excluded from indoor 
factory premises, while others have been required to submit to physical 
examination before being permitted to enter such employment. 


The unreasonable practice of parents and relatives in carrying their 
extremely young children into cotton mill departments and requiring them 
to remain ten hours per day, in order to have them under their personal 
care, and subjecting them to injurious indoor atmospheric conditions, heavily 
ladened with dust and fiber, have been required excluded from such factory 
departments altogether, 


ENFORCEMENT OF SAFETY REQUIREMENTS. 


Factories employing females and children, where the number of em- 
ployees averaged 20 or more, have been required to change ingress and 
egress doors to open outwardly, instead of inwardly, for the protection of 
employees in case of fire; several factory buildings of more than two 
stories in height have been required to provide substantial and suitable 
outside fire-escapes for the protection of employees in case of fire; several 
large, two-story factory buildings of large and congested employment con- 
ditions, have been required to provide additional stairways in such build- 
ings for adequate protection of employees on second floor in case of fire; 
factory stairways that have been found to be without hand-railings, have 
been required to provide all stairways with suitable and practical hand- 
railings; several emergency alarm systems have been required provided 
from operating departments to engine room in factories of heavy mechanical 
equipment for quick stoppage of machinery in case of accident; high speed 
beater-belts in picker and opener departments of all cotton and knitting 
mills have been required properly protected with mesh-wire or other 
practical and suitable safe-guards; all cogs and gears of carding, sizing and 
slasher machines and rover frames in cotton and knitting mills have been 
required properly protected by safeguards at all times. Several cotton 
mills have been prohibited from closing, nailing down and barring windows 
down in weave room, preventing air circulation and requiring employees to 
subject themselves to unreasonable heat conditions ranging from 108 to 
115 degrees; hazardous floors, roofs, walls, towers, reservoirs and elevator 
openings have been required placed in safe conditions for the protection 
of employees. 


All factories have been required to safeguard high-speed, and other 
hazardous belts, fly-wheels, saws, emery-wheels, machinery and mechanical 
appliances to prevent injury to employees in such departments. 
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10-HOUR MANUFAGTURING LAW. 


Provisions of this law have been regularly inquired into and required 
observed in ali manufacturing establishments employing females and 
children. Only factories employing females and children are required in- 
spected and come under the supervision of this office. Quite a number 
of legal violations have been found in these factories from time to time. 
Some of these violations were of a technical nature, claiming to be due to 
a misinterpretation of the law, while the majority of them have been due 
to ignorance of the law. Several inexcusable and intentional violations 
have been found, which were promptly prosecuted and convicted. These 
are shown further on in this report, under legal prosecutions. The frequent 
changing of managements, superintendents and foremen in factories is 
largely responsible for most of these violations and neglect of sanitary and 
safeguarding conditions, which renders it an almost physical impossibility 
for this office to cope with and give the necessary attention they deserve. 


10 HOUR FEMALE EMPLOYMENT LAW. 


Besides inspecting and enforcing the laws in all factories employing 
females and children throughout the State, the Factory Inspector is also re- 
quired to inquire into and enforce in a general way the 10 Hour Female 
Employment Law in all places of female employment. Since the enact- 
ment of this law, and more especially since the recent war, female employ- 
ment has increased to such an enormous extent and in such a general way 
that it is totally impossible for one inspector with the present small travel- 
ing expense account to give these conditions the attention they deserve in 
a thorough way. However, the Factory Inspector has given these condi- 
tions all attention and consideration possible, under existing conditions. 
Numerous violations of this law has been found, both intentional and unin- 
tentional, and in al! cases of unintentional violations such employers have 
been required to and have promised to observe the law, while intentional 
violations have been promptly prosecuted, with the results of conviction 
in practically every case prosecuted. Most of these violations and rpre- 
hensible abuses of requiring females to work 12 to 14 hours per day, six 
and seven days per week, have been found in seven-day per week places 
of employment, such as hotels, cafes, drug stores, news and cigar stands, 
Which receive special attention from the Factory Inspector in the larger 
towns throughout the State. 


A number of telephone, telegraph and other establishments employing 
females, have been required to provide convenient sanitary toilet facilities; 
quite a number of places working mixed forces of males and females have 
been required to prohibit the use of same toilets by both sexes, and to 
provide exclusive toilets for females, 


For the two-year period ending June 30, 1923, this office has served in 
person and by mail upon the various employment managements 5,720 
copies of the child labor law; 6,900 copies of the 10-hour manufacturing 
law; 4,620 copies of sanitary laws and regulations; 7,800 copies of the 
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10-hour female employment law, and has furnished the various factories 
throughout the State with 7,400 child employment certificates. 


All factories throughout the State employing females and children 
have been inspected three times annually, with the exception of some, which 
were temporarily closed down, when regular tours of inspection were made, 
and some of the vegetable factories, which operate only a short period 
during the year. 


CO-OPERATION WITH STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Owing to the fact that most of the food-processing and canning fac- 
tories employ females and children, which carries the Factory Inspector 
into such places to enforce conditions for the protection of employees, the 
Secretary of the State Board of Health requested the Factory Inspector to 
Co-operate with the health department in assisting in enforcing and im 
proving the general hygienic and sanitary conditions of these places, which 
has been done. The Factory Inspector has endeavored to bring about 
generally improved sanitary and wholesome conditions in such places as 
vegetable canneries, ice cream factories, bottling factories, bakeries, etc. 
In requiring compliance with sanitary and wholesome standards in such 
places it has been found necessary to require several plants to vacate 
crude, dilapidated and filthy buildings that could not be improved to con- 
form to satisfactory sanitary standards, all such factories have been re- 
quired to provide and maintain sanitary toilet systems; to install hand- 
wash basins, provided with soap, towels and nail-brushes, and employees 
required to wash their hands thoroughly before.beginning work and upon 
returning from toilets; employees in finished food departments have been 
required to wear clean outer garments, changed daily; employees with 
ulcers upon hands have been prohibited from handling food product; several 
toilets have been changed from food handling departments to outside of 
buildings; food handling utensils have been required thoroughly cleaned 
and sterilized daily; all floors, tables, etc., have been required cleaned 
thoroughly each day; waste food matter has been required removed from 
such plants daily; screening has been required in some departments to 
abate fly conditions; several sea food vegetable canneries have been re- 
quired to provide drainage abatement systems to convey off liquid anima], 
and vegetable matter from steam boxes, processing vats, washing vats, etc., 
into bay and away from plants, instead of allowing same to drain under- 
neath factory premises, causing soil pollution, noxious and contaminating 
odors and fly-breeding places. 


At the time this office began co-operating in this work there was not 
a food plant inspected that had or was entitled to a sanitary certificate. 
During the past four years quite a number of these plants have improved 
their condition to the extent that they have been issued sanitary certificates 
by the State Board of Health, and practically all have improved their con- 
ditions to conform to wholesome and reasonably satisfactory standards. 

The work of this office is only briefly outlined here in a general way. 
To present individual recommendations and requirements issued would 
require a too voluminous as well as expensive report. 
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NUMBER OF FACTORIES AND VALUE OF PRODUCTS. 


Statistics for the year 1920 show there were 2,455 manufacturing 
establishments in this State, producing various products valued at $197,- 
747,000, consuming raw material valued at $96,578,000, thus showing a dif- 
ference in value of raw material and finished products of $101,169,000, a 
net increase of more than 100 per cent between raw and finished product. 
Of this number of manufacturing establishments 200 employ females and 
children, whose employment conditions are protected and safeguarded by 
factory inspection, while the employees of the remaining 2,255 manufactur- 
ing establishments receive no protection of employment conditions what- 
ever. 

OFFICE REVENUE AND EXPENSE. 


This office will have no deficit to present to the 1924 Legislature, but 
instead will have on hand in the state treasury, seventy-five per cent. of 
the total appropriations for the years 1922 and 1923. 


Mississippi, which stands third from the bottom of statehood in in- 
dustrial activity, appropriates $5,500 annually to the office of State Factory 
Inspector for the protection of its industrial toilers, seventy-five per cent 
-of which is covered back into the state treasury to offset this appropriation 
from factory fee collections. The next lowest state in this particular, and 
all states now have such or similar offices, appropriates $21,000.00 annually 
to such office for the protection of industrial employees. 


Under broad and favorable conditions this office would prove a great 
saving to both state and industry annually in safe-guarding and minimiz- 
ing industrial accidents and diseases. Such conditions, without proper regu- 
lation costs industry a huge sum annually in loss of time and damages, and 
places excessive charges in city, comty and state charity institutions, which 
could and should be reduced. 


The salary of the Factory Inspector is now the smallest of any state 
official at the head of a department. With gradually increasing duties and 
the fact that this officer is required to be away from his family two-thirds 
of the time and subjected to unfavorable traveling and weather conditions, 
the salary of this officer should be placed upon a basis in keeping with 
salaries of the heads of other departments. It costs this officer just as 
much to live in Jackson and maintain his family as it does the heads of 
other departments. The work of the Factory Inspector is far from being 
pleasant and easy, and instead ‘of handicapping this office, it should be 
provided for in a more substantial way by the Legislature, as contained 
further en in this report, under Legislative Recommendations.

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LEGISLATIVE RECOMMENDATIONS 


OFFICE SHOULD BE BROADENED 


The Factory Inspection Act at present entends only to manufacturing 
establishments employing females or children, numbering approximately 
two hundred such establishments that require three annual inspections. 
The Factory Inspector is charged with the enforcement of the Child Labor 
Law, the Ten-Hour Manufacturing Law, Sanitary Laws and regulations, and 
the safeguarding of hazardous machinery, appliances, etc., in such places. 
Besides inspecting and enforcing the laws and regulations in these manufac- 
turing establishments, the Factory Inspector is required to inquire into 
and enforce the Ten-Hour Female Employment Law and Sanitary Regula- 
tions in places employing females, which number approximately seven 
hundred such places that are inspected annually and oftener. 


Since administering the affairs of this office for the past five years 
and observing improved employment surroundings of industries employing 
female and children, the Factory Inspector hag had occasion to observe 
some rather crude sanitary and mechanical hazards in industry employing 
adult male labor only, which places do not come within the purview of 
the present Factory Inspection Law. If female and child employment con- 
ditions warrant this protection, and it is a proven fact that they do, then 
it would seem only right and just to provide the same sanitary and me- 
chanical protection for adult male laborers in industry, the majority of 
whom are bread-winners for more or less large and dependent families. 

With the rapidly increasing demand upon this office it is almost a 
physical impossibility for one inspector, with the present small traveling 
expense appropriation, to give the necessary attention to this deserving 
work in industries employing only females and children. 


The same protection should be extended to all industrial employees 
alike in safeguarding health, limb and life as has already been provided 
by all other states, and could be done by amending the present Factory 
Inspection Act to apply to all industry alike, adding several additional in- 
spectors, one of which should be a female to look especially after female 
and child employment conditions, By placing a nominal annual, fee upon 
each factory would provide ample revenue to defray all expenses of the 
office without cost to other taxpayers of the State. 


All. states now have Departments of Labor, Bureaus of Labor or De- 
partments of Factory Inspection. Practically all states except Mississippi 
extends this protection to all industry alike and appropriates from $21,000 
to $450,000 annually to such departments, which are provided with office 
personnels ranging from four in number to three hundred and thirty-odd. 
Mississ‘ppi hag the office of Factory Inspector, extending only to factories 
employing females and children. This office is provided with a personnel 
of two, one inspector and one stenographer and now receives a total annual 
appropriation of $5,500 supported by factory registration fees, being the 
smallest in the United States. 
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REVENUE SHOULD BE INCREASED, 


Unless this office is broadened in some practical way and properly 
provided for, if it is to remain self-sustaining, as it was intended it should 
be, from certain annual factory fees, it will be necessary to extend its 
scope of revenue in order to take care of increased work and cost of 
operation. At present we have approximately 200 factories employing 
females and children which are inspected three times annually. Of this 
number an average of only 74 are required to pay the annual factory fee, 
the total amount of which averages $4,000 per year. The least cost of 
maintaining this office at present should not be less than $6,000 annually, 
which would leave a deficit of $2,000 between factory fees collected and 
operating expenses. Under the present law wood-working establishments 
and canning factories, canning agricultural products exclusively, and 
employing females and children, are exempt from paying an annual factory 
fee, but are required inspected three times annually and given the same 
attention by the Factory Inspector as the 74 other factories employing 
females and children, and which are required to pay the annual factory 
fee. This deficit could be amply taken care of by amending Section 7 of 
the present Factory Inspection Law, requiring all factories employing 
females or children and required inspected, to pay the annual factory fee. 
Hither this should be done or the fee system abolished altogether, and the 
budget for this office appropriated out of the general fund of the state 
treasury. As the fee system applies under the present law, it has a dis- 
criminating appearance, in that some factories are required to pay anuual 
registration fee, while other factories employing females and children and 
requiring the same expense and attention from the Factory Inspector, pay 
nothing whatever. 


STATE CODE OF SAFETY STANDARDS. 


Mississippi is the last remaining State that has not realized the neces- 
sity for and enacted a practical code of industrial safety standards for the 
protection of industry and the life, limb and health of its industrial toilers, 
among whom are large numbers of women and children. Due to this great 
neglect industrial establishments are permitted to operate in this State 
without the least regard for the conservation of the safety of employees. 
These crude and much neglected conditions are directly responsible for 
numerous deaths, industrial accidents and occupational diseases, resulting 
annually in an aggregate cost of thousands of dollars to industry, employees 
and the State, that should be conserved and which a reasonable and practi- 
cal code of safety standards would minimize. 


Permit us here to recommend to the Legislature the wisdom of abat- 
ing this gross injustice and economic waste by appointing during the 1924 
session a Commission on Safety Standards to make a thorough survey of 
existing conditions in this State; to secure safety standard codes of the 
various other states for its information and to promulgate a sane and 
reasonable program of safety standards adapted to the needs of industrial 
conditions in this State and to make such recommendations to the 1926 
session of the Legislature for consideration and enactment. 
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- In addition to mechanical and other hazards, this Commission should 
be empowered with authority to treat with the Executive Board of the 
State Board of Health and co-operate with this Committee in promulgating 
a practical and reasonable.code of sanitary standards for industry in this 
State, to be adopted by the State Board of Health. 


These standards could be enforced by the office of Factory Inspector 
by adding several additional inspectors, or by some other State Department, 
By placing a small annual fee upon each place required inspected would 
provide ample revenue to take care of this expense from this source with- 
out any additional expense to other tax-payers. 


The Legislature can render a lasting service to humanity, industry and 
our State by such an enactment. 


CHILD LABOR LAW. 


The present Child Labor Law should be amended by raising the age 
limit at which males may be employed from 12 to 14 years, and neither 
male or female between the ages of 14 and 16 should be permitted to work 
in any manufacturing establishment more than eight hours per day nor 
more than 48 hours per week. Industrial employers of child labor between 
the ages of 14 and 16 years should be required to keep daily time records 
of hours such children work, and the time should be continuous from the 
beginning period until the expiration of eight hours, with due allowance 
for meal period, which should not be less than one hour. Infants and 
children under the prescribed employment age should be required excluded 
from factory operating departments at all times, under heavy penalty. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION LAW. 


The Legislature enacted during its 1920 session a compulsory school 
attendance law, requiring all children from 7 to 14 years of age to attend 
the four months’ legal school term in this State. This law has met with 
little opposition since its enactment, and has continued to grow in popular 
favor since its application. State, county and city departments of education, 
as well as parents and guardians of children, within the compulsory age 
limit, deserve noteworthy praise for the general and satisfactory manner 
with which the provision of this law have been observed, as a whole. The 
enactment of this law was a deserving step in the right direction, and, 
if the present law-making body would go another step further and amend 
this law to include the full term of the school districts in which the child 
resides, it is believed this would materially strengthen and give us an 
ideal compulsory school attendance law. . 


WIDOWS’ PENSION LAW. 


‘VYh2re are quite a number of widows throughout the State who have 
ha. .'aced upon them the responsibility of bringing up dependent families. 
In - treat many cases the mother is dependent upon her daily toil, and 
that of several children, to provide the family livelihood. In such cases 
the compulsory education law naturally works a hardship upon such families’ 
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by depriving them of the earnings of such children, which is necessary in 
supporting them during the compulsory school attendance period. If the 
Legislature would follow the lead of a number of other states and enact a 
widows’ pension law, providing dependent widows with a reasonable month- 
ly allowance for each child within the compulsory school age for such period 
as they are required and attend such compulsory school terms, this would 
not burden the treasury of any county. Such a law would materially as- 
sist many poor, deserving widowed mothers and provide orphan children 
the opportunity of the rudiments of an education, an advantage they de- 
serve and one which should not be denied them. 


TEN-HOUR FEMA&LE EMPLOYMENT LAW. 


This deserving law has proven a great protection and benefit to the 
toiling womanhood of this State, and as a rule, has been fairly well ob- 
served by employers of females, with some exceptions. However, the cus- 
tom of some employers of female labor in reducing daily work hours to 
eight and eight and one-half hours and working females seven days per 
week, is unreasonable, and should be prohibited. The practice of some 
hotels, cafes and other seven day per week places of employment, re- 
quiring females to report for duty at an early hour in the morning and re- 
quiring them to deduct hours between the various meal periods and re- 
main on duty until an unreasonably late hour at night, covering periods of 
from 14 to 16 hours daily that such female employees are required to be 
subject to duty in a way, though not exceeding ten hours per day nor 60 
hours work per week, is also unreasonable, and should be prohibited. The 
present law should be amended by providing that one day of rest be given 
in every seven days, and to require work hours to run consecutively from 
hour of beginning until the expiration of the tenth hour, with due allow- 
ance for meal periods, which should not be less than 30 minutes each. 
All employers of females should be required to keep weekly records, show- 
ing hours worked each day by each female, and also day of rest given 
each during the week. 

FEMALE SEATING LAW. 


Employers of females, where seats are practical, should be required, 
to provide an adequate supply of comfortable seats for such employees 
during rest periods and when not actively engaged at work or where such 
work can be performed while seated. 


LABORERS SHOULD BE PROTECTED. 


This office is in receipt of numerous complaints from employees in 
the lumber industry throughout the State, protesting against arbitrary 
practice of saw mill managements in deducting from their small earnings, 
monthly hospital dues, physicians fees, and excessive sums for liability in- 
surance premiums. In many cases, where employees refuse the service 
offered by such mills, and provide their own medical attention and pay 
for this from their personal funds, the deductions for the company service 
is taken from monthly earnings against their protests. Several cases of 
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this nature have been referred to District Attorneys and the Attorney- 
General’s office in an effort to prohibit this form of extortion, but the Fac- 
tory Inspector was informed by these officials that Mississippi had no law 
prohibiting these gross abuses, and suggesting that these conditions be 
reported to the Legislature as a subject for additional legislation. 


POSTING LABOR AND SANITARY LAWS. 


The Legislature should enact a law requiring all employers of labor, 
where the hours are regulated by law, to post and Keep posted in all 
operating departments and work rooms copies of labor and sanitary laws, 
when same have been furnished such employer by the Factory Inspector, 
with request to post.

MISSISSIPPI: 


Gentlemen: 


In compliance with Section 4887, Chapter 139 of the Code of 
1906, we have the honor to submit herewith the Nineteenth Biennial 
Report of this Commission for the period ending June 30th, 1923. 


PERSONNEL. 


There have been some changes in the personnel of the Commis- 
sion since the last report. Under date of February 16th, 1922, 
George R. Edwards resigned and §. B. Alexander, of Sharkey 
County, was appointed in his place. Effective March 1, 1922, James 
Galceran, Secretary, resigned, and Mrs. Josie B. Walters was ap- 
pointed as temporary secretary instead. Under date of April 4th, 
1922, J. W. Williams, of Lamar County, was appointed Secretary, 
and confirmation of this appointment was made by the Senate under 
date of April 7th, 1922. 


The Commission was then organized as follows:

CASES DOCKETED. 


There were docketed during the biennial period two hundred 
thirty cases, all of which were disposed of with the exception of 
four. Besides the cases docketed, there were several important 
cases that were pending before the Commission from a prior period, 
among which was the Class Rate Investigation. 


Of the cases referred to above, many were important rate cases, 
and among the more important, involving rates having general ap- 
plication in the State, are the following: 


No. 5195, order of May 17, 1922, prescribing new class rates for 
application over all railroads between all points in the State, to be 
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governed by the same Classification (Southern Classification) as 
governs the ratings on interstate shipments. 


| No. 5247, order of August 3, 1921 prescribing new rates overall 
railroads on gravel and sand for highway construction. 


No. 5803, order of April 4, 1922, prescribing new rates on wash- 
ed gravel and sand for highway construction, applying over all 
railroads. 


No. 5304, order of June 6, 1922, prescribing new rates on cotton 
and cotton linters, over all railroads between all points in the State. 


No. 5349, order of June 6, 1922, effective July 1, 1922, 10 per 
cent reduction in all freight rates, including the new class rates, 
effective July 16, 1922. 


No. 5359, order of July 6, 1922, new rates on melons, over all 
rallroads between all points in the State. 


No. 5365, order of September 6, 1922, new rates on canned 
goods, including meats, milk, fish, fruits, sauce; also on soap, to- 
bacco, ete., over all railroads between all points in the State. 


All the rates prescribed in the above cases have been published 
under protest by the railroads who contend that they are unreason- 
ably low, discriminate against and impose an unjust burden upon 
interstate commerce, and they have filed a formal complaint with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, making allegations as stated 
above and petitioning that Commission to institute an investigation 
of the rates and to require the removal of the discriminations com- 
plained of. The case is now pending. 


CASES REFORE THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 
INTERSTATE RATES. 


The interstate rates applying to and from points in Mississippi 
are no less important to the people of Mississippi than the intra- 
state rates between points within the State; not only because Missis- 
Sippi shippers must pay the interstate rates, but also because of the 
fact that the level of the intrastate rates is influenced by the level 
of the interstate rates, and this Commission endeavors to protect. 
the interests of the people of the State in cases before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, where only interstate rates are directly in- 
volved. 
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There is now pending before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, a complaint filed by the shippers in Memphis, Tenn., in 1916, 
also informal complaints filed more recently by the shippers of New 
Orleans, and Baton Rouge, La. and Mobile, Ala., alleging diserimina- 
tion against them and in favor of Mississippi shippers, due to the 
lower level of the rates applying between points in Mississippi than 
between those cities and Mississippi points. 


The adoption of the Southern Classification for application in 
connection with our new class rates made effective July 15th, 1922, 
largely removed the ground of complaint so far as class rates is 
concerned, but there remain substantial differences in the intrastate 
and interstate rates on commodities. Upon the suggestion of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, a conference was held in Jackson 
in January, 1923, between representatives of the Interstate Com- 
merece Commission, this Commission, the Mississippi shippers, the 
shippers in the complaining cities and the railroads, with the view 
of agreeing upon rates to be applied to both intrastate and inter- 
state traffic, temporarily at least until there can be a more com- 
prehensive revision of rates in the Southeast. No agreement has 
been reached and further: conferences will be necessary. 


Also there is now pending before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, a case involving the interstate class rates to, from and be- 
tween all points in the Southeast (east of the Mississippi River and 
South of the Ohio and Potomac Rivers), in which ease this Commis- 
sion intervened and participated in the record, and proposed a 
scale of rates for distances up to one thousand miles. 


COMPLAINTS FILED BY THE MISSISSIPPI RAILROAD COM- 
MISSION, WITH THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
COMMISSION; INTERSTATE RATES. 


There are pending before the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the followig cases on complaints filed by this Commission, on be- 
half of Mississippi shippers: 


A case involving the interstate rates on grain and grain pro- 
ducts from all the grain producing states to all Mississippi points, 
the complaint alleging that the rates are unreasonable and dis- 
eriminatory. 


A case involving all the interstate rates on cotton from all 
points in the state, the complaint alleging that all the rates are ‘un- 
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reasonable in and of themselves and as compared to the rates on 
other commodities. 


A complaint involving the interstate freight rates and the 
charges for refrigeration on fruit and vegetables from all points in 
the State to all distributing and consuming territories, this com- 
plaint also allegeing that the rates are unreasonably high, and in 
some instances discriminatory. The Attorney General is co-operat- 
ing with the Commission in the conduct of these cases and they will 
be mentioned in his report. 


The handling of these rate cases involves a great deal of work 
in the cheking of tariffs and the preparation of data to aid this Com- 
mission in connection with cases pending before it, and for use in 
eases before the Interstate Commerce Commission, for which work 
there is urgent need of additional help in the rate department: It 
is necessary for it to do so and the Commission endeavors to keep 
files of tariffs, intrastate and interstate; rate changes are constantly 
being made by the carriers, and it is of the greatest importance that 
the new rates should be checked so that unauthorized and unjust 
advances may be prevented, but it is impossible to do this with the 
present foree, one man. New tariff issues are constantly being re- 
ceived in the office, many thousands in the course of a year, and not 
infrequently a hundred or more in a day, each containing changes 
in rates, and rules, regulations, etc. affecting charges, so that it 
would require a large portion of the time of one simply to properly 
file them. 


For several years up to the latter part of 1920, the Commission 
had an assistant rate expert, whose salary and expenses were paid 
out of funds collected by the Attorney General, but in 1921 the 
Attorney General declined to allow the assistant rate expert to be 
paid out of funds collected by him, as the law provides, and lately 
it has been impossible to employ one at the salary authorized. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In order that this department may function more efficiently and 
better protect the interests of the people of the State, it is earnestly 
recommended that the Legislature authorize the employment of an 
assistant rate expert and provide by appropriation for salary of 
not less than $200.00 per month, and for traveling expenses not to 
exceed $500.00. 
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We would also recommend that the Rate Expert’s salary be 
made $300.00 per month. In this connection we wish to state that 
it would be impossible to secure the services of a man with the 
ability and experience of our present Rate Expert for so small a 
sum. 


We would also ask that the salary of the Secretary be made 
$3,000.00 per year. Under the present arrangements, he has full 
charge of the office, and it is necessary that all papers be certified 
to by him, thus requiring not only a man of office knowledge, but 
also one possessing unusual executive ability. 


We would respectfully call attention to the small salary now 
paid the Railroad Commissioners, and earnestly urge that you allow 
them a salary commensurate with the duties of the office. Many 
important matters affecting the entire state will come on for con- 
sideration, and it will require the greater portion, if not all, of the 
time of the Commission. We would also ask that you allow the Com- 
mission a contingent fund of $2,500.00 a year, as it will be necessary 
not only to secure transcripts of records in certain cases pending be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission, in which this State is in- 
terested, but we have numerous requests from Shippers for copies 
of tariffs and other papers which should be furnished them but on 
account of having no funds available we are unable‘to distribute 
these important documents among those who would benefit by them.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMISSION. 


By complaint filed November 30th, 1920, by the commercial organiza- 
tions of Greenwood, Yazoo City, Clarksdale, Greenville and Natchez, it is 
alleged that ‘the class rates .applicable over all lines within the state of 
Mississippi are unreasonable and unjustly discriminatory. against Missis- 
sippi shippers; that there is no uniformity in the relationship of one class 
to another class; that due to application of the Mississippi State Classification 
to Mississippi state traffic and the application of the Southern Classification 
to interstate traffic into and out of Mississippi, complaints have arisen from 
shippers outside the state and that the continuance of the Mississippi Clas- 
sification has been condemned in a tentative report of an examiner of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission Docket 9332, Memphis Freight Bureau vs. 
Illinois Central; that the cancellation of the state classification and sub- 
stitution of the Southern without at the same time making a proper revision 
of the class scales would result in radical advances in Mississippi state rates 
and the Commission ig asked to make full investigation of the entire class 
rate situation within Mississippi and to prescribe a fair, reasonable and 
uniform scale of class rates for application in Mississippi subject to the 
Southern Classification and exceptions in lieu of the present scales and 
state classification. 


The complaint was directed against all carriers operating within the 
state of Mississippi, and the case was set for hearing in Jackson, March 
15th, 1921. An invitation was extended to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to have its representative sit with this Commission throughout the 
hearing of the case, which invitation was accepted and Examiner W. P. 
Bartel of the Interstate Commerce Commission sat with this Commission 
throughout the entire hearings. 


The record in this case is quite voluminous, consisting of 1353 pages of 
oral testimony besides several hundred pages of statistical exhibits, rate 
comparisons, maps, etc., dealing exclusively with the class rates and classi- 
fications; operating and transportation conditions in Mississippi as com- 
pared with operating conditions elsewhere; financial condition of lines 
serving Mississippi; revenues and expenses, etc. 

Before -discussing the issues involved here, it seems proper to briefly 
analyze the intrastate rate situation in Mississippi at the present time and 
its relation to the interstate rates into and out of Mississippi and the rate 
adjustments prevailing in contiguous territory. The state of- Mississippi 
is included within what igs generally known as Southern Classification ter- 
ritory which comprises practically all of the territory south of the Ohio- 
Potomac rivers and East of the Mississippi. Prior to 1900, the rates within 
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the state of Mississippi were subject to the Southern Classification, but at 
about that time, the carriers revised the Southern Classification bringing 
about very radical increases in many of the ratings and the Mississippi 
Commission declined to adopt the new classification for application on its 
state traffic. The carriers therefore continued the ratings of the old 
Southern Classification on Mississippi state traffic and on February 10, 
1909, published same as» Mississippi Classification No. 1. The current issue 
No. 3, which applies on Mississippi traffic today, is far from a complete 
classification of articles of commerce, many such articles that have come 
into use during recent years not being specifically classified therein, and 
owing to many changes made in the methods of packing goods, does not 
properly provide for many articles as now packed. The state classification 
contains ratings that are both higher and lower than the Southern Classifi- 
cation, but on the whole, it is materially lower than the Southern which 
applies to traffic into and out of Mississippi. There is no uniformity in 
the class scales on any of the lines within Mississippi; there is no uniform 
percentage relation of the classes one to another for similar distances, 
neither igs there any uniform percentage relation of the classes for varying 
distances in the scales of any one line. There are class rates between points 
within Mississippi under the Mississippi Classification that are lower than 
Similar class rates from Memphis, Tenn.; Birmingham, Ala. or New Or- 
lean, La., into Mississippi for a similar distance, likewise, there are also 
rates in Mississippi that are higher than those from such interstate points 
for similar distances. There are specific class rates applicable between two 
points within the state that: are different in percentage relation as well as 
in volume from the mileage scales. The general basis for class rates be- 
tween points located on two difffferent lines in Mississippi is the sum of 
the local rates of each line less 10, or 15 or 20 per cent according to dis- 
tance. Rates so based are out of all proportion to interstate joint line rates 
for similar distance from outside points into Mississippi. The class scales 
applicable in Missisippi follow uniform rate of progression from lower to 
higher distances, but they all grade up with extreme rapidity from the five 
mile base rate, with the consequence that the rates at 25 to 75 miles are out 
of all proportion to the rates for greater distances. The rate progresision 
is not uniform on any of the lines. It bears no semblance to any of the 
Standards of progression set by the Interstate Commerce Commission in 
cases wherein uniform mileage scales have been prescribed. 

Under the condition just described, it is impossible to harmonize in 
any appreciable degree, the state rate structure with that of the interstate 
structure applying in and out of the state, or with that of adjoining states. 
This condition affords shippers just outside the border of the state a just 
cause for complaint to the Interstate Commerce Commission on the ground 
of unjust discrimination state versus interstate rates, and the case now 
pending before the Interstate Commerce Commission, on complaint of Mem- 
phis shippers known as Memphis Freight Bureau vs. Illinois Central Rail- 
road et al, I. C. C. Docket 9332, came as the result of the condition de- 
scribed. 

The tendency of rate regulation of recent years has been towards uni- 
formity as nearly as possible. Only by reaching some degree of uniformity 
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will it ever be possible to eliminate the constant source of complaints 
arising from conflict between the two classes of rates, state and interstate, ° 
which complaints are costly to shippers and carriers alike and generally 
result in serious rate disturbances; and until this situation is remedied, 
there can be no stability of the rate structure which is so essential to 
business. This Commission has always endeavored to co-operate to the 
fullest extent with the Federal Commission, realizing that there are duties 
placed upon each, and the best interests of the shippers of Mississippi 
could be served by such co-operation. With this end in view, this Com- 
mission took part in the Memphis Freight Bureau Case and also in the 
Corinth Grocery Company case (66 ICC 320) decided February 14th, 1922, 
and in numerous other proceedings wherein the rates in Mississippi were 
involved. 


This proceeding deals only with class rate 1 to 6 and A. to D, inclu- 
sive, and while the commodity rates within the state are far from uniform 
and are subject to the same criticism as are the class rates, it is felt that 
the class rates should first be fixed on a proper basis, then the commodity 
rates be treated in another proceeding so that a proper relation between 
the class rates and the commodity rates may be established. 


In view of the condition just described, we are convinced that it is the 
duty of this Commission to make a complete readjustment of the class rates 
and classification ratings within the state, removing so far aS we may, 
causes for complaints of discrimination from shippers at Memphis, New 
Orleans and other points just outside the borders of the state and the estab- 
lishment of some uniform and equitable basis of class rates that will 
harmonize as far as possible with the interstate structure. Such a revision 
necessarily contemplates consideration of (a) the classification ratings; (b) 
the separation of the various lines into groups according to their operating 
financial, traffic and other conditions and (c) the establishment of uniform 
scales for each group giving due regard to the differences in conditions 
as between groups and the changing from Mississippi to Southern Classi- 
fication. 


MISSISSIPPI CLASSIFICATION VS. SOUTHERN. 


The Memphis Freight Bureau complaint previously mentioned, alleged 
that the application of Mississippi Classification to Mississippi traffic, 
while the higher ratings of the Southern were applied to Memphis traffic 
into Mississippi was unjustly discriminatory against Memphis shippers and 
unduly preferred Mississippi shippers. The tentative report of the exam- 
inner of the Interstate Commerce Commission in that case sustains that con- 
tention, and recommended that the Mississippi Classification be abolished 
and the Southern jsubstituted. All parties agree that on many articles the 
ratings in the Mississippi Classification are lower than those of the South- 
ern, although there is difference of opinion as to what the difference in 
revenue would amount to on traffic moving under class rates. In an 
exhibit filed by a witness for the carriers, it was shown that on a number 
of representative carloads of merchandise from representative points, the 
actual revenue that would have been derived from the same shipments, by 
application of the Southern Classification, was 17 per cent greater than 
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the revenue derived under the Mississippi Classification. Witnesses for 
the complainants urged that the increase in revenue by changing from 
Mississippi to the Southern would reach approximately 25 per cent. Both 


of these figures are predicated, of course, upon continuance of the existing 
scales. Whatever the exact difference may be, it seems certain that the 
Southern Classification is materially higher than the present Mississippi 
Classification. On July 29th, 1920, the Federal Commission after an ex- 
haustive investigation (Ex Parte 74), granted all of the carriers operating 
in Mississippi, a flat increase of 25 per cent in their interstate rates (58 
ICC 220), and upon application of the carriers to this Commission, a similar 
increase was granted in all intrastate rates. These increases were deemed 
by the Federal Commission and this Commission as sufficint to meet the 
financial requirements of the carriers under the Transportation Act of 
1920, therefore a change from Mississippi Classification to the Southern 
Classification without a realignment of the rates themselves would have 
meant a further advance in rates with a corresponding increase in revenues 
for which the carriers had shown no need. It would have meant also that 
the state traffic of Mississippi would have been contributing more than its 
proper proportion of the entire revenues of the Southern territory, because 
the Interstate Commerce Commission in arriving at the 25 per cent general 
increase had given consideration to the entire revenues of the carriers, 
from both state and interstate traffic. Yet to continue the Mississippi 
Classification in effect means a continuation of the discrimination against 
which Memphis is now complaining. To illustrate, we know of no conditions 
that exist between Greenwood, Miss., and Clarksdale, Miss., that warrant 
the application by the Y. & M. V. Railroad of one scale of ratings on traffic 
between those points and the application of a higher scale of ratings on the 
traffic between Memphis and Clarksdale, yet that is the condition at pres- 
ent. The Mississippi Classification applies only up to the state line and 
then gives way to the Southern which applies generally over the entire 
south. The Southern Classification has been approved by the Federal 
Commission for application on traffic governed by that body. The state 
rates being subject to one set of rules and classifications while the inter- 
state rates are subject to an entirely different set makes any degree of 
harmony or uniformity impossible. Not only are the ratings in the Mis- 
sissippi Classification different from the Southern in ,innumerable cases, 
but the rules for making, packing, handling, etc. are different, as are also 
the minimum weights. Whatever discrimination there may be against 
intrastate shippers because of the interstate rates from Memphis, Mobile, 
New Orleans, etc., they provide no valid reason for a continuation of un- 
just discrimination against shippers located at those points. It is contended 
by Mississippi shippers that such discrimination does exist, and we are 
convinced that such is the case. That situation must be remedied however, 
in another proceeding and before the proper tribunal. We can concern 
ourselves here only with the adoption of that fair, just and reasonable scale 
of rates and classifications that cannot be convicted under the act to regu- 
late commerce of unjustly discriminating against an interstate shipper. 
The record before us contains convincing evidence that the state classifi- 
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cation should be revised. We are also convinced that approximately the 
same ratings should be applied on state traffic as has been found by the 
Federal Commission proper for application on the interstate traffic of Miis- 
sissippi. ‘Since the adoption of the Southern Classification without at the 
same time religning the rates applicable thereunder would produce radical 
increases, and since we are of the opinion that the present level of rates 
in Mississippi aS a whole are somewhat higher than the general level 
prevailing in other Southern states where conditions are at best no more 
favorable, we are unwilling to require such change without at the same 
time readjusting the intrastate class scales to bring them more in line 
with rates that have been established as reasonable by the Federal Com- 
mission for interstate application. We are therefore of the opinion and 
find that the Mississippi Classification and its exceptions, applicable to all 
classes 1 to 6 and A to D inclusive shall be cancelled and the Southern 
Classifications and exceptions thereto substituted therefor for application 
under the scales of class rates hereinafter prescribed. 


CLASS RATES. 


The state of Mississippi is peculiar in that it has no large cities that 
distribute over wide territories such as is the case with Memphis, Birming- 
ham, New Orleans, etc. There are 41 small cities in Mississippi at which 
wholesale distributing houses are located, and these dealers distribute goods 
almost exclusively within a radius of 100 miles. Of course there are special 
lines of goods that are distributed from Mississippi points for greater dis- 
tances, but from the record it appears that the average weighted movement 
of L. C. L. shipments from the jobbing points falls within a radius of fifty 
miles. Since the distribution is for shorter distances, the shippers of Mi:- 
sissippi are more largely concerned with the rates for such distances than 
for the greater distances. Memphis and New Orleans for example are large 
distributing centers and move traffic into Mississippi for all distances up 
to 300 miles. Complainants contend that the present rate adjustment un- 
duly discriminates against Mississippi and prefers the dealers located at 
New Orleans and Memphis. The carriers answer, saying there can be no 
unjust discrimination because the rates from New Orleans and Memphis 
into Mississippi are made on the same scale of rates as are the Mississippi 
interstate rates and intrastate rates are on the same scale, there could be no 
interstate rates and intrastate rates are on the same scale ,there could be no 
discrimination, but an analysis of the scale together with the movement 
of traffic will lead to different conclusions. Complainant contends that the 
rates for the distances up to say 75 miles are not properly related to the 
rates on the same scale for distances above that and as a result, the short 
distance traffic is forced to bear a transportation burden out of all pro- 
portion to that borne by the traffic moving on the same scale for greater 
distances. It is a principal long recognized by the Federal and other Com- 
missions that each class of traffic should be made as nearly as practicable 
to bear its fair and just proportion of the total transportation burden. On 
the record before us, we are convinced that the mileage scales of rates 
applicable on Mississippi traffic are improperly graded, and that the short 
distance rates do not bear a proper relation to the rates for the longer 
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distances. As illustrative, the scale on the Y. & M. V. for first class is 
.311%4 cents for 5 miles; 611% cents for 30 miles; 81% cents for 60 miles 
and 94 cents for 100 miles, a progression of 6214 cents per 100 miles, in 
distance, while at 200 miles the rate is $1:09%42; at 300 miles $1.12% and at 
400 miles $1.15%. Thus we see that the scale increases 624% cents for the 
first 100 miles but only increases 21% cents for the next 300 miles. This 
illustration is typical of all of the scales in Mississippi. A well established 
principle of rate making is that as distance increases, the volume of the 
rate should increase but the revenue per ton mile should decrease, and 
with this principle we are in hearty accord. The rate at 400 miles is 
only 23 per cent greater than the rate at 100 miles yet the revenue per ton 
mile at 10 miles is about three and one-half times the revenue per ton mile 
at 400 miles. We cannot adhere to the above principle to such an extent. 


While class scales for general application over wide territories have 
never been established by the Federal Commission in (Slouthrn territory, 
that body has established many specific class rates for application in that 
territory, and in some instances has prescribed mileage scales for limited 
application. In rates to and from Nashville and related points, (61 ICC 
308) decided April 12, 1921, specific class rates ranging from 90 cents for 
146 miles; $1.10 at 208 miles; $1.15 at 296 miles; $1.50 at 400 miles were 
prescribed after full investigation as reasonable for application in this ter- 
ritory, such rates being applicable over two or more lines. In the Corinth 
Grocery Company case (66 Icc 320) decided February 14th, 1922, a scale 
of mileage rates ranging from .35 cents at 5 miles to 69 cents first class at 
60 miles was prescribed as reasonable for application over the Mobile & 
Ohio Railroad between Corinth, Miss., and Jackson, Tenn. In almost every 
instance, the mileage scales in Mississippi for distances up to 60 miles are 
higher than the rates prescribed in the Corinth case, while the scales above 
200 miles are generally lower than the specific rates fixed in the Nashville 
case. All of these rates apply into and out of the state of Mississippi on 
interstate traffic, and over the lines that are parties to the instant proceed- 
ing. Such rates are of course subject to the Southern Classification. The 
record contains a great many comparisons of the Mississippi scales with 
the scales established by the Interstate Commerce Commission for appli- 
cation under Western Clasisification. While no comparison that can be 
properly made of scales of rates under the Western with those under the 
Southern Classification as to effect upon revenues because of the widely 
differing conditions, comparisons of the rate of progression as distance in- 
creases is illuminative. The Federal Commission has, for many years past, 
given much time to the study of class scales in western territory, one of 
the earliest cases being perhaps that of the Jowa State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners vs. Arizona Eastern, decided June 18, 1913, (28 ICC 193). 
Later came the Nebraska scale (40 ICC 201), and still later came the so- 
called Shreveport scale decided July 7, 1916, (41 ICC 83) and still more 
recently the so-called Docket 9702 scale prescribed in the Memphis South- 
western Investigation (55 ICC 515). In C. F. A. Class Scale case (45 ICC 
254) decided June 29, 1917, consideration was also given the rate of pro- 
gression aS distance increases. While it is true that none of these scales 


® 
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apply in Southern territory, and the rates perhaps may not. be compared 
with ‘southern rates with helpful results, it would seem that the rate of 
progression in the first class rates as arrived at west of the Mississippi 
and north of the Ohio by the Interstate Commerce Commission after ex- : 
haustive investigations may with some degree of fairness be compared with 
the existing rate of progression in Mississippi. This is especially true since 
the great body of the rates, that is all of the rates below first class are 
subject to those percentages of class relationship found by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to be peculiarly fitted to the traffic in the respective 
territories. An examination of these first class scales, especially in the 
light of the scale prescribed in the Corinth case, and the specific rates set 
in the Nashville case convinces us that the present intrastate class scales 
in Mississippi are unreasonably high for the shorter distances and perhaps 
somewhat too low for the greater distances. There is urgent need for such 
a revision as will bring the intrastate scales more in line with the scale 
prescribed in the Corinth case and the rates set in the Nashville case. The 
present scales have been in effect in Mississippi for many years and their 
origin is not clearly set forth in the record. Complainants contend that 
the rates were made higher than ordinarily made in order to protect the 
interstate rate adjustment at interior Mississippi points from being broken 
down by combinations on the Mississippi River. Respondents deny that 
this is the fact. The interstate rates at Mississippi river points such as 
Greenville, Vicksburg and Natchez have always been on a much lower basis 
than the rates to interior points, and such rates were the subject of Fourth 
Section relief. In the Memphis Southwestern investigation (55 ICC 515) 
the Interstate Commerce Commission withdrew this relief and required 
the rates to be levelled up. In January, 1921, a scale of class rates sug- 
gested by Examiner Pitt of the Interstate Commerce Commission was put 
into effect on interstate traffic in the Mississippi Valley, and effective 
April 1st, 1922, all commodity rates into the Mississippi Valley were revised 
as a fesult of the order of the Commission in I. & S. Docket 1303, so that 
today, the rates un both classes and commodities at the Mississippi river 
points are on the same level as the rates at the interior points opposite. 
Prior to these adjustments a reduction of the short distance class rates in 
Mississippi might have had some effect upon the interstate rates by pro- 
ducing combinations lower than the through rates, but that situation has 
now entirely disappeared. There can be no combination on Mississippi river 
that would defeat the present through rates. 


The record contains much evidence as to the relationship of the lower 
classes to first class. The present scales in Mississippi bear no semblance of 
uniformity. The percentage relation may be one thing at 5 miles and an 
entirely different thing at 50 miles, while the scales of another line would 
show an entirely different result. 


In the Nashville case the respondents proposed to revise their class 
scales by applying the following percentage relationship to their first 
class rates:

16 REPORT OF MISSISSIPPI RAILROAD COMMISSION 


This scale is the so-called “Southern standard” and was arrived at from 
a study of class scales in the south made under the directions of the Rail- 
road Administration, but after pointing out its defects, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission declined to adopt it, and prescribed the following:

and this scale now applies throughout the Mississippi Valley and Southeast. 
We are inclined to accept the judgment of the Federal body and the scales 
that are hereinafter prescribed will be subject to the relationship prescribed 
in the Nashville and Corinth cases. 


Complainants submitted a scale of class rates beginning at 34 cents first | 
class for 5 miles; 72 cents at 100 miles; $1.08 at 200 miles; $1.30 at 300 
miles; $1.44 at 400 miles and $1.58 at 500 miles, subject to the Pitt scale 
percentages. The Illinois Central on behalf of its line and others sub- 
mitted a scale beginning at 39 cents first class for 5 miles; 83 cents for 
100 miles; $1.09 for 200 miles; $1.25 for 300 miles; $1.38 for 400 miles; and 
$1.52 for 500 miles, such scale subject to the so-called Southern standard 
scaie of percents mentioned above. This scale was not concurred in by some 
of the respondents however. The representative of shippers at Meridian 
also submitted a suggested scale, slightly higher than that proposed by 
complainant. Prior to the second hearing, We caused to be prepared and 
submitted to all parties to the case other scales that were somewhat higher 
than either of the scales submitted by the shippers and materially lower 
than that proposed by the carriers and invited constructive crit’cism of 
these scales at the second hearing. Numerous exhibits were filed by the 
carriers showing the earnings that accrued on a great number of carloads of 
merchandise moving under the present rates and classifications; the revenue 
on same shipments by applying Southern Classification to the present rates; 
the revenue that would accrue by applying the Western Classification and. 
Shreveport scale to the same shipments; the revenue that would.accrue 
by applying the Southern Classification and the ‘complainants scale; the 
revenue that would accrue by applying the carriers proposed scale and the 
Southern Classification and the revenue that would accrue by applying the 
Meridian scale under the Southern Classification. The carriers contend 
that if scales are to be made with relation to the western scale of progres- 
sion then, the Western Classification and western scales should be applied 
in full. These exhibits show that by applying the Shreveport scale and the 
Western Classification to the actual shipments used, the revenue would be 
much greater. One exhibit shows 24 cars of merchandise from various 
jobbing points in Mississippi, in which the total tonnage was 678002 pounds 
with a revenue under present rates of $1,292.70, while the revenue under 
the Western Classification and Shreveport scale on the same shipments 
would have been $2,187.88. By applying the present scales and Southern 
Classification, the revenue would have been $1,594.40, or an increase of 23 
per cent. The complainant’s scale with Southern Classification would have 
produced revenue of $1,132.92, or approximately 8 per cent lass than at 
present. Other exhibits were filed showing the revenue that would accrue 
by application of the Meridian scale and Southern Classification, showing 
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that the reventve would have been less than actually received under the 
present rates. The comparisons with the western scales and the revenues 
are far from convincing. Traffic moves under very materially different 
conditions in western territory. Notwithstanding the constant effort of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission and carriers, striving for some degree 
of uniformity in the classification of freight, there has never been found 
any method of amalgamating the Southern and Western. The line of de- 
marcation between the two territories is distinct. It is the Mississippi 
river, and notwithstanding numerous efforts of shippers west of the river to 
extend the Southern Classification west of the river, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has consistently declined to do so. A notable case of 
this sort was the Monroe Progressive League case decided many years ago. 
In the Corinth Grocery Company case, the Mobile and Ohio offered this 
same testimony in fact one of the exhibits was a copy of one of the exhibits 
of record in this case, covering 610 cars of merchandise compared under 
the Western Classification and western scales. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission, in deciding that case dismissed such evidence with the fol- 
lowing statement: 
“Such statements unaccompanied by more detailed information 

as to the commodities included and the conditions of transportation 

are not, however, convincing that this is fairly representative of 

the movement in the two territories.” 


(66 ICC 324). 


We agree with this conclusion. In the Meridian Traffic Bureau case, 
(60 ICC 5) the Interstate Commerce Commission prescribed a scale of class 
rates for distances up to 200 miles for application over various lines serving 
Meridian. The scale prescribed, while upon a lower level generally than 
the existing Mississippi scales, at page 23 of this report, the Commission 
intimates that the scale is based upon an incomplete record and should not 
be taken as the “criterion” or guide for the establishment of scales in the 
south. It is significant, however, that the application of that scale under 
the Southern Classification produces much less revenue than the present 
Mississippi scales under the Southern Classification. 

The present Mississippi scales are materially higher than the scale 
proposed by the N. C. & St. L. Ry. in the Nashville Freight Bureau case, 
which wag published and suspended by the Commission and upon investiga- 
tion the carriers were required to cancel same. That scale begins at 31 
cents first class at 5 miles; 69 cents at 50 miles; 94 cents at 100 miles; 
$1.25 at 200 miles; $1.50 at 300 miles; $1.68 at.400 miles and $1.83 at 500 
miles. Operating conditions on the N. C. St. L., traffic density and financial 
condition are not nearly so favorable as with the principal lines in Mis- 
sissippi. All of these facts, and many others of record convince us that 
the present class rates in Mississippi are unreasonably high viewed as a 
whole, even under the Mississippi Classification. To substitute the Southern 
Classification rating for the Mississippi, would make them doubly so. We 
are therefore of opinion and find that the present class rates applicable 
between all points on respondents’ lines in the state of Mississippi are and 
for the future will be unreasonable to the extent they exceed or may exceed 
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the scales for the respective classes of roads hereinafter set forth, for single 
and joint line application subject to the Southern Classification and its 
exceptions. Joint line rates in Mississippi, with the exception of a com- 
paratively few specific point to point rates are made as previously stated, 
upon the full combination less ten, fifteen or twenty per cent. This is an 
antiquated method of making freight rates and should be discarded. It 
has been condemned by the Interstate Commerce Commission in Louisiana 
and in transcontinental rates. Wherever the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has established mileage scales for general application, the rates 
for joint line traffic are generally made a slight differential higher than 
the rates for single line application. The present basis results in rates 
from Corinth, Miss., to Edwards, Miss., for example, higher than the rates 
from the Ohio river to Edwards. Many glaring cases of this sort are shown 
of record and this Commission feels its duty is to fix such rates that will 
foster rather than prohibit the free movement traffic within the state. The 
scales hereinafter prescribed for joint line application are based upon con- 
tinuous mileage plus what we deem to be a reasonable and fair joint line 
differential and in line with what the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
found proper in other cases. 


GROUPING OF ROADS. 


With reference to the financial strength, operating conditions, density 
of traffic and other characteristics, there is a wide variance between the 
lines operating in Mississippi. Under such conditions, where competition 
will permit, we are of the opinion and find that the various lines should be 
grouped according as their characteristics are approximately similar. This 
has been found to operate successfully in other states, is being done and 
can be done, yet preserve an approximate degree of uniformity in rate 
structure by having the scales for the differential roads related to the scale 
for the standard or trunk line roads, but a percentage or differential higher. 
The scales will all be uniform as to percentage relationship of the classes, 
and all subject to the same classification ratings. In the Meridian Traffic 
Bureau case, the Federal Commission recognized the existing differences 
in conditions and prescribed a scale for application on Alabama Great 
Southern and Southern Railways and a scale 10 per cent higher for applica- 
tion on the Mobile and Oh‘o. The Interstate Commerce Commission having 
fixed the scale in the Corinth case for application up to 60 miles on the 
M. & O. between Corinth and Jackson, Tenn., we‘have adopted the same 
scale for application on the Mobile and Ohio in Mississippi for the distances 
there involved. 


In order to give effect to this conclusion, we find that the following 
grouping of carrierg into five classes as follows will be proper:

St. Louis-San Francisco Railway. 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad. 
Southern Railway. 
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Alabama Great Southern Railroad. 
New Orleans and Northeastern Railroad. 
Alabama and Vicksburg Railway. 


CLASS ‘“B” LINES. 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad. 

CLASS “C” LINES. 
Gulf, Mobile and Northern and Meridian and Memphis Railway. 
New Orleans and Great Northern Railway. 


CLASS “D” LINES. 
Columbus and Greenville Railroad. 
Fernwood, Columbia and Gulf Railroad. 
Mississippi Central Railroad. 
Batesville and Southeastern Railroad. 


CLASS “EH” LINES. 
DeKalb and Western Railroad. 
Natchez, Columbia and Mobile Railroad. 
Mississippi Eastern Railroad.

This grouping has been decided upon after taking into consideration 
the financial condition, the traffic, revenues and expenses, territory served 
and other conditions that appear of record. We believe that such a grouping 
will conserve the revenues of the weaker and shorter lines to the best ad- 
vantage. Following the principle adopted by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the Meridian case, that the Mobile and Ohio rates should be 
higher than the stronger lines such as the Alabama Great Southern and 
Southern, we find that rates for application on ‘such lines as are herein 
classified as Class A railroads should likewise be somewhat lower than the 
rates found proper for application on the Mobile and Ohio. 


Future experience may demonstrate the propriety of:.certain changes 
in the classification of a given carrier, and when such cases are brought to 
our attention, further consideration will be given this matter. 


CONCLUSION. 


The changes contemplated under the findings herein and the orders 
hereinafter entered to give effect to these findings will produce a complete 
revision of our state class rate structure. It will result in both increases 
and reductions in both ratings and rates. The actual result upon the 
revenues of the carriers cannot of course be determined except from actual 
experience. We believe, however, that the net result of the revision, taken 
. as a whole, will make comparatively little change in the revenues of the 
carriers. The rates herein fixed in every instance exceed the rates pre- 
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scribed by the Interstate Commerce Commission in the Nashville case for 
like distances, and the rates for the maximum distance, 400 miles, exceed 
the present rates between Memphis, Tenn., and New Orleans, La., and 
experiences may prove that they are somewhat too high. We are mindful 
of the fact that the best interests of the shipping public and of the carriers 
as well will be served by the constant and sympathetic co-operation of state 
and federal authorities. Each has duties placed upon it by the laws under 
which it functions. We have also in mind the general investigation of 
class rates in the Southeast in Docket No. 13494, hearings in which are to 
begin in the near future. That proceeding has for its object the harmoniz- 
ing of class rates in the south as far as practicable. It is not likely that 
any decision can be reached in that case for some months. When a decision 
igs reached therein, should it be found that the class scales that are adopted 
for interstate application appear to be in serious conflict with the scales 
hereinafter prescribed, higher or lower, this Commission will promptly 
give further consideration to this matter with the view of making whatever 
changes in the state icaleg that may be shown to be fair and proper to 
bring them more nearly in harmony with the interstate scales.

IN RE RATES ON GRAVEL AND SAND 


This cause came on this day to be heard, all railroads having been cited 
to appear. Representatives of the State Highway Commission, the Gravel 
and Sand producers and the carriers appeared and all were heard. 


It appears from the evidence and facts obtained by the Commission’s 
investigation that, with the exception of certain rates of the Mobile & 
Ohio and Columbus & Greenville Railroads, the present rates of the Missis- 
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sippi lines are excessive. The Mississippi rates are higher than the intra- 
state mileage scales in certain states, and are materally higher than the 
rates applying between many points in other states on both intrastate and 
interstate traffic, where traffic density is lower and conditions generally 
are less favorable than obtain in Mississippi. 

Representatives of the State Highway Commission and Gravel and Sand 
Producers testified that in many counties in the State money obtained from 
the sale of bonds voted by the counties for the purpose of constructing 
public highways is being held in banks and the county officials refuse to 
proceed with the construction, on account of the present excessive freight 
rates. 

The Commission believe that it would be to the interest of the carriers, 
as well as of the shippers, to establish more reasonable rates, as it would 
result in a large increase in the movement of gravel and sand, and they 
also believe that substantial reductions might be made in the present rates 
and they still would be highly remunerative. 

Having carefully considered all matters and things involved the Com- 
mission are of the opinion and find that, excepting certain rates of the 
M. & O. and C. & G. Railroads, referred to above, the present rates on 
gravel and sand used in the construction of public highways in Mississippi, 
are excessive and should be reduced. It is therefore ordered that all rail- 
roads operating in ‘the State shall establish and apply between all points 
within the State of Mississippi on Gravel, not washed or screened, and 
Sand, when consigned to Federal, State, County or Municipal officers, or

This cause was entered upon the docket for hearing on March 7th, 1922, 
all carriers were duly cited to appear, and other interested parties notified. 
Upon request of carriers, the case was continued on March 7th, and again 
on April 4th. The cause came on for hearing and interested parties were 
heard on May 2nd. Prior to Federal Control of railroads, the Mississippi 
intrastate rates on cotton were fair and reasonable, and were fairly in line 
with the rates in other cotton producing states, but under General Order No. 
28, issued by the Director General of Railroads, effective June 25, 1918, all 
rates on Cotton were increased 15 cents per 100 lbs., the rate for five miles 
being increased in the same amount as the rate for one thousand or two 
thousand miles, and the rates on cotton so made were made applicable on 
Cotton Linters or Régins, which formerly moved in any quantity at sixth 
class rates. The increases so made produced rates that are unreasonably 
high between all points in Mississippi.

13293 on or before July 1, 1922; and Mr. Bowes, on behalf of the principal 
Mississippi railroads (named in the letter) announced to this Commission 
the desire and intention of said carriers to take similar action with respect 
to intrastate rates in Mississippi on or before July 1, 1922. 
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Representatives of carriers and shippers appeared and were heard. The 
representatives of carriers stated it was their desire to reduce in the same 
manner and to the same extent the existing Mississippi intrastate rates as

IN RE RATES ON ICE, CARLOAD, TO GM&N STATIONS (PEDDLING) 
WITH PRIVILEGE OF PARTIALLY UNLOADING AT INTER- 


MEDIATE STATIONS. 


This cause came on this day to be heard on complaint of Hattiesburg 
Traffic Bureau, that on account of the refusal of the defendant companies to 
grant unto Hattiesburg shippers the privilege of shipping ice to stations on 
the Gulf, Mobile & Northern Railroad, with privilege of peddling and partially 
unloading cars at stations, at the same rates as are granted to Mobile Ship- 
pers, they are shut up from territory formerly served by them. Parties in 
interest appeared and were heard. The local rate on Ice, carload, from Hat- 
tiesburg to Piave, Miss., to fartherest point on the Blodgett Branch, is the 
same as applies from Mobile, 12144 cents per 100 lbs. There is published 
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from Mobile, Ala., to Piave, Miss., and intermediate stations, on Ice, the rates 
of $35.00 and $40.00 per car of 24,000 lbs. and 36,000 lbs. respectively, and 
these rates include the fare of one caretaker who will accompany shipments, 
being passed on the same train therewith, for the purpose of superintending 
the delivery enroute; but does not include return fare. 

There is no published rate from Hattiesburg to Gulf, Mobile and Northern 
Stations, with privilege of peddling and partially unloading cars at inter- 
mediate points, and when called upon Hattiesburg for rates, the Gulf, Mobile 
& Northern Railroad demanded 20% higher than apply from Mobile. The 
movement from Hattiesburg is over two lines, while from Mobile it is single 
line; but the distance from Hattiesburg is only 58 miles while from Mobile 
is is 86 miles to Piave, Miss. Upon consideration of the record in the case, 
the Commission is of the opinion that the rates from Hattiesburg should not 
exceed the rates from Mobile by more than ten percent. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that the said Mississippi Central Railroad 
Company and Gulf, Mobile & Northern Railroad Company be and they are 
hereby ordered and required to establish and apply on Ice from Hattiesburg, 
Miss., to Gulf, Mobile & Northern Railroad Stations, viz: Little’s Creek to 
Piave, Miss., inclusive, (via and including McLain) rates no higher than the 
following:

RAILWAY CO. 


IN RE RATES ON SLOP OR \SWILL (MILK REFUSE) USED FOR 
HOG FEED. 

This cause came on this day to be heard. Mr. T. P. Goodwin appearing 
for complainant and Mr. J, E. Monroe for the respondent. 

The commodity on which a rate is sought is the residue of milk after 
all the fat has been removed; and it was testified that it is unfit for human 
consumption as food, and that it is used only as feed for pigs or chickens, and ; 
is of very low value. Until very recently it was emptied into the sewer at 
the creamery where it is produced; it is now being sold at one cent per 
gallon, or about $2.50 per ton, and shipped in iron barrels or drums to 
Vicksburg, Miss. There is no specific provision in the Classification for it. 
Shipments that moved prior to July first were charged for at 41c per 100 lbs., 
July ist to 14th, 37c; and on and after July 15th, 34c, each being the 4th 
class rate effective during the respective periods mentioned. 

Complainant filed exhibits showing the rates between points on the A. 
& V. Ry. on various commodities of common use and the percent of the 
values of such commodities represented by the rates on same, running from 
1.7 to 25 percent, as compared to 328 percent on this swill or milk refuse. I[t 
appears that it is only recently that any use has been made of this com- 
modity, at least in this territory; and complainant was ab!e to refer to only 
one case of a rate published applying specifically on it, viz: the rate published 
by the Y. & M. V. Railroad from Memphis, Tenn. to Vicksburg, Miss., 25%c, 
for a distance of 220 miles. Complainant contended that this Commodity 
should be rated about the same as tankage or fertilizer, and stated that 
unless a very low rate is available, shipments will cease and the milk re- 
fuse will be emptied into the sewer. Respondent contended that the com- 
modity is butter milk, whether or not it is fit for human consumption and 
irrespective of the use to be put to, and that the rate that has been offered, 
25c per 100 Ibs., is reasonable, The rate on bran, feed, corn, corn meal, 
etc., from Jackson to Vicksburg is 11%c per 100 lbs., and the value of 
either is many times greater than that of milk refuse, and the Commission 
is of the opinion that lower rates should apply on the latter. It is therefore 

ORDERED that the Alabama & Vicksburg Railway Company be and it is 
hereby ordered and required to publish and apply on milk refuse, in iron 
barrels or drums, less than carload, from Jackson, Miss., to Vicksburg, 
Miss., a rate not to exceed 11 cents per 100 pounds.

This cause came on this day to be heard on petition of the above 
named Railroad Companies for authority to amend their tariffs containing 
rates on logs published in compliance with the Commission’s Order of 
January 5th, 1921, in Docket No. 5196, so as to provide for the reshipment 
of the products of the logs via the line transporting the logs to Beaumont, 
and to provide rules tinder which the traffic can be properly policed. At 
the time that the order in Docket 5196 was issued Beaumont was served 
only by the Gulf, Mobile & Northern Railroad Company and no policing 
was necessary to insure the reshipment of the product via the line bring- 
ing in the logs.

All parties in interest were represented, Mr. Wilson for the Mississippi 
Central Railroad, Mr. Hollingsworth for the Gulf, Mobile & Northern Rail- 
road, and Mr. Fischel for the shippers. Mr. Wilson stated that prior to the 
meeting of the Commission, at a conference between parties in interest had 
been held and agreement reached, that no change in the rates was pro- 
posed and the carriers only desired to establish such rules as would insure 
the shipment of the product via the road bringing the logs. Mr. Fischel 
stated there was no objection upon the part of the shippers to such rules, 
provided no change was to be made in the rates. 
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IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that the Mississippi Central Railroad 
Company, and the Gulf, Mobile & Northern Railroad Company, be and they 
are hereby authorized to amend their respective tariffs 780-C, and No. 4,

JACKISON TRAFFIC BUREAU, HATTIESBURG TRAFFIC BUREAU VS. 
ALL RAILROADS. 


IN RE RATES ON CANNED GOODS, CANNED MEATS, CONDENSED 
MILK, CANNED FISH, JELLIES, TABLE SAUCES, SOAP, PLUG TO- 
BACCO, SMOKING TOBACCO, ETC., IN LESS THAN CARLOADS. 


This cause came on for hearing on complaint of Jackson Traffic Bureau 
and Hattiesburg Traffic Bureau. Mr. C. W. Hayward, intervened on behalf 
of Meridian and other jobbing centers in East Mississippi and Mr. B. F. 
Martin, intervened on behalf of Greenville, Greenwood, Clarksdale, Miss., 
and the North Mississippi Merchants Association. In the complaint it is al-' 
leged that by reason of the publication and application of certain commodity 
rates on various commodities described under the heading of canned goods; 
soap, tobacco, plug and smoking, from Ohio and Mississippi River Crossings, 
‘Nashville, Tenn., and Gulf points to points in Mississippi, which commodity 
rates are substantially lower than the class rates which, in the absence of 
commodity rates, would be applicable, and substantially lower than the 
class rates applying between points in Mississippi, where no commodity 
rates apply, except from points on the Mississippi River and Gulf of Mexico, 
Merchants in Jackson, Hattiesburg and other interior points in Mississippi 
are at a great disadvantage in competing for trade in the commodities 
mentioned, and the Commission is asked to establish just and reasonable 
rates in Mississippi. A' large number of exhibits comparing the rates were 
introduced in support of the allegations, showing that there is discrimination 
against the Mississippi points. The carriers admitted that there is dis- 
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crimination, and indicated that they would not object to its removal, pro- 
vided this could be done wthout creating discrimination against interstate 
points. It was further stated by Mr, Sheppard, of the I. C. R. R. Co., that 
the carriers had endeavored to work out a basis that would correct the 
situation but had been unable to do so. The commodity rates from the 
river and gulf points reflect certain percentages of the first class rates 
from such points, but there is little uniformity in the interstate class rates, 
even for the short distances, differences of as much as 60 per cent in rates 
for equal distances occurring, and the rates for greater distances being 
largely made on group basis, while one scale of intrastate mileage class 
rates applies over all class A lines in the State, joint rates applying be- 
tween all points over all lines in the State. Because of the lack of unifor- 
mity in and the need of revision in the interstate rates, it is impossible by 
a percentage reduction in the intrastate rates to afford the relief prayed 
for and to which complainants are entitled without creating discrimination 
at some points where the interstate rates are so badly out of line. Com- 
modity rates have for many years been published and applied from Ohio 
and Mississippi River Crossing and other points to points in the Mississippi 
Valley and the Southeast, and the carriers have adopted as the proper 
basis for such commodity rates certain percentages of the first class rates; 
if the percentages adopted are proper, it would be proper to apply the 
same percentages of the Mississippi Class rates (which we believe to be on 
the proper basis, except for distances above one hundred miles, where they 
are somewhat too high) but in this proceeding the Commission will only 
undertake to afford relief from the discrimination complained of and that 
does exist. After the interstate rates shall have been properly revised and 
made more uniform it will be possible to bring about greater harmony be- 
tween interstate and intrastate rates on the commodities here involved. 


IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that all railroads operating within this 
State, with exceptions hereinafter stated, be and they are hereby required 
to establish and apply between all points in the State, with exceptions here- 
inafter stated, rates no higher than the following:

By complaint filed by the Jackson Traffic Bureau, under date of Sep- 
tember 21, 1922, it is alleged that by reason of the Alabama & Vicksburg 
Railway Company charging and collecting from Jackson, substantially higher 
rates than it charges from Meridian on cattle feed consisting of not less 
than 65 per cent of Cotton Seed Meal and Cotton Seed Hulls, nor more 
than 10 per cent cracked corn and 10 per cent Alfalfa Meal, remainder made 
up of Molasses and salt, in carload and less, to stations on the Alabama & 
Vicksburg Railway, the producers and dealers at Jackson are at great dis- 
advantage in competing for trade in the commodity named at the stations 
referred to, and the Commission is asked to remove the discrimination com- 
plained of. The complaint was supported by comparisons of the rates from 
two points. Parties in interest were heard on October 8rd, and further 
hearing was had on November 8th, 1922. 


The rates from Meridian are published in Item 1415, page 38 of A. & V. 
Local Freight Tariff 364-E, and in Item 1410 on same page of this Tariff, the 
same rates are published to apply on Feed, containing Cotton Seed Meal and 
Hulls, Rice Bran and salt. 
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The rates applicable from Jackson are published in Item 310, page 18 
of above tariff, on grain, feed, etc., a mileage scale applicable from and 
to all stations, and are much higher than the specific rates from Meridian 
on cattle feed described in the complaint. 


At the time the rates on cattle feed from Meridian were established 
there were no plants in Jackson producing such feed, had there been such 
production in Jackson at that time no doubt the rates would have been 
made applicable from Jackson. 


Representative of respondent contended that the rates from Meridian 
are too low, and that they were published by order of this Commission 
under protest. The record shows, however, that the order of the Commis- 
sion simply required the railroad company to apply on cattle feed made 
in accordance with the above formulae, the rates which it had voluntarily 
established and applied on a mixed feed containing cottonseed meal, cotton 
seed hulls, rice bran and salt. 


The Commission is of the opinion that the discrimination should be re- 
moved. :

This cause came on for hearing on complaint that the Classification 
ratings and the rates that have been effective in Mississippi since July 15, 
1922 when the Mississippi Classification, which provided lower ratings, was 
abolished and the Southern Classification was adopted, are unreasonable, 
and the Commission is asked to require carriers to apply 5th class on 
Candy valued at not more than 6c per pound, and 4th class on Candy valued 
at not more than 20 cents per pound. 


Mr. Hayward, representing complainant, introduced an exhibit show- 
ing and comparing the old rates under the Mississippi Classification and 
the present rates under the Southern Classification, and showing the per- 
centage increases to certain points on the railroads directly serving Meridian, 
and called attention to the fact that the cheaper grades of candy that are 
manufactured in Mississippi, are given the same rating as the fancy higher 
priced candies manufactured by Huyler and others. The same ratings ap- 
ply on interstate traffic as on intrastate, and no discrimination was alleged. 
It was shown that Meridian manufacturers ship all over the State and to 
other states as well. 


The carriers contended that if a lower rating was provided for candy 
valued at 6c per pound, all candy that would move at such rating, and they 
called attention to four cases before the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
involving the classification rating on candy, and showed that that Comission 
had ruled that second class was proper. Upon consideration of the record 
in the case, the Commission is of the opinion that it should be and the 
petition is hereby denied.

This cause came on this day to be heard on complaint of Fischer Lime 
& Cement Co., of rates charged on gravel and sand, other than that for 
highway construction, moving from Greenville, Miss., via the Columbus & 
Greenville Railroad to points on the I. C. R. R. and Y. & M. V. R. R., 
which rates are made on combination of the proportional rates of the C. 
& G. R. R. and full local rates of the I. C. and Y. & M. V. Railroads. 


The Columbus & Greenville Railroad Company applies on all gravel 
and sand the same rates as are applied by the I. C. and Y. & M. V. on 
gravel and sand for highway construction; and, therefore, the C. & G. R. R. 
is not required to apply the rules for construction of combination rates; 
provided.in Kelly’s Tariff 228, I. C. C. No. U. §. 1. The Tariffs of the I. C. 
and Y. & M. V. are subject to the said rules in Kelly’s 228 and they would 
be applied on shipments of gravel for other than highway construction, 
and they would be applied on such traffic between points on the I. C. 
and Y. & M. V. and points on other roads, but the I. C. & Y. & M. V. have 
refused to apply them in connection with the C. & G., because the tariff 
of the latter company is not subject to said rules. The Rules provide for 
deducting 30 cents per ton from each factor and adding to the aggregate 
of the factors so reduced 30 cents, thereby producing a rate 30 cents less 
than the full combination of local rates, and by reason of the non-application 
of the said rules, the I. C. and Y. & M. V. receive about 15 cents per ton 
more on shipments received from or delivered to the C. & G. R. R., than 
they would receive on such shipments interchanged with other roads, for 
which no good reason exists for, and the Commission is of the opinion and 
finds that the proportional rates being charged by the I. C. and Y. & M. V. 
R. R. Companies, on gravel and sand, delivered to or received from the 
C. & G. R. R. are unreasonable to the extent that they exceed or may ex- 
ceed the proportional rates accruing to them on similar traffic delivered 
to or received from other roads. 


If the net reduction of 30 cents per ton in the through rate applicable 
in a movement over two roads produced by the application of the rules, 
is prorated on a revenue basis, the shrinkage of each road would vary 
according to the distance hauled and the proportional rate of each, but 
this Commission is of the opinion that 15 cents per ton will be a fair 
average. 


It is therefore ordered that the Illinois Central Railroad Company and

This cause came on this day for hearing on complaint of Meridian 
Traffic Bureau, that the publication by the A. & V. Ry. Co., in its Tariff 
3900-D, I. C. C. A-155 of proportional and reshipping rates on grain and 
grain products, from Vicksburg, Miss., to points on the above mentioned 
railroads, was discriminatory against shippers at Meridian, because of the 
fact that no such proportional or reshipping rates are published from 
Meridian, and statements showing the disparity in rates from the two 
points, were submitted in support of the complaint, and this Commission 
is asked to require“the removal of the discrimination by the cancellation 
of the rates from Vicksburg or the publication of rates on the same basis 
from Meridian. Mr. Hayward, for the Meridian Traffic Bureau did not 
contend that the rates from Meridian were unreasonably high. Mr. Munroe 
on behalf of the respondents, stated that the rates from. Vicksburg were 
interstate proportional rates published to equalize rates through Vicksburg 
with those applying through Memphis; and he called attention to a note 
in the tariff providing that a shipper tendering grain and grain products 
must make affidavit that shipment tendered originated beyond Vicksburg 
and moved into that point on rates on file with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. While the rates might be used from Vicksburg on other 
traffic, it was testified that they have never been used, except on oats 
from Texas, and the application of them on such traffic benefits consumers 
at Meridian and other points. 


Both Meridian and Vicksburg have transit arrangements for hauling 
grain and grain products to all points of destination named which enables 
Meridian dealers to deliver such products at less transportation cost than 
would be possible by use of proportional or reshipping rates. 


Upon consideration of the record the Commission is of the opinion 
that the publication of rates from Vicksburg complained of results in no 
harm to Meridian. It is therefore ordered the case be and it is hereby 
dismissed without prejudice. : 


If later it is found that the present adjustment operates to the injury 
of Meridian, the matter may again be brought to the attention of this 
Commission and wil be given further careful consideration.

This cause came on this day to be heard on complaint of Jackson 
Traffic Bureau, against the present rate of 25 cents per 100 pounds on wrap- 
ping paper, carload, from East Moss Point, Miss., and the Commission is 
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asked to require the establishment of the rate of 20 cents per 100 pounds. 
In support of this petitioner called attention to the rate of 21% cents from 
East Moss Point to Natchez, Mississippi, to Vicksburg, Miss., 44 miles be- 
yond Jackson, and 25 cents to Memphis, Tenn., 211 miles beyond Jackson. 
Representatives of carriers stated that the rates to the river points are de- 
pressed, that it is their purpose to advance the rate to Memphis as soon as 
this can be done, and they asked that the Jackson rate be allowed to re- 
main the same as Memphis until the rate to Memphis can be advanced. In 
answer to this the Jackson representatives called attention to the fact that 
on paper from Western producing points Memphis enjoys an advantage 
over Jackson of about ten cents per 100 pounds; also that on shipments 
from East Moss Point to New Orleans and Mobile those points, competitors 
of Jackson get the benefit of their location, their rate being 17 cents. They 
admitted that Mobile and New Orleans, being nearer, were entitled to a 
somewhat lower rate than is Jackson, and they contended that the same 
rule should be applied to Jackson and Memphis, Northbound, as well as 
southbound. 


Upon consideration of the record, the Commission is of the opinion that 
the rate to Vicksburg is not too low, 211%4 cents, compared to the rate of 
25 cents to Memphis, 167 miles farther, and that the rate to Jackson should 
not exceed that to Vicksburg. 


IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that the defendant carriers be and they 
are hereby ordered and required to establish and apply on wrapping paper, 
carload, minimum weight 30,000 pounds, a rate not exceeding 214% cents 
per 100 pounds.

I. C, C. No. 982, applicable from Meridian to Stations on the Jackson & 
Eastern Railway which are lower than the Class rates, whereas no com- 
modity rates are published from Jackson on the same commodities, and 
class rates are applicable, the adjustment is prejudiciai to Jackson and 
preferential of Meridian, and the Commission is asked to remove the dis- 
crimination. It was testified at the hearing that the people residing in 
Walnut Grove, Sebastopol and other communities adjacent thereto have 
for many years traded in Jackson, and that they desire to continue to do so.

From Meridian, the same rates apply to all stations on 
each commodity, and rates from Jackson will be made in the same manner, 
reflecting approximately the same percentages of the average first class 
rate to all stations.

establish a reasonable and nondiscriminatory rate. Reference is made in 
' the complaint to rates from East Moss Point to various points including 
Natchez and Vicksburg, Miss., 21% cents; Jackson, Miss. and Memphis,

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etc. It was testified that Meridian competes for trade with Jackson, Vicks- 
burg, Memphis and Birmingham, and also with Mobile and New Orleans, 
to which points the rate from East Moss Point is 17 cents. 


In the case of Jackson Traffic Bureau vs. these defendants and the 
Alabama & Vicksburg Railway Company, Docket No. 5466, heard today, the 
Commission found that the rate to Jackson should not exceed the rate to 
Vicksburg, and ordered the voluntarily established rate of 21% cents to 
Vicksburg be applied to Jackson. The distance from East Moss Point to 
Meridian is slightly less than to Jackson, there is keen competition be- 
tween the two points, and the Commission is of the opinion that the rate 
of 211% cents is proper and should be applied to Meridian.

The Edward Hines Yellow Pine Trustees own and operate two large 
lumber manufacturing plants at Kiln and Lumberton, the termini of their 
proposed common carrier railroad. The tonnage of these plants would in 
the opinion of this Commission be necessary for the carrier’s operation, at 
least through the initial years. The Gulf & Ship Island Railroad Company 
began, and the United States Railroad Administration completed at the 
cost of the Gulf & Ship Island Railroad a railroad line of approximately 
thirty-four miles extending through the timber of the Edward Hines Yellow 
Pine Trustees, which the Railroad Company conveyed to the Trustees in 
October, 1921. No purchase price was paid for this property, but the Edward 
Hines Yellow Pine Trustees promised as an inducement for the conveyance 
that the tonnage of the Kiln and Lumberton plants would be delivered by 
them to the Railroad Company at Lumberton. The proposed common ear- 
rier includes a large part of the railroad line thus acquired, while the re- 
maining part is in use by, and apparently necessary for the Edward Hines 
Yellow Pine Trustees in their logging operations. 


This Commission thinks, however, a useful public purpose would be

Pursuant to request of the Interstate Commerce Commission, the Ala- 
bama Public Service Commission and the Mississippi Railroad Commission 
held a joint session at Lucedale, Mississippi, on February 22nd, 1921, at 
10 o’clock A. M., for the purpose of taking testimony in the above entitled 
cause, at which meeting there were present, Messrs. Edwards and Morgan 
of the Mississippi Railroad Commission, and Messrs. Patterson, Cooper and 
Gaillard of the Alabama Public Service Commission. 


A complete record of the proceedings had at this session, together with 
documents subsequently filed in this matter under direction of the said 
Commissions have been transmitted to your Honorable Commission. 


After the closing of the testimony in this cause, the United States Dis- 
trict Court, of Biloxi, Mississippi, appointed a receiver for the Alabama & 
Mississippi Railroad Companies, and this receiver after operating said Rail- 
road for several months made report to said court that in his opinion 
there is insufficient traffic tributary to said railroad to make its operation 
profitable and we have considered this report in connection with the evi- 
dence taken at the said hearing. 


Mr. Wm. H. Armbrecht, an attorney representing the interests which 
originally opposed the abandonment of said railroad, has since the filing 
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of the receiver’s said report, recommended to this Commission in writing, 
that it in turn recommend that your Honorable Commission grant the 
certificate prayed for. 


From evidence in the cause, we are of the opinion that present and 
future public convenience and necessity permit of the abandonment of the 
entire road from Vinegar Bend, Ala., to Pascagoula, Mississippi. 


There are private enterprises at Moss Point and Pascagoula, Mississippi, 
and Leakesville, Mississippi, that are not of sufficient public importance to 
require that the road be operated as a common carrier, but these enter- 
prises may find it to their interest to purchase sections of said road to be 
used primarily for their personal interests, but provision for the sale of 
the road in sections should be left to the United States District Court at 
Biloxi, Mississippi, which court has already indicated by its order in the 
cause now pending, its approval of this method of disposing of the road. 

We recommend therefore, that a certificate be issued, that present and 
future public convenience and necessity permit of the abandonment of the 
entire road.

AN ORDINANCE declaring certain railroad grade crossings, public 
nuisances, requiring the same to be abated, prescribing penalties for a 
violation thereof, and for other purposes. 


“Be it ordained by the Council of the City of Jackson, Miss: 


“SECTION 1:—That the following railroad grade crossings are here- 
by declared to be public nuisances on and after January 1, 1922, and the 
same are required to be abated in accordance with law, viz: The South 
Gallatin Street crossing, the South Street crossing, the Pascagoula Street 
crossing, the Pearl Street crossing, the Capitol Street crossing, the Monu- 
ment street crossing, all made by the Illinois Central Railroad; and the 
Silas Brown: Street crossing, the South Street crossing, the Roach Street 
crossing, the Farish (Street crossing, the Pascagoula street crossing, the 
Pearl street crossing and the Capitol street crossing, all made by the 
Alabama & Vicksburg Railway Company. 


“SECTION 2:—That from and after July 1, 1922, the maintaining of 
any of said grade crossings shall constitute a misdemeanor and be pub- 
lished as such and the maintenance of each several crossings during each 
several day shall constitute a separate offense. 


“SECTION 3:—That the criminal penalty hereunder denounced shall 
not be exclusive but all authority lawfully vested in the .City of Jackson 
is hereby irrevocably dedicated to the abatement thereof, and the City 
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Attorney is expressly directed to exercise all legal process to vouchsafe 
the public relief from the intolerable conditions now existing at said cross- 
ings. 


“SECTION 4:—That the nuisance hereinbefore declared may be abated: - 


“(1) By constructing a viaduct of iron, steel, earth, or other permanent 
material, sufficiently high over the present street levels which shall in 
no case be depressed to the full width of the streets as they are now 
severally maintained, and by the construction of such viaduct transporta- 
tion over said streets on their present levels shall remain uninterrupted; or 


(2) By the construction or utilization of track, or tracks, upon which 
all freight trains that would otherwise move through the city, shall be 
detoured around said city by a route or routes which shall not run 
through the business or residential section of the city, which said route, or 
routes, shall be selected by the carrier and approved by the city; or 


“(3) By any other plan that may be deemed adequate by Said carrier 
but which shall be first approved by the city, which approval, however, to 
be within thirty (30) days from and after the adoption of this ordinance. 


“SECTION 5:—That this ordinance take effect and be in force as pro- 
vided by law.

TO THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION: 


Upon consideration of the application to your Honorable Body filed by 
A. T. Stovall, Receiver for Columbus & Greenville Railroad Company, seek- 
ing authority to abandon the Percy and Webb branches of said Columbus 
& Greenville Railroad Company, and the operation thereof, under the pro- 
visions of paragraphs 18 to 21, inclusive, of Section 1 of the Interstate 
Commerce Act, as amended, and of the return to the questionnaire duly 
filed by the applicant in the above proceeding, and after independent in- 
vestigation and inquiry, this Commission is of the opinion that no part of the 
said Percy and Webb branches can be operated except at a large loss and 
that the continued operation of the said branch lines jeopardize the changes 
of the Receiver to continue the operation of the main line. This Commis- 
sion therefore recommends that the application of said Receiver be granted.

AMENDMENT OF PARAGRAPH 21—CIRCULAR NO. 87. 


Paragraph 21 of Circular 87 provides: ‘Provided, further, that white 
sheriffs or their deputies, or other officers, in charge of colored prisoners, 
must oceupy colored coaches when in charge of such prisoners,” and this 
Commission’s attention being called to the fact that it is the usual custom 
of railroads to allow white sheriffs, their deputies, or other officers, or 
when in charge of colored prisoners, to use smoking compartment or 
second-class coach and that at time it is dangerous to officers to ride in 
colored department of coaches, it is ordered that part of paragraph 21 Cir- 
cular 87 be amended to read as follows: 


“Provided, further, that white sheriffs or their deputies or other offi- 
cers, in charge. of colored prisoners, may occupy colored’ coaches when in 
charge of such prisoners.” 


Ordered this December 5th, 1922. 


CIRCULAR NO. 87 SUPERSEDES CIRCULAR 'NO. 86. 


The attention of Managers, Superintendents, the employees of all rail- 
roads and the general public is called to the following: 


1. Each passenger shall be entitled to baggage not to exceed one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds. 


2. Every railroad company in this state shall give checks to passen- 
gers for their baggage when received by them for transportation, and shall 
re-deliver the baggage to passengers upon the surrrender of their checks. 
Baggage shall be carefully handled iso as to prevent damage to same. Every 
railroad shall provide trucks for loading and unloading baggage at all 
agency stations. 


3. Waiting rooms, offices and other portions of railroad stations shall 
at all times be kept in a clean and sanitary condition. Sweeping shall 
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not be done in the presence of waiting passengers except in stations which 
are open continuously. In these stations sweeping shall be done only after 
springling the floor with water, or throwing on them damp sawdust or 
other absorbent material to prevent the rising of dust. The woodwork shall 
be rubbed down with a damp cloth and dry dusting with feathers or dry 
cloths shall be prohibited. All stations shall be thoroughly cleaned, dusted 
and aired at least once each week. Cleaning shall include thoroughly 
wiping down the woodwork with a damp cloth and scrubbing the floors. 


4. Separate waiting rooms, properly designated by painted signs at or on 
the door of each room, shall be provided for the races, and railroad com- 
panies shall exclude from the room for one race all persons of another race. 


5. Every railroad shall keep rooms open for the reception of passengers 
at least one hour before the regular schedule time of arrival and until one- 
half hour after the departure of passenger trains, and all reception rooms 
shall be made comfortable and shall be kept in a cleanly and decent con- 
dition, properly heated when necessary, lighted at night, supplied with 
clean and pure ice water in municipalities of one thousand or more inhab- 
itants, and pure, fresh drinking water in towns of less than one thousand 
inhabitants, and sufficient and comfortable seats. Every passenger wait- 
ing room shall be furnished with a suitable number of cuspidors, as pro- 
vided by law and the rules of the State Board of Health, and all cuspidors 
shall contain sufficient water to stand one-half inch deep in bottom and 
shall be washed and disinfected with an approved disinfectant at least once 
every day. 


At union stations passengers arriving on trains that fail to connect 
with other lines shall have the privilege of remaining in the waiting room 
day of night until the arrival of first train that will reach their desti- 
nation. 


6. The use of the common drinking cup and the roller towel is hereby 
prohibited in all railroad stations and passenger coaches in Mississippi. 


7. No disorderly conduct shall be tolerated in the passenger waiting 
rooms nor loafers allowed. All peace officers, and especially all municipal 
officers are urged to co-operate with the railroad station agents (who are, 
by law, conservators of the peace) in suppressing disorderly conduct, by 
the prompt arrest of the guilty parties. 


8. Every railroad in this state must have connected with each depot, 
when possible, and nearby, when this is not possible, comfortable privies, 
or water closets, to be at all times kept clean, for the use of passengers, 
and such privies must be thoroughly disinfected with lime at least once 
every week. In cities of three thousand or more inhabitants there shall 
be maintained, in connection with the reception room for white passengers, 
two or more closets and shall have painted in bold letters on the door of 
one, “Closet, white females only,” and on the other, ‘‘Closets, white males 
only,” and likewise provide closets for the negroes, with like signs painted 
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on the doors, substituting “colored” for “white.” Same shall be equipped 
and kept in conformity with the rules of the State Board of Health now 
in force or hereafter to be promulgated. 


9. It is the duty of every railroad to keep conspicuously posted at each 
depot a bulletin board, which shall show the time of arrival and departure 
of trains carrying passengers; and when said trains are delayed, notice of 
the delay shall be made on the bulletin board of each depot where tele- 
graph office is maintained, stating as near and as early as can be ascer- 
tained the extent and place of delay, and’ when the first or any subsequent 
noted time of delay hag passed, further notice of delay shall be entered. If 
the said trains are on time, the bulletin board shall so state. 


10. Whenever there is, by reason of accident-or otherwise, a break 
or obstruction on any railroad in this state, which will delay any passenger 
train on said road, it shall be the duty of said road| to have the same bulle- 
tined at all stations at and between the said passenger train and place so 
obstructed, stating nature thereof and the probable delay therefrom, and 
subsequently any further information bearing on same; and the conductor 
shall give notice of said obstruction to the passengers in the cars before 
leaving the station and the delay that will probably be caused! by the same. 


11. It is the duty of all railroad companies to furnish a sufficient 
number of passenger cars to comfortably accommodate and seat passengers 
and shall keep coaches sufficiently heated, lighted and ventilated to make 
the passengers comfortable, as required by law and the rules of the State 
Board of Health. All coaches shall be supplied with clean and pure ice 
water for the use of passengers. Each passenger coach shall be supplied 
with an adequate number of cuspidors and all cuspidors shall contain suf- 
ficient water to stand one-half inch deep in bottom. They shall be emptied 
and disinfected with an approved disinfectant at the end of every run. 


12. All railroad coaches used by passengers shall be provided with 
toilet facilities, which shall at all times be kept in a clean and sanitary 
condition. The floors of the toilets shall be of impevious material and 
run. The seat, hopper and woodwork of these toilets shall be cleaned and 
washed with a disinfectant solution at the end of every run. Every closet 


shall be provided with proper ventilation sufficient to maintain purity of 
atmosphere. 


13. No railroad coach shall be swept or dusted while occupied by 
passengers. All railroad coaches ghall at all times be kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition. Necessary cleaning may be done with a hand brush 
and dust pan, if no dust is raised thereby. Sweeping shall be done only 
after sprinkling water, moist sawdust or damp paper, or any.material which 
prevents the rising of dust. Woodwork shall be wiped down with a damp 
cloth, and dry dusting with feathers, or a dry cloth shall not be practiced; 
a vacuum cleaner is recommended wherever possible. 


All spittoong or cuspidors shall contain sufficient water to stand one- 
half inch deep in the bottom. They shall be emptied and washed with an 
approved disinfectant at the end of every run. 
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14. All coaches shall be thoroughly cleaned, dusted, sunned and aired 
at least once each month. @leaning shall include the removal from the car 
of everything movable, thoroughly sweping down the woodwork, scrubbing 
the floors, dusting the carpets and seats, and fumigating the interior of 
the car with a disinfectant whenever it has become infected by a person 
known to -have a contagious disease. 


15. Conductors, brakemen and porters shall be authorized by the rail- 
road authorities to see that these regulations are complied with, and they 
also be required to call the attention of the passengers expectorating on the 
floor to the law prohibiting such a dangerous practice, and shall at once 
supply such passenger with cuspidors. 


16. Conductors of trains are by law officers, with power to arrest 
passengers guilty of disorderly conduct, or using obscene or vulgar lan- 
guage, or playing cards or other games of chance for money or other things 
of value on their trains, and eject such passengers and deliver them to the 
most convenient officer, and any passenger so guilty is liable to fine and 
imprisonment. 


17. The Railroad Commission is empowered to entertain complaints, by 
petition, of any time schedule, tariff of rates, insufficient number of pas- 
senger cars, depot storage and platform facilities for freight, insecure 
bridges, trestles, tunnels or roadbed and other matters, and will issue such 
orders thereon as the public interest and convenience may require. The 
law requires that all complaints or petitions be made in writing. 


18. All tariffs and circulars shall be posted in the manner prescribed 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission, and the failure to do so by the 
railroads will subject them to a fine in each case. Any person tearing 
down or mutilating any tariff classification, circular or rules and regula- * 
tions posted by railroads, or established by the Commission who shall erase 
or alter without proper authority the marks on the bulletin board, is sub- 
ject to a fine of fifty dollars or thirty days’ imprisonment. 


19. Every citizen is urgently requested to communicate to the Com- 
mission, in writing, instances where the law is disregarded, of which he 
has knowledge, in order that the proper steps may be taken to secure its 
enforcement and collection of the penalty in cases of wilful and persistent 
violation. 


20. It shall be the duty of all railroads operating passenger trains 
within the state of Mississippi to provide each passenger coach with an 
adjustable or portable step or stool to be placed by them for the use of 
passengers getting on or off the cars, in all cases where the elevation to the 
lowest step is greater than twelve inches. 


e 


21. It is ordered that all railroads operating in the state of Mississippi 
carrying passengers in their coaches shall provide equal but separate ac- 
commodations for the white and colored races by proving two or more 
passenger coaches for each passenger train, or by dividing the passenger 
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coaches by partition s0 as to secure separate accommodations, and that 
especially shall separate toilets for the sexes be provided for both white 
and colored race ‘a all passenger trains in Mississippi; provided, that 
colored nurses or maids traveling with white children or ladies, may ride 
in coaches or compartments provided for white passengers; provided, 
further, that white sheriffs or their deputies, or other officers, in charge 
of colored prisoners, must occupy colored coaches when in charge of such 
prisoners. 


22. One copy of this circular is ordered to be kept posted in each pas- 
senger waiting room in this state. 


23. Failure to comply with any of the above rules shall subject the 
offending railroad company to a fine of not less than fifty dollars for 
each offense.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. There should be an increase in the common school appropriation for 
the following reasons: (a) A state appropriation enables every rural school 
to share in the taxes derived from railroads and other property located in our 
cities and towns. (b) The cities and towns are Kept up very largely by 
trade from the rural districts. (c) Good rural schools are fundamental to 
our general welfare in Mississippi. 


2 The school code prepared by the attorney general and the state 
superintendent of education two years ago should be enacted into law with 
such amendments and changes as the legislative committees and the legis- 
lature see fit to make. This code passed the senate in 1922 with only three 
votes against it, and failed of passage in the house because of lack of time 
for consideration. 


3. The office of County Superintendent of Education should be put on 
a professional, rather than a political basis. Counties should have the 
privilege of changing the method of selecting their county superintendent. 
In every state now bordering on Mississippi the county superintendent is 
selected by a board elected by the people. This board acts in the same 
manner for the county schools as the city and town boards of trustees for 
the town schools, with the exception that the local board of trustees of 
county schools has a voice in the selection of teachers. 


4. The county superintendent of education should take office on June 
ist, instead of January Ist. Under the present system every fourth year 
there is considerable loss of motion due to the fact that one county super- 
intendent contracts with the teachers and starts the schools, and another, 
taking office in January, is supposed to pay the bills and close the schools. 


5. The educational qualifications of those who would be county super- 
intendents of education should be raised. The county superintendents of 
the state have not only almost complete supervision of the expenditure of 
millions of dollars spent on our schools, but they are also responsible in a 
large way tor the educational welfare of our children. Certainly one with 
so much authority should be well qualified. 


6. Before the standard of teachers can be raised very much, a new 
certification law is necessary, The present law is entirely qut of date and 
not workable. 


7. The State Institutions should be on a millage basis and under a 
constitutional board of trustees appointed in such a way as to remove these 
Institutions, as far as possible, from political interference. 


8. The State Text Book Law should be amended in the following par- 
ticulars:. . 


(a) The governor should not name the commission. 
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(b) The commission should be appointed at least a year before the | 
adoption is to be made so that the adoption could be made at least six 
months before the books are to be delivered. 


(c) The commission should have authority by unanimous vote to adopt 
any text for a shorter period than five years. 


(d) There should be at least one expert primary teacher and a success- 
ful teacher of elementary work on the commission. 


(e) All the consolidated schools and the small town schools should 
use the same high school texts. 


9. Every county superintendent should be allowed some office help at 
least during the school term. Expenses incurred visiting schools should 
be borne by the county. 


10. There should be one or more supervising teachers in every county. 


11. There should be increased facilities for the establishing of libraries 
in rural. schools. 


12. Whatever of the county school fund is to be disbursed for the aid 
of county school buildings, should be disbursed in the spring and not in the 
fall as our schools now operate in the winter and not in the summer. 


13. There should be a state supervisor of primary work. One-half of 
the total number of pupils enrolled in our public schools are in the first four 
grades. A state supervisor, therefore, for these grades would reach every 
year half of our school children at the very time when they are most in 
need of help. 


14. The various counties should be given the privilege of employing a 
county supervisor of primary‘ work. 


15. The appropriation for summer normals for the training of teachers 
should be $7500.00 annually. 


16. For several years the General Education Board of New York City 
has paid the entire expenses of a state supervisor of rural schools, a super- 
visor of negro schools, a high school supervisor and two stenographers. 
The fund for the support of the high school supervisor and his stenographer 
will be withdrawn after June, 1925. It will, therefore, be necessary, if this 
work is to be continued after that time, for the Legislature of 1924 to make 
sufficient appropriation to carry it on. I urge that this work be pro- 
vided for. 


17. Some system should be worked out that will require every county 
to aid in a financial way in the education of its children. 


18. The educable age should be from six to eighteen, instead of five to 
twenty-one as it now is. 


19. A small appropriation should be made to make possible an adequate 
supply of plans for school buildings and teachers homes for rural schools. 


20. School authorities should be required to make their school build- 


ings safe for the children in case of fire.

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NARRATIVE REPORT OF THE STATE SUPERIN- 
TENDENT OF EDUCATION 


FOREWORD. 


During the last two years the work of building a school system in the 
state that will guarantee the advantages of a good school within the reach 
of the home of every child has gone steadily forward. In fact, there is 
to-day, by far the greatest interest in the education of the children we have 
ever had. County and district levies have been increased, the school term 
lengthened, better teachers employed, more grades added, and the work 
standardized in most of the counties of the state. Every county now has 
a levy ranging from one mill in a few counties to six and one-half mills in 
Copiah County. District levies range all the way from two or three mills 
to as high as thirty mills. 


& 


RURAL SCHOOLS. 


We now have 751 Consolidated schools with transportation for all 
children living two miles or more from the school building, and we are 
building these strong central schools at the rate of, approximately, 100 
a year. 

There are, in the state today, 226 teacher’s homes, furnished, rent free, 
to the teachers. These homes are built mostly in connection with the 
consolidated schools on land belonging to the school district. 

Practically all of the high school work in these schools is of standard 
grade. All consolidated schools carry from one to four years of accredited 
high school work. Forty-seven of these schools have been approved by 
the Federal Government as qualified to do Vocational work in Agriculture 
and are receiving Federal Aid. 

A statement in detail on consolidated schools is given in the latter part 
of this report. : 

AGRICULTURAL HIGH SCHOOLS. 

Fifty counties are contributing to the support of our 48 Agricultural High 
Schools that enrolled last year, approximately 6,000 boys and girls, mostly 
from the rural districts. Of the 1400 that graduated from these schools last 
spring it is safe to say that, at least, 1,000 of these would never have finished 
high school, had it not been for the Agricultural High Schools. Practically, 
all the 6,000 enrolled were boarding students, thus showing that these 
schools are not local in character, but county-wide, and in some instances 
state-wide in their radius of influence. The boys are required to do five 
hours a week of work on the school farm and the girls are required to put 
in the same amount of time in the home science department, While the 
average cost of board was approximately $10 per month last session, several 
hundred students paid their way by working in the schools and on the 
school farm. 

Twenty-three schools have been approved by the Federal Government 
and are receiving financial aid under the provision of the Smith-Hughes law.

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VOCATIONAL EDUCATION. 


Vocational Education in Mississippi is contributing substantially to the 
material, social and educational welfare of the State. 


In 1922 the boys enrolled in courses of Vocational Rerenliine in the 
state made a total net profit of $82,671.25 from their agricultural project 
work. This profit alone represents 126%4 per cent return on the total 
expenditure of (State money for all three forms of vocational education 
during the same year. During 1922 and 1923 the Smith-Hughes Agricultural 
Schools gave definite and specific help to 3768 individual farmers on many 
different kinds of farm problems. This help was not only a great aid to 
the farmers, but it furnished excellent means for giving first hand practical 
training to the agricultural pupils. 


The Yocational schools are also rendering a valuable service to many 
people out of school by conducting part-time and evening courses. During 
the sessions of 1922-1923 there were 1016 adults who attended such courses 
in the state, and indications are that this phase of vocational education will 
have a very rapid growth in the immediate future. There are one-hundred 
forty-seven vocational schools distributed over sixty-five counties of state, at 
the present time receiving State and Federal aid. Under the provision of 
the Smith-Hughes law, Mississippi will receive from the Federal Government 
for Vocational Education, $103,561.05 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1925, and $120,871.42 for the year ending June 30, 1926. The federal act 
provides that the state must put up a dollar for every dollar of Federal 
money expended. All money received from State and Federal government 
for vocational education is disbursed by the State Board for Vocational 
Education. This board is making a biennial report to the Legislature on 
the work in Vocational Education in accordance with State Law. 


VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION OF CIVILIANS. 


Vocational Rehabilitation of Civilians means the rendering of physically 
handicapped citizens fit to engage in a remunerative occupation, ‘It has no 
reference to the work of rehabilitating disabled soldiers as carried on by 
the United States Veterans Bureau, but it embraces that work carried on by 
the state Vocational Board in rehabilitating disabled citizens—crippled men, 
women, boys and girls who are over sixteen years of age. 


Civilian Rehabilitation gives the cripple a chance, makes the dependent 
citizen independent, converts the non-producer into a producer and changes 
heartache and hunger into paDDIness and contentment—it is, therefore, a 
highly constructive work. 


Under the provision of the Federal Industrial Rehabilitation law, Mis- 
sissippi receives an annual Federal allotment of $17,009.27 for civilian re- 
habilitation provided, the state appropriates an equal sum for the same 
purpose. The 1922 State Legislature passed an act accepting the pro- 
vision of the Federal Act and making the State Vocational Board responsible 
for administering both laws in the state. 
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Since that time free surgical treatment has been secured for one hun- 
dred ten physically disabled persons four hundred twenty have been given 
vocational training, and one hundred seventy-one have been dismissed as 
completely rehabilitated. Every one of these rehabilitated cases was, 
either partially or wholly dependent upon relatives or public charity when 
first located by representatives of the State Vocational Board, but every one 
of them is now earning his own livelihood and many are saving money and 
in line for further promotion. 


That the expenditures for civilian rehabilitation yields big financial 
return is evidenced by the fact that the increased earnings of these one hun- 
dred seventy-one rehabilitated people for only one year, greatly exceed the 
total amount of state and federal funds expended for all rehabilitation work 
during the past two years. 


A biennial report on the work of Civilian Rehabilitation is, also, being 
made to the Legislature by the State Vocational Board in accordance with 
State Law. | 


ACCREDITED HIGH SCHOOLS 


An accredited high school is one that meets the requirements of the 
State Accrediting Commission and, after inspection, has been approved by 
that Commission. A four-year high school may be approved for 15 or more 
units; a three-year high school for 12 to 14% units; a two-year high school 
for 8 to 11% units; and a one-year high school for 4 to 7% units. 


The State Accrediting Commission is a standing Committee of the State 
Teachers’ Association, consisting of representatives from each of the fol- 
lowing colleges: The A. & M. College, Millsaps College, Mississippi College, 
The Mississippi State College for Women, the Normal College, and the 
University of Mississippi; three high school men; and the State Supervisor 
of Secondary ‘S'chools, who is chairman of the Commission and has his of- 
fice in the State Department of Education, Jackson, Mississippi. 


This Commission has adopted the following minimum standards which 
a four-year high school must meet before being accredited. 


1. The first step toward having a school accredited is formal action 
by the board of trustees authorizing the principal to organize and conduct it 
in conformity to required standards, 


Boards of trustees of schools of this rank are supposed to have regular 
meetings and to keep official minutes of proceedings, and in the minute 
book should be transcribed the resolution instructing the principal to make 
application for approval. A transcript of this formal resolution should be 
sent to the State Accrediting Commission. 


2. A Thirty-two weeks session with recitation periods of forty-five 
minutes. In the case of very small classes a forty- minute recitation period 
will be approved; laboratory periods must double the length of the recita- 
tion periods. Every school should have a term of thirty-six weeks or more. 
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3. The high school department must have a teaching force of not fewer 
than two teachers who give their whole time to high school instruction, and 
the school as a whole must have not fewer than six teachers fully engaged 
in literary instruction. The principal may be counted as a high school 
teacher provided he actually does a full amount of teaching. No teacher 
shall be required to teach more than eight recitation periods per day. If 
other duties are assigned to the teacher, the number of daily class room 
periods should be reduced accordingly. 


4, All teachers must be properly qualified and efficient. One or more 
shall hold a degree from an approved four-year college. By the words 
“properly qualified” is meant having an easy knowledge of the subject mat- 
ter, and a knowledge of the best methods of teaching; it comprehends a 
scholarship the equivalent of at least two years of college work with 
special training in the subject to be taught. 


5. The completed course of study should insure for the pupil fifteen 
units of high school work, the present requirement for college admission, 
(Beginning in 1925 the course of study must insure sixteen units, four of 
which must be English. This requirement applies to the school and not 
to the pupil). Colleges generally require for entrance three units in 
English, one and one-half in algebra, one in plane geometry and two in his- 
tory. (For table of entrance requirements see Bulletin No. 29). The other 
units may be made up from any of the usual high school subjects. (See 
Bulletin No. 29). The term UNIT means a successfully completed course 
of five recitations per week throughout the school year and constitutes 
approximately one-fourth of a year’s work. Note that the unit has both a 
time and content value. Two periods of laboratory, drawing or shop 
work will be measured as equivalent to one recitation. 


Any approved four year high school that graduates a pupil with less 
than fifteen approved units will be dropped tothe three year class. 


Beginning with the*session of 1924-25 credit for less than two units in a 
modern language will not be recognized. 


6. The number of pupils in any one class section shall not exceed 
thirty; and in some subjects, as mathematics, sciences, or languages, should 
not exceed twenty. 


7. Only exceptional pupils shall be permitted to carry more than four 
major subjects per year. A major subject is one which when completed 
counts a unit toward graduation. 


8. a. No credit will be allowed on any science work unless it is done 
according to the Laboratory method, a record of which is kept in a note 
book and presented. The note book must contain a list of the apparatus 
used by the individual pupil. 


b. Beginning with September, 1923, four units in English will be 
recognized from those schools only which meet the following requirements: 


1. A twelve-grade organization. 
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2. The course of study in English must be approved by the Commission 
from the seventh through the twelfth grade. 


3. All English work must be in the hands of English teachers. 


4, All English teachers must be graduates of approved four-year col- 
leges, or have training in English equivalent thereto. 


5. No English teacher may be responsible for more than 750 pupil 
hours per week. ; 


6. There must be a full library. 


c. Entrance credit is commercial subjects should be given on a pro- 
ficiency rather than a time basis. (See Bulletin No. 29). 


d. Work done in summer schools must equal in quality and quantity 
that of the regular school term. The qualifications of the teachers, the 
equipment, and the standards enforced must be the same. 


A maximum of one and one-half units in new work can be secured in a 
summer session of not less than eleven weeks. 


In case of review work where the failure has been for one term only, 
two units can be made up during a summer session of eleven weeks. 


10. Permanent records of students’ attendance and scholarship must 
be neatly and accurately kept and properly safeguarded, 


A school which accepts pupils from a non-approved school without 
examination or from an approved school without a transcript of his credits 
from the former school or an examination covering them will be dropped 
from the approved list. (Transcript blanks may be obtained on request 
from the State Dept. of Education). 


It is recommended that the four year record of each pupil be kept on 
one card in a filing case or on one sheet in a loose leaf ledger. No school 
should aspire to the accredited relationship that does not maintain a perma-. 
nent system of records. The frequent changes of the principalship of our 
schools make it imperative that a system of reports be maintained and 
proper provision made for safeguarding them. A custodian of records 
should be officially appointed by the Board of Trustees. 


11. No student will be admitted to the standard colleges upon presen- 
tation of diploma, but on certification of units completed, signed by the 
principal or superintendent of the school where the work was done. 


12. A good intellectual and moral tone with stability of character should 
be obtained in the school, This is a standard which usually follows the 
enforcement of other standards, and is easily met when the school is con- 
tinuously under qualified principals and teachers. To. secure this de- 
sirable condition it is essential that the faculty have the undivided support 
of the school board in the maintenance of standards. 
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13. An accredited school must make each year not later than Novem- 
ber 1st, to the state accrediting commission, a’prompt and full report on 
blank forms sent for the purpose, and submit at the same time a type 
written or printed course of} study..... All schools that do not comply to the 
letter with this section shall be dropped from the accredited list after two 
notices have been sent—the first to the superintendent, and the second to 
the president of the school board. 


14. Probationary Approval.—A school which otherwise is meeting the 
requirements but has not been officially inspected may be placed on a 
probationary list and its graduates accepted by the colleges without exam- 
inations until such school has been officially inspected, The records made 
in college by the graduates of such schools shall be taken in consideration 
in determining the school’s fitness for affiliation. 


In addition to the above required standards, it is recommended by the 
Commission that schools should observe the following: 


(a) No teacher should be required to teach more than six recitation 
periods per day. If other duties are assigned to the teacher, the number of 
daily class room periods should be reduced accordingly. 


(b) The number of pupils per teacher based on attendance should not 
be excessive. Twenty-five pupils to the teacher is generally regarded as 
the maximum. 


(c) The location and construction of the building, the adaptation and 
arrangement of rooms, lighting, heating, ventilation, water supply, toilets, 
school furniture and method of cleaning should be such as to insure best 
conditions for work and no less to promote the health and comfort of 
teachers and pupils.

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REQUIREMENTS FOR APPROVAL AS A ONE, TWO, 
OR THREE-YEAR HIGH SCHOOL, 1923 


The State Accrediting Commission has adopted the following require- 
ments which must be met by any school desiring to be approved as a one, 
two or three year high school: 


1. No high school work whatever will be recognized in a one-teacher 
school. 


2. Only in exceptional cases will any high school work be recognized 
in a two-teacher school. ‘ 


3. In a three-teacher school with less than 100 pupils four units of high 
school work may be approved when the other conditions below are met. 


4, Only in exceptional cases will any high school work be recognized 
in a three-teacher school with more than 100 pupils. 


5. Hight units of high school work may be recognized in a four-teacher 
school with less than 135 pupils when the other conditions given below 
are met. 


6. Only in exceptional cases will more than four units of high school 
work be approved in a four-teacher school with more than 135 pupils. 


7. Twelve units of high school work may be approved in a five-teacher 
school with less than 175 pupils when the other conditions given below 
are met, 


8. Only in exceptional cases will more than eight units of high school 
work be approved in a five teacher school of more than 175 pupils. 


9. No high school work will be recognized when done by a teacher 
with less than two years of college training, or a Normal College diploma, 
or the equivalent. 


10. The units referred to are standard units, as defined in Bulletin 
No. 29. 


11. All standard units are based upon the standard school year of 
thirty-six weeks of five days each. 


12. The minimum term in any approved high school whether four, 
three, two, or one-year is thirty-two weeks. 


13. Any school meeting the requirements otherwise but having less 
than thirty-two weeks term may have its work approved provided the full 
time and content requirement for each unit is met; for example a seven 
months school could do three units in mathematics in four sessions with 
forty-five minute periods for the recitation meeting five times per week; or 
a six months school could do two units in mathematics in three sessions 
with forty-five minute recitation periods meeting five times per week. 
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14. The minimum recitation period in a three-year high school is forty- 
five minutes; in a two-year high school forty minutes; and in a one-year 
high school forty minutes. 


15. The full teaching time of one teacher and one-half of the teaching 
time of a second teacher must be given to high school work in an approved 
three-year high school; the full time of one teacher, in a two-year high 
school; and one-half the full time of one teacher in a one-year high school. 


16. The number of standard units that must be offered.for graduation 
in an approved three-year high school is twelve; in a two-year high school 
eight; fn a one-year high school four, 


17. The maximum number of daily recitations for a high school teacher 
in an approved two or three year high school is eight; in a one-year high 
school ten. 


18. No school will be approved that does not have sufficient library 
and laboratory equipment to teach the courses offered in English, history, 
and science. 


19. The number of pupils in any high school class shall not exceed 
thirty. 


20. Only exceptional pupils shall be permitted to carry more than four. 
standard units per year. 


21. Permanent records of student’s attendance and scholarship must 
be neatly and accurately kept and properly safeguarded. 


22. An accredited school must make each year not later than November 
1st, to the State Accrediting Commission a prompt and full report on blank 
forms sent for that purpose, and submit at the same time a course of study.

COUNTY TRAINING SCHOOLS AND FINANCIAL 
AID FOR SAME 


This State is the recipient annually of a considerable sum of money 
from the John F. Slater Fund for assistance in the support of County 
Training Schools. There are certain requirements that must be met before 
the community can participate in this fund:— 


Follewing are the minimum requirements in order to participate in the 
Slater Fund:— 


1. The school shall be a public school with the property deeded to the 
county, state or district. 


2. At least $750.00 annual appropriation for salaries of teachers must be 
raised by the State, County or District. 
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3. The school must maintain at least an eight months session. 


4. The teaching shal] extend from the primary through eight grades, with 
the intention of adding at least two years of high school work. Enough 
land must be owned by the community to maintain a demonstration 
farm where the boys, under the direction of a well trained man in voca- 
tional agriculture, learn by actual experience the most practical methods 
of farming. 


The school -must maintain a Home Science department for the girls 
where both cooking and sewing are taught under the supervision of a com- 
petent teacher of these subjects. 


At this time we have seventeen such schools in this state, located as 
follows:

From these schools come some of the very best colored teachers that 
we have in the State. Hach of the schools is expected ultimately to main- 
tain twelve grades of work, four years of high school work to be done as 
per the state course of ‘study for colored high schools. The graduates from 
these schools doing four years of high school work as per the above are 
permitted to enter any colored college in the State without an entrance 
examination. There are approximately 5,000 boys and girls in training in 
these schools. More than 400 pupils in these schools are doing high school 
work. 


The total cost of the school plants of the seventeen training schools 
in this State is approximately $350,000. All are in modern buildings with 
the exception of two. 
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AID FROM JOHN F. SLATER FUND FOR TOWN AND CITY SCHOOLS. 


A sum of money is given annually to the State from the John F. Slater 
Fund to assist in paying salaries of the industrial teachers in Home Sci- 
ence Departments. For the year 1922-23 the following schools received aid: 


Vicksburg, McComb, West Point, Durant, Natchez. 


This aid is given with the understanding that it will be gradually with- 
drawn after having been received for three years and given to other 
schools. The school will then be expected to carry on the work itself. The 
establishment of these departments in some of these schools has been the 
means of increasing interest on the part of the local authorities in bigger 
and better educational programs for the colored boys and girls and as a 
result two of the finest school buildings that we have in this State have 
. been erected at a cost of $75,000 and $100,000 respectively. 


JEANES INDUSTRIAL SUPERVISING TEACHERS OF MISSISSIPPI. 


The Anna T. Jeanes Fund contributes annually a certain sum of money 
to the State to assist in paying salaries of a number of teachers known as 
the Jeanes Industrial Supervising Teachers. These teachers are employed 
by the County to supervise the industrial work of the various rural schools, 
to assist wherever they may in developing a better program for the col- 
ored schools, and also to assist the younger teachers in their work. In 
several counties the schools are grouped so that these teachers can meet 
several schoo!s at some center in one day, thereby enabling them to aid 
each of the schools everymonth. In any county where there are more than 
one hundred schools the teacher could not be expected to make more than 
one visit a year to each school. But by this group system she is enabled 
to meet with each school every month of the school session. After the 
school term is over the Jeanes teachers conduct Short Courses in Sanitation 
with the grownups of the various communities, more especially with the 
mothers. They hold demonstrations in food conservation and the general 
up-keep of the home. During the summer of 1920, twenty-five Jeanes 
teachers representing as many different counties, were instrumental in can- 
ning 500,000 quarts of fruits and vegetables to be used in the homes of the 
people of these counties. 


These teachers are employed for ten months of the year which makes 
it possible, nct only for them to assist in the school work, but to aid in 
the club work of the various communities of the counties. 


Each month a letter of suggestion of the work to be done during that 
month is sent the Jeanes Teacher by the State Agent and State Supervisor, 
in order that the work may be done in the proper sequence. 


PROELEMS OF SECURING COMPETENT TEACHERS. 


Probably the greatest problem that we have in the State in putting 
across satisfactory educational program for the negro boys and girls is the 
lack of adequately trained teachers. In this state we have 418,481 negro 
children. This is 54.4% of the total educable population of the state. We 
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have 5,073 negro teachers in the state. Many of these teachers have had no 
special training for their work. The Agricultural and Mechanical College 
at Alcorn, the only state educational institution for negroes maintains a 


teacher training department and from this department we get some of the. 


best teachers that we have. A state department of teacher training in vo- 
cational agriculture is maintained at this school and practically all of the 
vocational agricultural teachers have been trained in this department. 


From Tougaloo College, Tougaloo; Jackson College, Jackson; M. I. C., — 


Holly Springs; Haven Institute, Meridian; Utica Industrial Institute, Utica; 
Piney Woods Country Life School, Braxton; Southern Christian Institute 
Edwards; Okolona Industrial Institute, Okolona and The Mary Holmes 
Seminary, West Point, we get quite a number of well trained teachers and 
these schools together with a limited number of four-year high schools in 
the state and the county training schools are unable to provide us with 


enough well trained teachers, men and women, to take the place of the ~ 


numbers of teachers who leave the profession annually. We are, therefore, 
forced to accept a certain number of teachers who are inadequately trained 
for the work. Since the records show that the teaching force of the state 
changes every four years We expect more than one thousand of the teachers 
to drop out of the profession every year. The above mentioned schools to- 
gether with others in the state cannot supply the number of teachers 
necessary to fill the vacancies that occur each year. 


In order to help these untrained teachers we maintain quite a number 
of summer schoo!'s each year. During the summer of 1922 seventeen sum- 
mer schools, running six weeks each, were maintained by the county, state 
and general education board. ° Approximately 2,500 teachers were enrolled 
in these schools. . Prior to the opening of the summer schools a short course 
was held at Jackson College, Jackson, Mississippi, where all of the instruc- 
tors of the summer schools were given six days of intensive training in the 
work that they were expected to do in their respective summer schools. 
This proved to be one of the most helpful meetings ever held in the state. 
The instructors at this short course gained a knowledge of the general pro- 
gram that the state had for improving the scholarship of the colored teachers. 
Better work was done in these summer schools during the summer of 1922 
than has ever been done before in the state. A sum of money was given 
by the General Education Board to pay the expenses of the instructors while 
they were in attendance upon this short course. 


The State Department of Education each year prepares a course of study — 


for the summer schools. At first the work was very elementary but every 
year the course is revised and added to. The teachers who have finished 
the eight grades in common school are given high school work in the 
summer schools and at the end of the session they receive credit for the 
work done. These credits are recorded in the office of the State Agent 
for negro schools and are transferred to any high school or college at the 
request of the teacher making the grade. The following table sets forth 
the data relative to the 1922 Summer Schools for negro teachers. The Gen- 
eral Education Board helped in financing these schools as is showing in 
the following:

SUMMER SCHOOLS AT HAMPTON AND TUSKEGEE 


The General Education Board gives annually a sum of money to be used 
in assisting to defray the expenses of a certain number of teachers in the 
state in attending Hampton or Tuskegee Summer Schools. Usually the 
principals of the County Training Schools are sent to Hampton Institute, 
Hampton, Virginia. The other teachers, such as primary teachers in the 
training schools and the Jeanes Industrial Supervising Teachers are sent 
to Tuskegee Institute, Tuskegee, Alabama. During the summer of 1922 
practically 250 teachers attended summer schools outside of the state. 
However, only a few of theSe teachers received assistance in defraying their 
expenses. 


ROSENWALD SCHOOLS. 


Nothing connected with the educational program of Mississippi during 
the past several years has had more wholesome and stimulating effect upon 
the minds of the colored people and the general public than the Rosenwald 
Schoolhouse Building Campaign. This agency was made possible through 
the generosity of Mr. Julius Rosenwald, of Chicago, cooperating with the 
State Department of Education. 
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Under the inspiration of this movement, scores of modern school build- 
ings have been erected in various counties, according to plan and specifica- 
tions representing the best type of school architecture. Each building has, 
in addition to good, comfortable classrooms, well lighted; heated and venti- 
lated, and of proper size, a room for industrial work. Connected with the 
larger schools (Training Schools) are Teachers’ Homes. These school plants 
furnish splendid centers for teachers’ meetings, mothers’ clubs, Parent- 
Teachers’ Associations, etc., and are frequently used for such purposes. 


In the construction of these buildings, we have had the hearty coopera- 
tion of County Superintendents and local school officials. This new type 
of school building has not only served to influence patrons, friends, teachers 
and pupils, but it has created a demand for the ‘new type” of teacher. In 
practically every case observed, there is a disposition to place the “better 
prepared” teacher in charge of the Rosenwald School. The applicant for 
work in one of these schools seems to recognize in advance that some 
“special fitness” is required. Thus, many of them have been willing to make 
extra preparation, even at great sacrifice. 


The consolidation of schools is, perhaps, one of the most interesting 
and helpful results of the work. Of the total number of Rosenwald schools 
erected in Mississippi, not more than a dozen are one-teacher schools. 


The extent to which the colored people ‘themselves have been stimu- 
lated and encouraged to greater effort and sacrifice in their own behalf 
has been most gratifying. Higher ideals and standards for school and home 
have resulted from the movement. Obviously, there has been a general 
awakening to appreciation of the importance of a “good school’ in the life 
of the community. It has been our observation that wherever a properly 
constructed, well located, comfortable schoolhouse, in charge of a competent, 
worthy teacher is maintained, the community grows. That this is true is 
evidenced by the necessity for enlargement of such schools constructed only 
a few years ago, with ample facilities to meet the demand at that time. 


The cost of constructing these buildings is shared by the following: 
(a) Public fund, (b) White people, (c) Colored people, (d) Mr. Rosenwald. 
In this we have not only positive surety for support in the construction of 
so many buildings, but a most effective and convincing demonstration of the 
progress that is possible through sympathetic cooperation for the mutual 
good of all concerned. 


A more detailed account of -the tangible results that have been accom- 
plished may best be seen in the following table, which covers a period of 
two years:

PLAN FOR DISTRIBUTION OF AID. 


From the Julius Rosenwald Fund for Building Rural Schoolhouses in the 
South for the Year Beginning July 1, 1923, and Ending June 30, 1924 


1. The Julius Rosenwald Fund will co-operate with public school au- 
thorities and other agencies and persons in the effort to provide and equip 
better rural schoolhouses for the negroes of the Southern States, such 
equipment as desks, blackboards, heating apparatus, libraries and toilets be- 
ing deemed of equal importance with the school houses themselves. 


2. The sites and buildings of all schools aided by The Fund shall be 
the property of the public school authorities. 


3. The trustees of The Fund and the State Department of Education 
have agreed as to the number of new buildings in the construction of which 
they will co-operate. 
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4. The school site must include ample space for playgrounds and for 
such agricultural work as is necessary for the best service of the community. 
Aid will be granted only when the site meets the approval of the State De- 
partment of Education and the General Field Agent of The Fund. The 
minimum acceptable for a school is two acres. For the larger school more 
land is desirable. 


5. Plans and specifications for every building shall be approved by the 
General Field Agent before construction is begun. On request from the 
State Department of Education, The Fund will consider it a privilege to 
furnish general suggestions, plans and specifications for school houses. 


6. It is a condition precedent to receiving the aid of The Fund that the 
people of the several communities shall secure, from other sources: to wit— 
from public school funds, private contributions, etc., an amount equal to 
or greater than that provided by The Fund. Labor, land and material may 
be counted as cash at current market values. Money provided by The Fund 
will be available only when the amount otherwise raised, with that to be 
given by The Fund, is sufficient to complete, equip and furnish the building. 


7. The Fund will deposit with every co-operating State Department of 
Education a sum of money recommended by the General Field Agent to 
constitute working capital, from which the proper state official may make 
disbursements as required. Whenever the State Department reports to the 
General Field Agent any amount or amounts disbursed, with a statement 
showing that the work has been inspected and approved by an authorized 
representative of the Department, The Fund will replenish its ag in 
the amount disbursed, if the inspection report is approved. 


8. The amount appropriated by The Fund shall not exceed $400 for a 
one-teacher school, $700 for a two-teacher school, $900 for a three-teacher 
school, $1,100 for a four-teacher school, $1,300 for a five-teacher school, 
$1,500 for a six-teacher school or larger, and $200 for the addition of a class 
room to a Rosenwald School already built. : 


9. Aid will be granted toward the construction and equipment of only 
those schools where the term runs at least five consecutive months. 


10. Every community where an application has been approved agrees 
to complete, equip and furnish its school building before June 30, 1924, 
otherwise such application automatically cancels itself. 


11. To insure the protection of the property and to make the schoo’s 
serve the broadest community interests, Teacher’s Homes should be provided 
on the school grounds. In a limited number of selected localities, where the 
annual school term is eight months or more, The Fund will consider co- 
operation in the construction of Teachers’ Homes, to be comp’eted and 
furnished to correspond with the school building. The amount of aid to 
be given on a Teacher’s Home shall not exceed one-half of the total cost of 
the building, provided the maximum from The Fund shall not exceed $900 
for any Teachers’ Home. Just as in the case of school buildings, the Teach- 
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ers’ Home must be deeded to the public school authorities. It is desirable 
for each of these homes to have a bath-room, and if possible, a bath-tub 
and wash basin. If there is ample water supply a handpower force pump 
with a tank can be installed at a very small expense, which will furnish 
water for the bath, a kitchen sink and the home economics room of the 
school. 

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION IN COLORED SCHOOLS. 


By F. J. Hubbard, State Director Vocational Education. 


Five years ago Mississippi began her state program of vocational edu- 
cation. During the first year, 1917-18, there were three colored schools 
representing as many counties of the state that qualified and received state 
and federal aid through the state vocational board for instruction in home 
economics and in vocational agriculture. During the present year 1922-23, 
there are twenty-five departments in colored schools, representing eighteen 
counties of the state, that are receiving financial aid for instruction in vo- 
cational education. These twenty-five departments are distributed among the 
three types of vocational education as follows: One department of trade 
and industrial education; seven departments of home economics, and seven- 
teen departments of vocational agriculture. 


The promotion of trade and industrial education has been slow and 
somewhat difficult in this rural state where there are no towns of more than 
25,000 population, and consequently few large trade and industrial centers. 
Prior to the beginning of the state vocational education program, no part- 
time or evening classes for adult colored persons had been conducted within 
the state. During the past three years the state vocational board has given 
aid to five such classes in the state. Three of these classes were conducted 
in cooperation with the colored city school of Meridian and embraced the 
following courses: One course for chaufféurs; one course in the Framing 
‘Square for carpenters, and one course in Reading House Plans for carpenters. 
The other two classes were conducted in the Hattiesburg colored school, 
and included one course in Reading House Plans for carpenters, and one class 
in Business English and Business Arithmetic for porters and draymen. 
All of this trade and industrial education was conducted in evening classes 
which were held at the local high school two or three evenings per week. 
The state vocational board has been paying two-thirds of the cost of the 
instruction, and there have been more than one hundred colored working 
men taking instruction in these classes. 


In vocational home economics education, the comparatively small amount 
of funds available to the state vocational board has been the limiting factor 
in promoting the work in the state. It will be noted above, however, that 
the number of colored day schools giving courses in vocational home econo- 
mics and receiving state and federal aid has grown from three in 1917-18 to 
seven in the present year. In addition to the day schools, there have been 
conducted in the state seven evening classes in home economics, with a total 
attendance of 388 colored women. These evening courses have embraced 
practical instruction in cooking, sewing, laundering, and in other subjects 
closely related to the colored woman’s daily work. 
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It is in vocational agriculture that vocational education has made its 
most rapid progress and probably rendered its greatest service to the col- 
ored schools of the state. The increase in numbers of these vocational agri- 
cultural schools has been from three schools representing three counties 
in 1917-18, to seventeen schools located in seventeen different counties of the 
‘state during the present year. This increase would have been much larger 
if qualified teachers for this work could have been found. 


In the beginning years of the work, the teachers of vocational agricul- 
ture were not well trained for their work, but there has been each year a 
marked improvement in the qualifications of these teachers. The first results 
of this improvement is that seventy-five per cent of the agricultural teach- 
ers for the present year are full graduates of the agricultural education 
department of Alcorn A. & M. College, who hold regular vocational teachers’ 
license issued by the state vocational board. The second result, naturally 
is a decidedly higher standard in the efficiency of the instruction in voea- 
tional agriculture and a broadening of the activities of the vocational agri- 
cultural school. These schools must meet certain standards on material 
equipment, course of study, and must also employ a trained agricultural 
teacher for twelve months in each year. The state vocational board pays 
three-eighths or more of the annual salary of the agricultural teacher, so 
these schools can employ a well-trained agricultural teacher for the full 
year at no greater cost to the local school district than that which has been 
necessary formerly to employ a teacher for only the regular school sessions. 
This teacher not only teaches agriculture in the school, but he supervises 
certain practical agricultural work of the pupils at their home. He helps 
the farmers of the community spray fruit trees, treat sick farm animals or 
to solve any other farm problem with which the colored farmer may need 
help. The pupils in the class of vocational agriculture at each school are 
required to carry on some kind of agricultural project at home each year. 
Accurate records are kept on the cost, yield, labor and net profit made on 
each project, and the teacher must send a statement of this project work 
to the state vocational board each year. In many schools the total net 
profit made on the pupils’ agricultural projects has reached an amount 
three times as great as the amount of money spent for the agricultural 
teacher’s salary during the year. In 1920-21 the total net profit from pu- 
pils’ agricultural projects in all the colored vocational schools of the state 
was two and three tenths times the total cost of agricultural instruction to 
those pupils for that year.

Course of Study for College Entrance Requirements: 


English 3, Mathematics 2, Science 1, Social Science 2, and seven re- 
maining units to be chosen from a list of approved electives. This course 
shall consist of at least fifteen units (pp. 14-15 Bulletin 23.) 


Any school approved for four units of standard high school work shall 
be recognized as an accredited one-year high school; for eight units of 
standard high school work, an accredited two-year high school; for twelve 
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units of standard high school work, an accredited three-year high school, 
and for sixteen units of standard high school work, an accredited four-year 
high school, provided the conditions and requirements of the State Accredit- 
ing Commission be met, as indicated on pages 100-102, Bulletin 28, 1921, 
except that requirement No. 19 shall read “The number of pupils in any 
high school class shall not exceed forty.” 


We recognize the need and importance of well trained, efficient teachers 
in the high schools. One or more of the teachers employed should hold a 
diploma or certificate of graduation from an accredited college, but we 
recommend that in case of necessity, or in exceptional cases, teachers with 
less than a full college course be accepted, and that high school graduates 
be employed provided they continue their education by advanced courses. 


No school will be approved that does not have sufficient Library and 
Laboratory equipment to teach the courses offered in English, History and 
Science. 


(a) For English the equipment should include at least several series 
of (Supplementary Readers, Standard Ea Dictionaries, Encyclopedia, 
Standard Classics and Biographies. 


(b) For teaching the Social Sciences, including History and Civics— 
More comprehensive works for collateral reading on United States History, 
Modern History or European Nations and History of the Ancient Worlds; 
Standard works on Government, Modern Social Activity and Community 
Civics. 


(c) For Teaching Natural Science—Sufficient laboratory space and 
equipment for individual student work in Elementary Biology, Chemistry 
and Physics.

Jackson, Mississippi, September 1, 1923. 
To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 


Gentlemen—We beg to submit herewith. the biennial report of 
the Board of Trustees of the Mississippi State Penitentiary covering 
the period from July 1, 1921 to June 30, 1923. 


CONVICTS. 


The last biennial report showed 1307 prisoners on hand July 
Ist. 1921. We had on hand July 1st, 1923, 15380 prisoners, which 
is an increase for the two years of 223. The average population 
for the two years has been 1930.

DEATHS. 


The death rate continues very low, considering the fact that 
we receive many prisoners from the county jails suffering from 
various diseases, and in a run down condition when delivered to 
the farms. From July 1st. 1921 to June 30th, 1922 there were 23 
deaths. From July Ist. 1922 to June 30th 1923, there were 14 
deaths. Statistics compiled by the Census Bureau show the death 
rate among the white population of Mississippi to be 8.6% and the 
death rate among the negro population to be 13.5% per thousand; 
the lowest of the States. (Total deaths for 2 years, 37.) 


The sanitary conditions, at the farms, are looked after by. the 
Sergeants in charge, and the Superintendent and Trustees. The 
prisoners kept clean and properly fed and clothed. 


4 MISSISSIPPI STATE PENITENTIARY 


With the exception of one or two cases of measels, at Parchman 
farm, the convicts have been free of infectious and contagious 
diseases for the past two years. Such sickness as they have had, 
was of the malarial type, and yielded to treatment. 

It is gratifying to us to state that no inhumane treatment has 
been administered to these unfortunates, while punishment has been 
given those who have broken the rules; it has been done without 
abuse. | 


We invite your attention to the reports of the Physicians of the 
several farms, as to health conditions.

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APPROPRIATIONS FOR IMPROVEMENTS 
School House at Parchman. 


At your last session the Board of Trustees of Mississippi State 
Penitentiary were authorized and empowered to locate a building 
and equip a school house on the land belonging to the Sunflower 
Plantation, and appropriated the sum of $5,500.00, for the erection 
of this building. 


The Board of Trustees had a meeting with the Superintendent of 
the school board of Suntlower county and it was arranged that the 
said school board would equip the building and pay for same. By 
this arrangement the Board of Trustees were enabled to expend 
the entire appropriation on the school building. It has been com- 
pleted and is now being occupied. 


Spur Track at O’Keefe Farm, Quitman County. 


At your last session the sum of $5,000.00 was appropriated for 
the purpose of constructing a railroad spur track or siding on the 
O’Keefe State Farm in Quitman county. We are pleased to state 
that it was not necessary to expend the entire amount in the build- 
ing of this spur track. It cost only the sum of $2,324.83. 


Graveling The Roads. 


The sum of $6,000.00 was appropriated for the purpose of grad- 
ing and surfacing the public road along the wwest boundary line of 
section fifteen township twenty four, range four west of the Parch- 
man farm. We are pleased’to state that the gravel has been pur- 
chased and the gradnig and surfacing will be completed during the 
fall. 


O'KEEFE FARM. 


The sum of $5,000.00 was appropriated for the purpose of 
graveling the roads on and adjacent to the O’Keefe Farm, Quitman 
County. This work has been completed. 


RANKIN FARM. 


The sum of $6,000.00 was appropriated for purchasing gravel 
and road material to gravel the road east and west through the 
Rankin State Farm. The gravel has been purchased for this road, 
and the convicts will complete the grading sometime during the fall. 


COTTAGES SUNFLOWER STATE FARM. 


Your Honorable Body appropriated the sum of $6,000.00 for 
the erection of four cottages on the Sunflower Plantation. The 
Superintendent on the account of other work more pressing com- 
pleted only two of the four cottages and at a cost of $2,996.00. 
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DRAINAGE AT PARCHMAN FARM. 


Your Honorable Body appropriated the sum of $30,000, for the 
purpose of buying a Caterpillar Drag Line machine, leasing a 
dredge boat, and for providing fuel and the maintenance for the op- 
eration of same, and for the services of civil engineers for the pur- 
pose of draining the Parchman Farm. 


The Board of Trustees purchased the drag line and entered 
into a lease of the dredge boat and contracted with the Memphis 
Canal Construction Company for the excavation of the canal. This 
work has been in progress for the past ten months, and on August 
the 1st. the appropriation was exhausted. Under the contract with 
the Memphis Canal Construction Company it was understood that 
in the event the appropriation was exhausted before the completion 
of the canal, they would continue the work to completion and 
come before your Honorable Body for an appropriation sufficient 


to pay them. 
PURCHASE OF SUPPLIES. 


The prices of supplies, for the past two years, have varied very 
little. We have given very close attention to the buying of supplies. 
The competition has been very close, we feel assured that we have 
been able to get the very lowest prices at all times. 


It has been the policy of the Board to make four and six 
months contracts for certain supplies, the wisdom of this has been 
demonstrated during the past two years, by the fluctuation of the 
markets. As to prices paid for supplies we invite your attention to 
the report of the Secretary. 


MONTHLY INSPECTIONS. 


We have complied strictly with the requirements of Section 
3604 of the Code, in monthly inspections of the several farms be- 
longing to the Penitentiary. 


We have looked after the welfare of the prisoners, the stock 
and other property. We have kept in close touch with the Superin- 
tendent, cooperating with him in all matters pertaining to the wel- 
fare of the convicts, improvement of the stock and all business per- 
taining to the penitentiary. 


Our monthly reports are on file in the office of the Secretary 
at Jackson. | 


BUILDINGS DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


SUNFLOWER HOSPITAL. 


On the morning of the 27th. day of May, 1923, the hospital 
building was totally destroyed by fire together with a large amount 
of drugs and druggist supplies, beds and bedding. By good manage- 
ment all the sick inmates were removed without loss and transfer- 
red to the several camps. | 
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On account of sufficient money not being available we have 
been unable to rebuild the hospital, and can not do so until you 
make the appropriation. This is one of the most important build- 
ings. on the Parchman plantation, and should be replaced as early 
as possible with an up-to-date hospital with capacity of one 
hundred beds. We recommend that you supply us with sufficient 
funds to erect this building at as early date as possible. 


RESIDENCE OF THE SERGEANT AT OKOLONA LIME PLANT. 


Another fire occurred at the Okolona Lime plant which com- 
pletely destroyed the residence and contents of the home of the 
Sergeant at the Okolona Lime plant, on February 18, 1923. 


For the lack of money we have not been able to rebuild. In 
making your appropriation we ask that this also be considered. 


LIME PLANTS. 


The Okolona Lime Plant has shipped 601 tons erushed agricul- 
tural limestone since our last report. _The State Bond Commission 
completed the repairs on this plant in August of last year. It is 
now an up-to-date crushing plant with capacity to furnish the pro- 
duct promptly. This plant is valued by the appraisers at $24,597.36. 


The residence of the sergeant was destroyed by fire on Febru- 
ary 18, 1923. 


The Waynesboro plant has shipped, during the past two years 
1550 tens of crushed limestone. 


The State Bond Commission is now repairing this plant. When 
completed it will be equal to the Okolona plant, and able to supply 
every demand for limestone. 


The Board of Trustees are still offering the crushed limestone 
to the farmers. of the state at one dollar per ton f. o. b. plants. 
They should not miss the opportunity of securing this much needed 
article for their lands. The appraisers value this plant at $16,219.13. 


APPOINTMENT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF PENITENTIARY. 


On the 3rd day of May 1923 the Governor appointed Hon. 
Frank L. Butler from McComb, Mississippi, Superintendent of the . 
penitentiary vice Hon. J. W. Williamson. 


Mr. Butler at once entered upon the discharge of his duties. 
This Board has given him hearty cooperation in all matters per- 
taining to the best interest of the penitentiary. 


As to conditions existing at the time Mr. Butler took charge 
we refer you to his excellent report. 
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AUDIT OF THE BOOKS AND ACCOUNTS OF THE 
MISSISSIPPI STATE PENITENTIARY. 


The Board of Trustees employed Mr. Lewis EH. Crook, a Certi- 
fied Public Accountant, to make audit of the books and accounts 
of the Mississippi State Penitentiary. (July Ist. 1921 to June 30th. 
1922, and from July Ist. 1922 to June 30th. 1923). 


Quoting from this report: 


‘The Trustees reports, filed with the Secreted indicate ac- 
tive performance of their official duties; the regular visitations and 
inspections of the several farms and plants, and attention to other 
interests of the department. The expense accounts were examined 
and found in proper form, and appear to be reasonable.’’ 


‘“‘The records, in the office of the Secretary, were found in 
good order, and all funds of the department carefully handled and 
properly accounted for. The books were well kept and accurate, 
and correctly reflect the operations as stated in this report.’’ 


CONCLUSION. 


We invite your attention to the report of the Superintendent 
which will acquaint you with the detail operations of the entire 
farming operations of the penitentiary. 


The report of the Secretary will give you detailed information 
of the receipts and disbursements for the past two years, to which 
we invite your careful attention. 


The report of the Physicians will give you information as to 
the health of the prisoners, and the manner in which medical at- 
tention has been given. We ask your attention to these reports. 


The Chaplain has been prompt in his visits to the several farms, 
and the religious services have been conducted with much success. 
He is a devout Christian gentleman and mindful at all time of the 
spiritual welfare of the entire population of the penitentiary. 


The Commissary at Parchman, has been conducted on the same 
business basis that has characterized this department for several 
years. Mr. Maxwell gives his entire time and attention to every 
detail coming before him. His accounts have been audited and 
found correct.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Parchman, Mississippi, 
September 13th, 1923. 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Mississippi State Peni- 
tentiary Jackson, Mississippi. 


Gentlemen: 


In complhance with Section 3646 of the Code of 1906, I beg to 
hand you herewith my annual report: 


I assumed my duties as Superintendent of the Mississippi State 
Penitentiary May 4th, 1923. I have no official knowledge of former 
Superintendent’s report and therefore I am only undertaking to 
report to you the conditions of this Institution as I found them and 
the conditions at this writing: 


PARCHMAN FARM. 


Located in Sunflower County, Miss. 


I found the crops here planted and up to a fairly good stand. 
Seeing that the corn acreage was insufficient to feed the stock and 
bread the men another year I immediately begun to increase the 
corn acreage wherever I had land available. Camp Number Seven 
had no corn planted, all of his acreage consisting of cotton, sor- 
ghum and other truck. About one hundred and twenty-five acres 
of this cotton was an imperfect stand, to such an extent that it 
would have been necessary to re-plant the crop. Instead of re- 
planting the cotton on this Jand I put this acreage in corn. Also 
after harvesting our oats on the various camps I put all of this 
land either in corn or pea vine hay. Owing to the excessive rains 
during the spring and early summer months a good deal of our 
erop in low wet lands drowned out, to the extent of being wortk- 
less. After the rains ceased in July I planted this land in cora, 
some of it planted as late as July 14th, and by doing this we have 
produced sufficient corn to run Parchman Farm another year. 


Our crops as a whole are as good as could be expected under 
the unfavorable weather conditions. We will produce enough sor- 
ghum molasses to run this farm another year. Our potato crop is 
promising at this time and should produce enough to run us until 
late next spring. 


The cotton crop is not a normal crop for this land, owing to 
the excessive rains and the activities of the army worm and boll 
weevil, but is what I consider an average crop: for this section this 
season. If we are able to gather our crop without damage by 
storms and excessive rains I expect to gather between 2800 and 
3000 bales of cotton on this farm. 
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I made a eareful inspection. of the. buildings, machinery, ete. 
on this farm and found that practically all buildings are in a dilapi- 
dated state and should be given a general repair. I also found that 
we had only two cotton houses in which to care for seed cotton 
and no tool sheds in which to store farming implements, wagons, 
etc., and that we needed additional cottages to care for our em- 
ployees. Also the bridges were in bad condition, many of them 
even dangerous. The gin machinery is in very bad shape and I 
fear we will not be able to gin this season’s crop without purchasing 
new machinery. 


The boiler at the Ice plant had given entirely out and was 
unsafe to operate, and an old second hand gag engine had been 
installed with which to operate the ice plant and grist mill. Seeing 
that it was not practical to run this plant with this engine, as the 
engine did not have sufficient power to operate this machinery and 
was also a very expensive proposition, as it consumed about Hleven 
dollars worth of gasoline every twentyfour hours, I transferred a 
second hand boiler from Rankin Farm. and installed the same at 
this ice plant, putting the steam power into operation about June 
the 15th. We have manufactured about 494,000 pounds of ice since 
May 4th, all of which has been consumed on Lambert and Parch- 
man Farms. 


The ice plant will also need considerable repair before another 
season. 


I found the electric light plants in bad condition and many 
of them not in operation. Through our efforts with the Bond Com- 
mission they have purchased some repair parts for these lighting 
plants and we have repaired and are now operating all of these 
plants, except one, which we were unable to put into operation on 
account of not having enough parts to repair this plant. The 
storage batteries of these plants are also in bad condition and jt 
will be necessary to install new batteries at each of the plants be: 
fore we can hope to get anything like satisfactory results from 
them. 


The automatic telephone system was under construction when 
I assumed charge and we have recently completed and put into 
operation this system. It is now giving us good service and is 
quite an advantage to us in handling the management of this farm 
on a more systematic basis. 


Since I took charge I have repaired the following buildings 
on this farm: Sergeant’s home at the Woman’s Wall; Sergeant’s 
home at Camp number nine, also Second Assistant’s home at this 
camp; Considerable repair on Cage at Camp number Three; Cotton 
shed, cotton platform and cotton house at Gin number one; Second 
Assistant’s home at Camp number eight and have erected a new 
five room cottage at Camp Hight. I have also repaired many of the 
bridges on Parchman Farm. | 
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The well at Camp number one had given out before I as- 
sumed charge and it thereby became necessary for us to install a 
new one at this Camp. The contract for same was let August 20th, 
1923, and this well is now under construction. 


We have purchased and unloaded sixty-five cars of gravel with 
which otsurface the road between the 15th and 16th Section, as 
per Act of the Legislature of 1922. 


The Canal Construction Company ‘of Memphis, Tennessee, ac- 
eording to Engineer E. L. Fontaine’s estimate, have excavated 
about 174,655 cubic yards of earth since I assumed my duties as 
Superintendent. The drainage is progressing satisfactorily and I 
think will be a great advantage to Parchman Farm when completed. 
The appropriation for this drainage was practically exhausted dur- 
ing the month of August. However, the Canal Construction Com- 
pany are continuing this work with the expectation of the next 
Legislature making sufficient appropriation to care for the cost of 
this work. Our drag line has been working continuously. since I 
assumed charge, with the exception of occasional delay due to 
break down, and is doing splendid work, and in my opinion when 
the main Black Bayou canal and lateral ditches draining the low 
lands of Parchman Farm into Black Bayou are completed we will 
have one of the best drained farms in this section of the State. 


The cage at the Womans Wall is in a very dilapidated condi- 
tion and should be given a general over-hauling. The women have 
been very faithful, making all of the wearing apparel necessary 
for the Institution and in fact everything that is used except. the 
winter underwear. We have used them in the crop when not need- 
ed in the making of these garments. They make splendid hoe hands 
and cotton pickers. They are willing workers and obedient prison- 
ers. 


On May 27th our Hospital at Parchman Farm was totally de- 
stroyed by fire, including the commissary, dental office, dining 
room and kitchen. I am sure that you gentlemen realize the need 
of a hospital at this farm and I trust you will use your influence 
with the incoming Legislature for an appropriation sufficient to 
erect and equip a modern hospital, with capacity sufficient to care 
for at least one hundred patients. 


We are also very much in need of more adequate accommoda- 
tions for tubercular patients. We have, at present, several tuber- 
cular patients and unless they are segregated it will result, in the 
next few years, in infecting practically the entire penitentiary 
population with this much dreaded disease. 


After laying by our crop we put in a supply of wood with 
which to operate our Brick Yard and burn a kiln of brick. ‘We 
will burn a kiln of about 400,000 brick during this fall and will 
mold enough additional brick to set another kiln. The operation 
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of the Brick Yard is rather expensive, owing to the scarcity of wood. 
We have hauled much of the wood a distance of eight miles with 
which to operate the Brick Yard. 


Our farm stock are in good condition except quite a number 
of old mules which I think we should dispose of this fall and pur- 
chase additional mules before undertaking another erop. The 
cattle and hogs are in good condition. We expect to kill a nice 
supply of meat this fall but it will not be sufficient to run this 
farm another year.

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LAMBERT FARM 


Located near the Town of Lambert, 
Quitman County, Miss. 


Lambert Farm, which consisted of two farming camps, and at 
that time a clearing gang, had about finished breaking their land 
and their cotton crops were up to a good stand. Due to the low 
wet condition of the soi] here we planted corn on these camps three 
consecutive times before finally securing a stand. This naturally 
threw our corn very late, and I doubt if we will produce enough 
corn on this farm to run it another year. The cotton crop is also 
short, it will not exceed fifty per cent of last year’s crop. 


On June 38rd I abolished the clearing gang at this farm, which 
was in charge of T. G. Stockett, Jr., and assigned these prisoners 
to Camp A, Lambert Farm, as this force was needed in the eculti- 
vation of our crops. 


We began the operation of our saw mill at Camp B about the 
first of August, which was as soon as the force could be taken away 
from the crops. We have cut to date about 100,000 feet of lumber, 
all of which has been shipped to Parchman for repairing the build- 
ings and bridges on this farm. I expect to keep this mill in con 
tinuous operation as long as weather conditions will permit us to 
log. In order to get the full capacity of this mill it will require 
considerable repair before another year. 


We have completed graveling the road through Lambert Farm 
connecting with Cold Water River road, as per Act of the Legisla- 
ture of 1920. 


The buildings on this farm being comparatively new will not 
require a great deal of repair, although we are in need of one ad- 
ditional cottage at each one of these camps for employees.

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BELMONT FARM. 


Located near the town of Tchula, 
Holmes County, Miss. : 


The buildings on this farm are a fair comparison to those on 
Parchman Farm and are in need of considerable repair. 


The crops, at the time I assumed charge, consisted of four 
hundred and fifty acres of cotton up to a stand. About five hun- 
dred acres upon which we expected to plant corn was under back 
water from Tchula Lake. We planted corn on this land as the 
water receded, but were not able to get more than two hundred 
and fifty acres planted, as the remainder was still under water on 
July 14th, which was the last day of our corn planting. Therefore, 
we will not produce enough corn to run this farm another year. 


We have saved an abundance of hay on this farm and expect 
to plant oats this fall, in order to eliminate, as far as possible, the 
purchase of feed. 


The cotton crop will also be short on this place, due to exces- 
sive rains and extensive activities of the army worm and boll 
weevil but I think it will be a little more than fifty per cent. of 
last years crop. 


We will produce enough Louisiana Cane syrup on this farm to 
run it another year. 


The health of the prisoners on this farm has been exceedingly 
good this year, having no serious sickness and no deaths since I 
assumed charge.

OAKLEY FARM 
Located at Oakley Station, Hinds County. 


I found Oakley Farm had entirely too much acreage planted 
for the amount of labor and teams on hand with which to cultivate 
properly. On about August 8th the army worm struck this cotton 
crop, leaving the stalks absolutely barren of all foliage, eating the 
shuck and in some instances the bark from the bolls, resulting in 
almost a complete failure in the cotton crop on this farm. 
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Practically all of the corn planted on bottom land was drown- 
ed out from the excessive rains and over flow from the water 
courses. The corn planted on the hill land was a small acreage 
and is not sufficient to run this farm another year. 


We have saved an abundance of hay, which I think will be 
ample to earry the stock through the winter. We expect to plant 
a considerable acreage in oats this fall, thereby reducing the ex- 
pense for feed another year. 


The prisoners here seem as well satisfied as could be expected 
and are enjoying fairly good health. We have had no sickness of 
a serious nature and have lost only one prisoner by death. This 
prisoner having tuberculosis, which was contracted before coming 
to the Penitentiary. 


_ We have at present about three hundred and twenty-five head 
of cattle in excellent condition and in my judgment quite a number 
of these should be placed on the market this fall, as it will be a 
very difficult matter to avoid losing many of these cattle during 
the severe winter months. Other stock are in good condition. We 
will kill several hogs this season, but we will not have enough to 
run this camp another year. 


Most of the buildings are in fairly good condition but will re- 
quire some repair another year. 


RANKIN FARM 
Located near Greenfield, Rankin County. 


The corn and cotton crops on this farm are practically the 
same as those of Oakley. The army worm struck this crop on 
about the same date and practically destroyed the crop on this farm. 
Our cotton crop will not exceed twenty bales. 


The corn crop is short, but I am in hopes, that by planting 
a considerable acreage in oats this fall, I will be able to make a crop 
next year without purchasing feed. 


We have about fifteen acres in sugar cane which is very fine 
and from which I hope to make enough syrup to supply the white 
prisoners and also to save some seed cane in order to increase our 
acreage. We also have about twenty acres in sweet potatoes, which 
bid fair to yield an abundant crop. 


We have saved an abundance of hay and while it is not of the 
best quality, I think it will be sufficient. to care for the stock this 
winter. 


We have at present about one hundred and ninety head of cat- 
tle on this farm, many of which are in excellent condition for beef, 
and in my judgment should be placed on the market this fall, as it 
will not: be profitable to carry them through the severe winter 
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months. Other stock are in good condition, and we will have a nice 
supply of meat to kill this season, but as is the case on all of the 
other farms, will not be sufficient to run this camp another year. 


I find the prisoners here well cared for, enjoying good health 
and as well satisfied as could be expected. We have at this camp, 
as. at many others, one or two tubercular patients and a few. other 
old disabled prisoners, who in my judgment, should be cared for 
in a hospital. 

Owing to the large acreage and unfavorable seasons I was fore- 
ed to abandon, for the time being, the construction of the new 
gravel road through Rankin Farm, in order to utilize these men 
and teams in the cultivation of our crops, but expect to complete 
this road project by the end of the present year. 


The buildings on this farm are in a fairly good condition, but 
will be in need of minor repairs. 


OKOLONA LIME PLANT NO. 1. 


Located near the Town of Okolona, in Chickasaw County, Miss. 


Okolona Lime Plant is in good condition and in my judgment 
is capable of supplying all of the lime that is in demand. We have 
shipped eight car loads, or 286 tons of Agricultural lime, which 
covers all of the orders placed with the Sergeant in charge. this 
season. 

We have also produced enough corn and hay to run this camp 
another year. 

The Sergeant’s home at this camp was destroyed by fire thts 
spring, before I assumed charge as Superintendent. It will be 
necessary to rebuild the same at an approximate cost of $1,500.00. 

The prisoners here are in good condition and are well cared 
for. 

WAYNESBORO LIME PLANT NO. 2. 


Located near the Town of Waynesboro, Wayne, County, Miss. 


The Lime Plant at Waynesboro is in bad shape. In fact it is 
almost impossible to operate this plant as it is. We have shipped 
from this plant during the year 1923, six car loads—a total of two 
hundred and one tons of Agricultural lime. 

There are no farming interests at this plant. 

The prisoners here are well cared for and treated humanely 
and are in good health.

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‘The general health of. the prisoners of this Institution for. the 
past few months has been remarkable, only five deaths having oc- 
curred since April 25th—two of these being tubercular patients; 
one accidently drowned; one asceptic condition following operation 
for appendicits and one from blackage of heart while undergoing 
operation for appendicitis. The sanitary conditions of the entire 
‘Penitentiary are good, and I attribute the splendid health of the 
prisoners to this fact. I find that the prisoners over this entire 
Institution are well cared for, treated humanely and as well con- 
tented as could be expected, with but little complaint from any 
of them. 


Since April 25th, 1923, we have had forty-six prisoners to 
escape, a small percentage compared with a population of fifteen 
hundred prisoners—the average of the Penitentiary. During this 
same period we have recaptured fifteen escapes. 


It is my desire, if it is possible, to separate the young white 
convicts from the okler and hardened criminals. Of course it will 
take some time in which to work out a practical system of handling 
this problem, and will necessarily depend upon the white population 
of the Penitentiary, as to whether I will be able to find a sufficient 
number of these younger convicts under the age of twenty-three or 
twenty-four years to operate a separate prison Camp. I am of the 
opinion that by separating these young men from the hardened 
criminals and selecting the best of the older prisoners from fifty 
years old and older, and placing them with these boys, their in- 
fluence and counsel will have a tendeney to uplift them, and when 
they have served their sentences they can be returned to their re- 
spective communities and loved ones, and to society at large as re- 
formed men and not as hardened criminals which in my judgment 
would be worth a great deal more to the State of Mississippi than 
the placing of the few dollars in the State’s Treasury as a result of . 
the labor-of these young men during their incarceration. 


IN CONCLUSION, I wish to thank each of the Officials, Physi- 
cians and employees of the Penitentiary for the many courtesies and 
the hearty co-operation which all have extended me since I as- 
sumed my duties as Superintendent. I assure you that I stand 
ready to co-operate with you and to do everything possible to work 
in harmony for the best interest and welfare of this Institution. I 
believe that with the co-operation and team-work of the Superin- 
tendent, Board of Trustees, and other employees of this Institution, 
we can accomplish much for the State of Mississippi and the sood 
of society, not only in this State, but throughout the country.

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REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN OF SUNFLOWER PLANTATION. 


October the Second, 1923. 
Board of Trustees, 
Jackson, Mississippi. 


Gentlemen :— 


The medical report for the period covering June the 30th, 1921 
to June the 30th., 1923, finds Sunflower Plantation without a hos- 
pital with which to cope with emergency and chronic cases. The 
main hospital was destroyed by fire May the 27th., 1923, destroying 
an entire stock of drugs, as well as all equipment therein. Only a 
small building known as the White Tubercular Ward was saved. 
However this ward is used to house white men regardless of ail- 
ments. 


The Plantation is badly in need of a hospital for both white 
and colored; also a separate building to house the tubereular pati- 
ents, both white and colored, of which we have eight (8). At pres- 
ent we have no place to segregate the tubercular patients from the 
well prisoners, thus endangering the health of all inmates, as well 
as being unable to treat properly the ones afflicted with Tuberecu- 
losis. Despite this handicap, however, we can report that the 
prisoners are getting along very well. 


During this period we have had twenty-one (21) deaths. All 
of these were from chronie diseases, except those who died from ac- 
cidental death, or death from violence, (gun-shot wounds, inflicted 
while attempting to escape), also two (2) of this number died from 
Pneumonia. 


As Physician of Sunflower Plantation, I am personally ad- 
ministering treatment to all inmates found to have syphilis. All 
precautionary measures are employed to prevent infection, and to 
effect cures. All sick prisoners are visited daily or as often as neces- 
sary, and many emergency calls are made at night. All men and 
women under my charge are given the best possible treatment and 
attention. 


In submitting this report, the writer wishes to thank the Sup- 
erintendent, the Board of Trustees, and Doctor J. T. Weeks, the 
Assistant Physician of Sunflower Plantation, for the loyal co-op- 
eration he has received in the discharge of his duties as Physician 
of Sunflower Plantation.

Messrs :—I herewith submit for your approval, the detailed. re- 
port of all surgical cases treated at the O’Keefe Farm Hospital dur- 
ing the biennial period of 1922-23. 


This hospital is used exclusively for surgical treatments, and 
all major surgical operations upon convicts are performed here. 
Convicts assigned to the O’Keefe farm are also treated and cared 
for in the negro ward when necessary. 


Convict nurses are assigned to duty in each ward, and there 
is a nurse upon duty in both the negro and white wards at all times. 
Extra help for general cleaning, carrying wood, ete., is furnished 
from among the convicts assigned to Camp B, where the Hospital is 
located. 


Immediately upon the receipt of a prisoner for surgical treat- 
ment at this hospital, a careful check is made upon the diagnosis 
of the committing physicians, and where necessary the patient is at 
once given surgical treatment. Summary charts, History sheets, 
and Graphic charts are kept in each case, and every possible atten- 
tion is given the patients. Every possible precaution is taken both 
during and after the operations to prevent infection or other com- 
pleations. 


Sergeant G. R. Witt is in charge of Camp B, and in immediate 
charge of the personnel of the hospital, although all medical and 
surgical treatments are directly under the supervision of the Physi- 
cian in charge. Sergeant Witt visits the wards several times daily, 
and accompanies the Physician in charge upon his daily rounds of 
the hospital. The Physician in charge is available at all hours of the 
day or night, and is called immediately upon the development of 
any unusual symptoms in any of the patients. Special diets are pre-. 
pared for all surgical cases, the meals all being prepared in the 
main camp kitchen. 


During this biennial period (1922-23) but Two (2) deaths have 
occurred at this Hospital, while Eighty-two (82) major operations 
have been performed up to and including November 15th, 1923.

rom this summary it will iis seen that the Hospital Department 
is, and has been handicapped to a great extent by the fact that we 
have no X-Ray machine, or Bacteriological Laboratory, both being 
badly needed. All of this work has been performed by private 
operators, and the cost to the State has been necessarily very high. 
The installation of a first class X-R aymachine Fluoroscope attach- 
‘ment will greatly facilitate the surgical work at this institution, 
especially the Orthopedic work, and will in a very short time save 
the state the cost of installation, by the saving effected through the 
performance of this class of work in the prison hospital instead of 
by private operators. 


A good Microscope and other Bacteriological equipment is also 
badly needed, and will prove of great value to the State. All of 
this type of work now is performed by private operators. With the 
installation of this equipment, the many delays necessitated by the 
present system will be avoided, and the work will be preformed by 
the physician in the prison laboratory, thus affording a speedy and 
first hand diagnosis. This equipment would also result in a great 
saving to the State and would repay the cost. of installation many 
times. 


In conelusion I wish to thank Dr. J.'T. Weeks, and Dr. A. Me- 
Callum for their. earnest co-operation with this hospital, and for 
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their interest shown in its work. I also wish to thank Sergeant G. 
_R. Witt for his co-operation in the work, and for the interest shown 
in the hospital and patients. To Hon. Frank L. Butler, Superinten- 
dent, and Messrs. L. Q. Stone, W. A. Montgomery, and J. F. Thames 
I wish to extend my thanks for your hearty co-operation, and the 
heartfelt interest you have shown in the work of this hospital, and 
in the unfortunates who are accorded treatment here.

The means for taking care of the health of the prisoners has 
been greatly improved by the erection of the new hospital, which 
has a capacity of ten beds. The hospital porch has been screened 
and trusties when sick could use it as a sleeping porch. The hos- 
pital department is equipped with all modern improvements and 
major operations can be performed with safety. The entire cage 
has been sereened and rendered fly and mosquito proof, greatly to 
the comfort and health of the prisoners. The cage is so well lighted 
that the danger of the prisoners losing their eye sight is entirely 
avoided. The teeth of the prisoners is attended to by an efficient 
dentist and the prisoners are supplied with tooth brushes and paste. 

The drainage system and plumbing is perfect, and modern 
sanitation precludes the possibility of an epidemic. The drinking 
water is good. 

In conclusion I wish to state that the close cooperation of the 
Sergeants, the Superintendent and the Trustees has rendered my 
work, during the period covered by this report extremely pleasant.

As I have been, for the past two years and over, employed as 
physician of Belmont Farm, I beg to make the following report of 
health conditions as I have found them during the past two years. 

I have found that the Sergeant, Mr. Ora Martin, has kept the 
cage, or the home for the prisoners, in a clean and perfectly sani- 
tary condition. He is very kind and humane towards the prisoners, 
and he sees that they get every needed medical attention. If there 
is ever any doubt as to a prisoner being really sick, Mr. Martin al- 
Ways gives the prisoner the benefit of the doubt. 

There have been very few cases of a serious nature coming 
under my observation the past two years, and none has died under 
my treatment. Many of the prisoners had the flu last winter, but 
it was of a mild type, and none of them died from the flu. 

There have been several cases of appendicitis, which were re- 
moved to the hospital at Lambert, and the results from the opera- 
tions there were good. 

There have been several cases of a chronic nature, and some 
of these. are still with us, but they are given every consideration, 
which their cases warrant. 

Again, I desire to state that, in my opinion, Mr. Martin has 
managed Belmont judiciously, efficiently and humanely. He has 
given the prisoners every consideration due them, while at the 
same time, he has looked after the State’s interests. 

I think the health conditions on Belmont during the past two 
years have been as good, if not better, than health conditions 
among the free labor on the surrounding plantations.

NOTE 1: The control of malaria in towns as specified in the report 
on Rural Sanitation is done in cooperation with the International Health 
Board. During the first year the state and International Health Board pay 
one-third of the cost, the town pays two-thirds of the expenditures; and 
after the first year the town or city has assumed the entire responsibility 
of continuing the work, with the exception of Greenwood. In this city 
the State Board of Health and the International Health Board paid one-half 
of the expenses the first year, gradually withdrawing during a period of three 
years. In Yazoo county a special demonstration is being conducted on a 
county-wide basis, the state and the International Health Board spending 
less than one-third of the expense. This policy is being pursued in towns 
and cities in all of the Southern states where this cooperative work is being 
done in cooperation with the International Health Board. 


NOTE 2: It will be noted that in giving the financial report on Rural 
Sanitation, which is done in cooperation with the International Health Board 
it is specified that one-half of the salary and traveling expenses is paid 
by the state and of course the other half would be paid by the International 
Health Board or by the county in which the work is being done. 
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NOTE 38: Owing to inadequate funds for Laboratory work, according 
to the opinion of the Attorney General, it became necessary to pay a lim- 
ited part of the expense for making anti-rabic treatments out of the Rural 
Sanitation Fund. As stated, this was deemed legal by the Attorney Gen- 
eral because of the fact that these treatments were used for treating peo- 
ple in rural districts and for the further reason that the money was used in 
part for making anti-typhoid vaccines which were given to hundreds of peo- 
ple in rural communities, the Attorney General ruling that this was allowable 
in view of the large demand made upon the laboratory, because of the 
work done in rural sanitation. 


NOTE 4: It will be observed below that J. T. Thomas, or the Grenada 
Bank, is reimbursed a certain amount during a period of several months 
for one-half of the traveling expense and salary of the director and operator 
of a truck equipped with moving picture outfit for showing health reels and 
other educational reels in a number of counties in North Mississippi. Mr. 
Thomas furnished the car and equipment without cost to the state amount- 
ing to $2700.00 and during these months the State Board of Health obligated 
itself to pay one-half of the salary and traveling expenses in order to use 
the equipment for educational purposes in health work.

The Honorable Board of Trustees, of Mississippi’s Institutions for Higher 
Education: 


The Alcorn A. & M. College has enjoyed a very marked degree of 
prosperity during the past two years; and the work done has been of »« 
much better grade than it has been my good fortune to observe, during any 
former period. 


This state of affairs in connection with our work has been made pos- 
sible by several circumstances, among which we note: (1) The increased 
facilities and conveniences made possible by the permanent improvements 
made to our plant by the State Bond and Improvement Commission, when 
they spent about One Hundred; Forty Thousand Dollars, of the Five Million 
given into their hands, for improvements at the various State institutions, 
educational and otherwise. (2) An improved Faculty, brought about by 
several resignations, during the past year, especially, either because of 
poor health, or to accept better-paying places. While it was a great task 
to fill their places, I think that by going slowly and carefully before mak- 
ing other selections, we have, on the whole, an improved Faculty, in point 
of preparation. (3) A better grade of students from year to year. In this 
connection, I wish to express the thought that our institution, like other 
Negro institutions, is now teaching her grand-children—the children of 
former students of Alcorn, and who, because of more intelligent parents 
and home environment, are making better material for us. In the second ~ 
place, this newer generation of students are of better grade, because of the 
better public schools that are to be found in the rural districts of Mississippi. 
(4) Another factor that has contributed to a superior grade of work, has 
been the change in the organization of our work. Heretofore, since the 
time when our institution was made more largely industrial, the work-day 
was divided into two parts—the first half devoted to the academic instruc- 
tion, and the other half to the industrial departments. This system, peculiar 
to Alcorn, was favorably commented upon by men from Washington, and 
by other school-men, as a system very splendid. However, with the growth 
of the school and the increase of the courses offered, necessity forced us to 
adopt the double-session-a-day system, which has solved some problems in 
connection with our work; and, (5) we have revised and very materially 
strengthened our courses. The secret of strength is the elimination of the 
useless, and substitution of the more practical, 


OUR HANDICAPS. 


Whatever progress that has been made, however, has been in spite of 
handicaps. The Board of Trustees does not know of our troubles, ever- 
present, because we do not feel that they can remedy them during the 
recess of the Legislature. The Secretary-Treasurer and Business Manager 
hears of them more or less, because the is consulted constantly. So we 
feel that we had better lodge our troubles with you, so that you may know 
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of them. It might serve as an explanation as to why some things are not 
accomplished, and as a. matter of self-defense to me. Again, now, as we 
are about closing a biennium, and approaching another, when the Legis- 
lature will be providing for our support, is the time to tell you of these 
troubles. 


Our first great handicap, and fundamentally, the cause of all the others, 
is a Support Fund that is entirely too small for a plant such as ours. Our 
Support Fund was Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000) per year, itemized as 
follows: °

With this, we are required to do everything—pay some salaries, pay 
the labor necessary to run the several departments and the general school, 
buy material and equipment for the departments, repair and replace all 
broken machinery, take care of the wear and tear, buy mules and tractors 
for the farm, and heavy trucks for transportation—everything. 


Take the year 1923, the present year, for instance. The first thing 
that we had to do at the beginning of the year was to take about Nine 
Thousand Dollars ($9,000.00) and pay for fuel for the session just closed, 
with nothing in sight for fuel for the next session. The next thing was to 
provide for the farm, which had become run-down in equipment, so we 
pinched off our Support Fund another Thirty-five Hundred Dollars ($3,500) 
for two tractors and twelve mules. In our request to the last Legislature, 
appropriations were asked for such items. They made no appropriation; 
the items were necessities, and we had to draw upon the Support Fund as 
the last report. If you take these two large items, alone, the Nine Thousand 
Dollars ($9,000) and the Thirty-five Hundred Dollars ($3,500), from our 
Support Fund, you can see what an inroad has been made into it, before 
we start the year. 


Our next big trouble is the condition about our Power Plant. When 
the Bond Commission first inspected our plant with the view of making the 
wisest use of the fund allotted for our permanent improvement, we think 
they wisely decided that the central Power Plant is the very heart of our 
institution, from a physical point of view, and determined to make that one 
point of attack. 


They built a new building, installed two large boilers, a larger air 
compressor for getting the water from our wells, drilled a larger and deeper 
well, installed a sewerage system to take care of the baths and toilets that 
they placed into various dormitories, old and new; and there is no doubt, 
that the entire system was very greatly improved. 


Unfortunately, this plant which we hoped would last for years without 
any more attention, is already showing some very grave defects, largely 
because the large and costly items,—the boilers, large pumps and air com- 
pressor had been used at, other places before we got them. The building 
itself has sunk and caused cracks to show up because of poor foundation; 
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we are having to close down at this time to repair the brick-work to the 
boilers and furnaces. We have been patching up the large air compres- 
sor all the year, and have written to the factory for a price of a new one, 
reasoning that we will be paying out for repairs, the price of a new one 
if we continue aS we have been doing. All this repair work has to be 
paid for out of our Support Fund. 


The new well was given us as an addition to the old one, which was 
a very good one; but just aS we began to use the new well the old one 
ceased to afford water; and, as if fate was against us, the water from the 
new well, though coming from a depth of more than seven hundred (700) 
feet, is about the color of lye from wood ashes, and is bad for laundering, 
drinking, or cooking. You may get from this that the conditions around 
this department of the school are very discouraging for another year. 


I hate for this part of my report to sound like the words of a grumbler, 
and they are not so intended. I hope to be making a mere statement of 
facts, with which your honorable body should be acquainted, either from 
a personal inspection, or by a communication from the President.

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(c) Deportment. 


We refer with much pride to the conduct of our student body, for we 
feel that, while far from perfect, they really are above the average for 
schools, and make a good showing. Good government is a prerequisite to 
progress, in a school as in any other organization, and we endeavor to main- 
tain good discipline to which the students lend themselves very cheerfully. 
Different from what is the case in other institutions, the discipline is lodged 
with the President rather than any other officer or Committee; and while, 
with his other duties, this matter of discipline is very taxing, we feel that 
the results obtained justify a continuance of this system as long as possible. 
The fact that the President is in close touch with each situation, to handle 
it promptly, reduces, to a minimum, the necessity for applying corrective 
measures. 


(d) Health. 


The general health has been all that we could have expected. During 
the two years, we have not had a single death among the student-body, nor 
any very great illness. There are many small towns having a population 
of five hundred to seven hundred people that cannot make any such showing 
as to death-rate during two years. 


We have a Hospital with a resident-physician and a Registered Nurse, 
who look after the health of the community in a most admirable manner. 
This state of health enjoyed by the College is, also, an object-lesson as to 
what sanitation and regular habits will do for one’s health. 


(e) School Organizations and Activities. 


The student body maintains three Literary Societies for giving them, 
selves training in the art of public-speaking, assisted by a faculty member, 
known as Critic, in each instance; Athletic organizations for fostering the 
usual College games and sports; and Y. M.C. A.and Y. W.C. A.for religious 
activities. With the aid of the Students’ Activities Fee, authorized by the 
Board during the past session, we were enabled to equip the Athletic De- 
partment somewhat, and have reserved from that fund, a sum supplying 
a Library, which will be done during the vacation by a careful selection of 
books. A portion of this same sum will be so used each year; and, in 
time, a good Library will be built up. 


THE FACULTY AND OFFICERS. 


During the past year, we have had several changes in our force—some 
because of resignations to accept better positions, and some, because of a 
desire on our part, to try the change. Because the vacancies occurred at 
a time of year when good teachers are usually employed, we experienced 
some difficulty in finding competent ones. However, by taking some time 
to do so, we finally completed our Faculty; and we think that, on the 
whole, we have a stronger one, 
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The most noteworthy change for the better was made in the Boarding 
Department. Instead of continuing a man as the director of the depart- 
ment, we tried the plan of securing a woman; and in her we have a happy 
combination. She is a well educated woman, of splendid executive ability 
and bearing, and a trained nurse and dietician. She has transformed the 
department, to the great delight of the administration and the student body. 
Some of you have been down and have observed the changes and improve- 
ment quite in evidence there. Cleanliness, thoroughness, and economy are 
insisted upon, and obtained to a very great degree. They are as valuable 
as any other things that schools teach, 


“The Faculty has been very helpful and willing to co-operate for the good 
of the school, and I take pleasure in so testifying. 


THE INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENTS. 


(a) Industries Taught. The departments of Domestic Science, Domestic 
Arts, House-keeping, Laundering, Nurse-training, and Teacher-training are 
maintained for the girls; and for boys, Agriculture, Horticulture, Dairying 
(on a very small scale), Carpentry and Cabinet-making, Shoemaking, Paint- 
ing, Wall-papering and House-decorating, and Blacksmithing and Wheel- 
wrighting. 


(b) Girls’ Industries. In order to create more interest in, and lend more 
impetus to, the Girls’ Industries, we are planning to take them out of the 
Girls’ Dormitory, where they are very much hampered, and assemble them 
in a building to be known as the Model Home. We have taken over an 
old, commodious residence, and are repairing it to suit our purposes. It is 
estimated that the building, when ready for use, will be worth Twelve 
Thousand Dollars ($12,000.00). Besides housing the Girls’ Industries, a 
portion will be used by a group of girls, with a teacher in charge, to give 
them practical exercises in Household Management. From the money 
paid in, they will do their own buying, and pay their own accounts. The 
idea will be extended to their keeping their own cow, their own poultry and 
their own garden, if our plans and purpose can be carried out. 


(c) Agriculture. An idea of how we are endeavoring to stress the Agri- 
cultural Department may be obtained by the following statement of what 
we are Offering. In the Seventh and Highth Grades, all the students study 
the common school texts on Agriculture. Then, for the benefit of such per- 
sons as may be able to do higher than grade-work, but, who, because of 
dependents or other causes, cannot remain longer, we offer a Short Course, 
to be completed not later than the Tenth Grade. We grant no certificate 
for this. Then, there is our High School Course in Agriculture and our 
B. S. A. Course. Again, by appointment from the State Department of Edu- 
cation, we give a course in Teacher-training in Vocational Agriculture, fit- 
ting the teacher to properly present the subject in the rural schools. 


The work in our school has been very greatly helped by the addition 
to our Faculty of a man from one of the best Agricultural Colleges, and 
who is well up on all phases of Agriculture—Agricultural Chemistry, the 
use and manipulation of farm machinery, Poultry and Dairying, and general] 
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Animal Husbandry. He is trying the Project Plan, popular in many schools 
of this type, by allowing two boys to plant about six (6) acres to cotton 
and corn. Whatever is harvested is to be theirs, after paying the school 
for what it furnished by way of land, team, seed, etc. 


At the beginning of the year, 1923, we bought two Fordson tractors 
(the first ever owned) and twelve young mules. We could ill afford to buy 
them from our Support Fund, but the need was imperative. They came 
in nicely to off-set the late farming season, which we did not foresee at the 
time of purchase. 


The Farm, the first year under its new management, harvested the 
following:

From the food-stuff harvested, we have fed all mules, horses and cows, 
and have on hand, at this writing, two hundred bushels of last year’s corn 
and plenty of hay. The new oats are being cut and are making a good yield, 
so that we are enabled to feed our stock the year round. The molasses, 
cushaws and potatoes were sold for cash to the Boarding Department. 


(d) The Other Departments.—The Home Economics and Mechanical De- 
partments are making good showing with the facilities they have. The 
Manual Training, the (Shoemaking, and Laundry Departments are well 
equipped, but the others are very poorly so. A member of the last Legis- 
ture, upon observing how earnestly and faithfully we were trying to do with 
what we had at hand, characterized our efforts as “pathetic.” I should like 
to see these departments equipped for good instruction; and then, I should 
like to see the following departments added: Bricklaying and Plastering, 
Auto Mechanics and Tailoring. These trades are much sought by the boys 
of my race, and they go from the State to Hampton and Tuskegee to get 
them, 

A PRACTICE OR TRAINING SCHOOL. 


A few weeks ago an agent from the General Education Board and a 
representative of the State Department of Education visited the College to 
see the possibilities for getting it to do teacher-training work. With the 
cooperation of these Boards, the State, through Alcorn College, and the 
County, I know that a creditable school could be built up. It was stated 
that from the two Boards we could get, perhaps, Forty-three Hundred Dol- 
lars ($4,300). If the State would give about Twenty-five Hundred Dollars 
($2,500) and the County consolidate the three or four rural schools nearest 
to the College, and give the one school the funds that are now used in run- 
ning the smaller schools, it could be done. Section 4513 of the most recent 
publication of the School Laws of the State of Mississippi seems to author- 
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ize it. Such a school in connection with the College would be a blessing 
to us and to the patrons of the smaller schools, and I would like for the 
Board to indicate their position on this matter. 


THE GENERAL SECRETARY ORDERS CERTAIN REPORTS. 


In reply to the Secretary to the Board, asking that certain information 
be furnished to your honorable body, I beg leave as follows: 

1. To provide a means for taking care of the depreciation to the equip- 
ment, from year to year, of departments such as the Laundry and the 
Boarding Departments. 

I beg leave to say that there is no need of making any additiona) 
charges in order to accomplish this end. The balances accruing each year 
from the present charges to the students are sufficient to take care of this. 
Indeed, we have always done this. The only thing the State has given 
our Boarding Department has been the building used for that purpose. 

2. Physical Examination of the students. 

This system has not been in vogue in the past, but will be instituted 
for the ensuing school year. 

38. Report from Physical Department. 

We play such games ag base ball and football, but we have no such de- 
partment with its Head. A member of the Faculty gives such time as he 
can spare from his regular duties, or from the time that would be his own. 


4. As to the Concessions. 

Concessions are not run on the school premises: but a small store on 
land adjacent to the school grounds, owned and operated by a neighbor, takes 
care of this. 


5. How the Physician is paid. 

Our Physician is not only College physician, but is also Superintendent 
of the Hospital and Nurse-training Department, and Instructor in Physiology 
and Hygiene. The State pays him $1,300.00 per year for his services as 
superintendent and instructor; and, for his services as physician, each 
student pays a fee of $2.00. He gives full time to these duties. 


The head nurse, who is also Matron, is paid by the State, Hight Hun- 
dred Dollars ($800.00) per year, She instructs in Nurse-training, also. 


6. Asto Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. Secretary. 
We have never been given any such employees; but wish very much that 
our funds were ample to pay such employees. 


7. As to the Library. 

Our Library can hardly be called such, and we have never had a trained 
Librarian. However, we have already made some improvements in the 
room used as a Library, have put in some equipment, and now have on a 
campaign for filling it with books. 


8. As to Financial Report. 

The Honorable P. D, Whitney, Secretary-Treasurer and Business Man- 
ager, will render a report on this; and the requested budget for the next two 
years will be found at the close of this report.

Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit report for the session of 1921-22 up to date. The 
school year runs from Sept. 1, 1921 to Sept. 1, 1922. The regular session be- 


gan Sept. 12, 1921, and closed May 26, 1922. The seventh term began May 
29, 1922 and closed July 7, 1922. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Legislature of 1922 for the years 1922 and 1923 made for each 
year the following appropriations:

The Secretary of the College renders to each member of this Board 
at the end of each term of six weeks a detailed statement of the expenditure 
of the legislative appropriation and all other moneys taken in by the col- 
lege. Since each of you has had these statements regularly, I deem it 
unnecessary to repeat them in this report. 


In addition to the financial statements that are rendered at the end 
of each term, I hand you here the audit of Mr. A. C. Breckinridge, Certified 
Public Accountant, which is his report on his check-up of the financial af- 
fairs of the College for one year. Mr. Breckinridge had no official con- 
nection with the College or with the Board of Trustees. He was selected 
by the Governor; who was acting in the capacity of Governor when he 
made the selection and not in the capacity of President of the Board of 
Trustees.

Mr. Breckinridge compliments ihe financial statement of the College, 
and I congratulate the Board of Trustees on having so managed the Col- 
lege as to deserve such a report. 


ATTENDANCE. 
The enrollment during the session of 1921-1922 was as follows: Men. 


338; women, 1,195; total, 1,533. This enrollment passes our former highest 
enrollment, 1,334, during the session of 1915-1916. 
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It is gratifying to the management to be able to report to you that 
the Normal College enrolled more students last session than any other 
college in the state enrolled. The next highest enrollment to the enroll- 
ment of the Normal College last session was 1,496. 


Highty counties of the eighty-two counties in the state were repre- 
sented in our student body the past session. Issaquena and Washington 
were the counties not represented. 


DISCIPLINE. 


It gives me great pleasure to make under this head the same report 
that I have been making for the past ten years, namely, that no cases of 
discipline during the past session were sufficiently serious to call for ac- 
tion by this Board. 


COURSES OF STUDY, 


The requirements for certificate and for the diploma are the same as 
they were reported in my last annual report, namely, eighty-four credits for 
certificate and one hundred fifty for diploma. 


At your last annual session, you held a joint meeting with the Alumni 
Association, which is composed of former students who hold diplomas from 
this college, and the faculty of the Normal College. At this joint meeting, 
the representatives of the Alumni Association urged the Board to memo- 
rialize the Legislature to pass a law giving this Board authority to extend 
the course of study sufficiently to warrant the conferring of degrees. After 
full discussion, this Board decided to make such memorial to the Legislature 
and instructed the president to draw up and present the memorial to the 
Legislature. Your instructions were obeyed, and the result was the passage 
of a law authorizing the extension of the course of study and the granting 
of baccalaureate degrees. See chapter 201, House Bill No. 396, of the Laws 
of Mississippi 1922. 


STUDENT EXPENSES. 


During the past regular session of nine months, the College expenses 
of a student were as follows: Board and laundry, $182.90; matriculation 
fee, $5.00; student activities fee, $6.00; medical fee, $6.00; library fee, 
$3.00; books, estimated, $10.00; making a total of $212.90. 


COLLEGE FINANCES. 


The College Secretary, at the end of every term of six weeks, renders 
to each member of this Board a financial statement, showing the disburse- 
ment of state funds, the disbursement of fees collected. and a board state- 
ment of the previous term. 
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In September 1920, the salaries at the Normal College were placed on 
a par with the salaries of other state colleges. This action, though wise, 
caused a deficit, which the Legislature very kindly accepted and paid. 
However, I recommend that the salaries for the next two years be made 
to conform to the appropriation so that there will be no deficit to be 
reported at the next session of the Legislature. 


EXTENSION AND SUPPLEMENTARY WORK. 


The College, not having funds to employ extension workers, is com- 
pelled to do its extension work by mail. The College publishes a bulletin 
four times a year, and these bulletins, which give full information con- 
cerning course of study, expenses, and regulations, are mailed out to 
people in different sections of the state. 


The Normal College also publishes a little weekly paper called the 
Normal College News, which is sent out to the county superintendents, the 
city superintendents, state officers, members of this Board. students and 
ex-Students, and all others who ask that it be sent to them. In this 
way, a large number of people are kept informed concerning the Normal 
College. This little paper carries no advertisements and has no sub- 
scription price. It is not a very pretentious publication, but I am of the 
opinion that it is the most largely read college publication in the state. 


In addition to these regular publications, the College, from time to 
time, gets out special bulletins on different subjects. } 


Through the quarterly bulletin, the Normal College News, and special 
bulletins, we try to keep this Board informed of the happenings and work 
of the College and we try to keep the public informed about the work of- 
fered at the College.: 


CAMPUS. 


The campus presents a very much better appearance than it did a year 
ago. The Bond Commission is completing the work which was going on 
at the last annual session. There is still a good deal of work to do, but 
this work is being pushed as much as possible. 


THE MEMORIAL STATION. 


The building at the entrance to the Normal College grounds was 
erected as a memorial to our people who did active service in the Great War. 
The memorial is in the form of a station and has combined with it living 
quarters for the watchman, and we think is a beautiful building. We trust 
that when you inspect it you will agree with us. This building, as you 
know, was built by voluntary contributions from the people connected with 
or who had been connected with the College and other friends. 
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FARM. 


Agreeable to your authorization, the College farm as a farm has been 
abolished and the management has made a trade with a dairyman to take 
charge of it and furnish the College good milk produced under sanitary 
conditions. 


The Bond Commission built for us a milking barn and equipped it with 
stanchions, troughs, lifts, and other necessary equipment, but found them- 
selves, in their opinion, unable to build sheds and a cottage for the dairyman. 
We have, therefore, had to make a trade in which the dairyman is to 
furnish his own cottage and the College will try to build the necessary sheds 

“out of its general fund. ; 


HEALTH. 


The students and faculty of the Normal College during the past ses- 
sion have enjoyed especially good health. There was no epidemic of any 
kind and there was no serious illness on the Campus. 


However, we have our first deaths to record. Mr. Lehman Busby, of 
Union County, a regular student, was accidently drowned while bathing in 
Bowie River. Miss Anna Porter, of Winston County, a summer student who 
was boarding in town, died very suddenly of heart failure. 


THE BOND COMMISSION 


The Bond Commission has erected the large, handsome brick building, 
Science Hall, directly across the Campus from College Hall, and have 
fully equipped. Science Hall is of fire-proof construction throughout and 
will not only add tremendously to our space for instruction but adds ma- 
terially to the appearance of the Campus. 


Five cottages have been bought and erected by the Bond Commission. 
Our instructors will occupy four of these cottages and one is occupied by 
the College Engineer. ; 


A heat tunnel has been put in from the Power House to Mississippi Hall, 
thence to Science Hall, thence nearly to the President’s Home. From this 
tunnel, steam is distributed to the Dining Hall, Mississippi Hall, Hattiesburg 
Hall, Science Hall, the Hospital, the President’s Home, and the Vice-Presi- 
dent’s Home. The conduit which carries steam to Forrest County Hall and 
College Hall, although it has been in ten years, is still working well. Should 
it break down, heat can be carried from the tunnel to these two buildings. | 


The Bond Commission has also built quite a lot of concrete walk and 
will build more. When they have completed their concrete walk program, 
the College will be well supplied with concrete walk at present. — 


The Bond Commission also contemplates extending our gravel roads. 


FACULTY AND OFFICERS. 


I am glad to make in regard to the faculty and officers the same report 
I have been making since I have been making reports, namely, that the 
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faculty and officers have co-operated and are co-operating in every way to 
make the College a success. They all seem, for the good of the College, to 
be willing to go “the second mile.” 


Upon my recommendation at your meeting of May 31, 1922, all the 
faculty and officers who desired to remain with us were re-elected, and I 
was given authority to submit nominations for vacancies to the Executive 
Committee for confirmation. There are but few vacancies. However, we 
have not yet been able, on account of the shortness of funds, to close with 
competent people. We are still negotiating and I trust to submit to the 
Executive Committee the names of people for the vacancies before the 
‘regular session opens September 12. 


LEAVES OF ABSENCE. 


We have at present only one instructor, Mr. R. J. Slay, who is away 
on leave of absence. He is at Columbia University and hopes by June, 
1923, to obtain his Doctor’s Degree. 


CO-OPERATION OF FORREST COUNTY. 


The Board of Supervisors of Forrest County have very kindly consented 
to cut down some four or five feet the road which runs in front of the 
Campus. This will add very much to the appearance of the Campus, because 
the road at present is some three feet higher than the Campus. The Board 
of Supervisors have said that they will begin this work about August 15. 


VOCATIONAL STUDENTS’ TERM 


The United States Veterans’ Bureau requested that six weeks additional 
work be given the vocational men. After consultation with the local trustee, 
I agreed that this additional term be given at the expense of the Vocational 
Board. I trust that this action is agreeable to the Board and that this 
Board will confirm the agreement that was made. 


SHORTNESS OF REPORT. 


This report, to the general public, may appear rather short when the 
magnitude of the operations of the Normal College is considered, but the 
management deems a long report to you unnecessary because the manage- 
ment keeps this Board thoroughly informed and renders reports every six 
weeks during the year. 


There is sent to each member of this Board every six weeks a financial 
statement, every three months a quarterly bulletin, every week a copy of 
the Normal College News, and a special bulletin every time such a bulletin 
is issued. 


In addition to these publications being sent to the Board, the President 
tries to visit each member of the Board at least once a year and talk over 
with each member personally the affairs of the College.

Annual Report of the President of the Mississippi 
Normal College, Sept. 13, 1923 


Honorable Board of Trustees of Mississippi Normal College, 
Hattiesburg, Mississippi. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit report for the session of 1922-23. Since term re- 
ports have been made every six weeks during the session. and since these 
reports will all be incorporated in your report to the Legislature that meets 
in January, 1924. I deem it best not to rehearse these detailed reports in 
this report. I shall therefore confine this report to recapitulations. 


SESSION. 


The regular session began Sept. 12, 1922, and ended May 25, 1923. The 
seventh term began May 28, 1923 and ended July 6, 1923. 

The special term given for the benefit of the vocational students began 
July 9, 1923, and ended August 17, 1923. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Legislature of 1922 made for the year 1923 the following appropria- 
tions:

The expenditure of these funds has been regularly accounted for in the 
term reports, also all other moneys taken in by the College. 


In addition to these term reports, I hand you herewith the audit of 
Mr. A. C. Breckinridge, Certified Accountant. Mr. Breckinridge had 
no official connection with the College. He was selected by the Governor 
to do this work and, in making the selection, the Governor acted as Gover- 
nor and not,as President of the Board of Trustees. 


ATTENDANCE. 


During this session of 1922-1923, the enrollment was as follows: Men, 
455; women, 1,232; total, 1,687. 
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This enrollment passes that of 1921-1922, which was the largest up to 
that time by 154. 


All of the eighty-two counties of the state were represented in the stu- 
dent body except five; viz, Coahoma, Humphreys, Issaquena, Marshall, and. 
Tunica. : ° 


The dormitories were all crowded beyond their capacity and, during the 
last half of the session, rooms in private homes along the car-line were rented 
for the accommodation of students. And still many students who desired to 
attend the Normal College could not be accommodated. More dormitory 
space is needed. I therefore recommend that the Legislature be asked to 
provide another dormitory. 


DISCIPLINE. 


No cases of discipline during the past session were so serious as to 
call for action by this Board. For eleven years, we have not had to call 
on this Board to settle any matters of discipline. The management is very 
glad to make such report and trusts that the same condition may continue. 
I feel that the success in discipline for the past eleven years is due prin- 
cipally to the spirit of co-operation that has been developed through the 
wise policies inaugurated by this Board at the opening of the College and 
continued through the past eleven years. 


COURSES OF STUDY. 


Agreeable to your instructions, when the law was passed giving the 
Normal College authority to grant degrees, the courses of study were ex- 
tended, and twenty-three students completed the extended courses last ses- 
sion and received.the B. S. degree. 


STUDENT EXPENSES. 


The necessary college expenses of a student during the past session were 
as follows: Matriculation fee, $5.00; student activities fee, $6.00; Hospital

COLLEGE FINANCES. 


As stated heretofore, this Board individually received at the end of 
each term a report showing the disbursement of funds derived from the 
state, tuition, and fees, also a board statement of the previous term. There 
will be no deficit this year. ; 


EXTENSION WORK. 


Not having funds sufficient to employ a field worker, the College does 
its extension work by mail. A bulletin is published four times per year, 
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one number of which is the catalogue number and gives full information 
concerning courses of study, expenses, regulations, and management. The 
other three numbers are smaller and pertain to special subjects, such as, 
the summer term, correspondence work, helps to teachers in the field, etc. 

In addition to these regular bulletins, the College from time to time 
gets out special bulletins to meet some special need. 

The Normal College News is a little paper published weekly and is 
sent to the members of this Board, staté officers, county and city superin- 
tendents, students, ex-students, and all others who ask for it. 

Through these publications, the College tries to keep this Board and 
the general public informed concerning the happenings at and the work of 


the College. 
CAMPUS. 


The Campus presents a better appearance than ever before. We have 
concentrated on the improvement of the Campus from the Memorial Sta- 
tion to the dining hall. We think we now have this portion of the Campus 
jn proper physical condition to produce a good carpet of grass and also 
consider it properly drained. This fall, we shall reset trees again, and we 
hope at an early date to have trees growing wherever needed. 


HEALTH. 


Another year of good health for students and faculty has been re- 
corded. We have had no bad epidemics or serious illness. In fact; our 
records show such uniform improvement in health of students and faculty, 
when they come here, that we feel the Normal College is fast deserving 
of a reputation as a health resort. 


BOND COMMISSION, 


The Bond Commission has, since my last report, completed the system 
of concrete walks and gravel roads necessary for the present and has done 
much repair work that was needed. 


FACULTY AND OFFICERS. 


It gives me pleasure again to make the same report I have been making 
for the past ten years; namely, that the faculty and officers have co- 
operated and are co-operating with the management to continue and to en- 
large the success that has already been achieved. Owing to the fact that 
we were unable to secure a quorum in June, no Board meeting was held. 
After consultation with members of the Executive Committee, all of the 
force who desired to remain with us were assured of re-election, and I re- 
quest that these assurances be confirmed. 


Change in nurse at the Hospital was desirable, and I nominate Miss 
Beedie Smith for the position. Miss Smith is a graduate of the Normal 
College and also a graduate of the South Mississippi Infirmary School for 
Nurses. I request that this nomination be confirmed. 
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There is a vacancy in the position of instructor of modérn languages. 
I request that I be permitted later to submit a name for this place to the 
Executive Committee, and that authority be granted to this committee to con- 
firm. Should other vacancies occur, I recommend that the same plan for 
filling them be followed. 


LEAVES OF ABSENCE. 


After consultation with the Executive Committee, leaves of absence 
were granted to Miss Alma Hickman and to Miss Emily Jones to attend 
Columbia University. 


Misses Hattie Green and Sophronia Dyer have been secured to fill these 
temporary vacancies. I request confirmation of this action. 


CO-OPERATION OF FORREST COUNTY. 


The Beard of Supervisors of Forrest County have, since my last report, 
cut down the road in front of the Campus about five feet and curbed with 
concrete the side of the road in front of the Memorial Station. By the 
cutting down of the road, the appearance of the front of the Campus has 
been very much improved. This work, if it had been done by the College, 
would have cost about $2,000.00. I request that authority be given me to 
address the Board of Supervisors a note of appreciation from this Board 
of Trustees.

minded grow to manhood and woman hood, with little conception of 
citizenship. They are thus left to largely follow natural instincts 
which lead often away from standards of civilization. 


We hope you will read that part of the superintendent’s report 
dealing with the academic progress of subnormal children in school 
work as based on the relation of mental age to chronological age. 
This, with the suggestions with reference to the sense and hand train- 
ing of the mentally deficient form the basis of the work to make use- 
ful defectives of those who otherwise would only be problems and 
public charges. We would respectfully call your attention to the fact 
that while this condition is often accidental, 80 per cent of the cases 
are hereditary in their origin. It is our belief that hereditary feeble- 
mindedness is rapidly increasing in our state, and we regard the work 
of this institution if properly provided for, the only safe-guard of 
good heredity, as well as making the best of the defective. 


The female imbecile and moron are a great menace to the 
moral life of our state. A great majority of the known prostitutes 
are only high grade defective, who without segregation, early train- 
ing and state control, will continue the propagation of defective illegiti- 
mates and venereal disease. In this matter we beg your earnest con- 
sideration of the unborn, as no state can hope to maintain a very 
high average of intelligence in its population when defectives are 
allowed to reproduce. With such a situation prevailing, no citizen 
of our state can be assured that mental deficiency will not pervade 
the family line, which during his life has been free of defect. 


We call attention to the opening of well provided for institutions 
for feeble-minded in the states of Louisiana, Tennessee and Alabama, 
all touching our boundary, and that on account of the need of build- 
ings we are falling behind our sister Southern States in this great 
work. A state’s bonded indebtedness is not its greatest liability, but 
rather its feebleminded, insane, pauper and criminal heredity. No 
people can rise above the level of their average intelligence, and we 
trust by the provision of the next legislature this institution will be 
enabled to broaden its scope of activity, and assume its place as a 
blessing to all our people. 


The over-crowding of our asylums, poor houses, penal institutions, 
juvenile reform schools, even in view of the fact that the population 
of our state is steadily decreasing, suggests the rapid reproduction of 
defectives. ‘This established but undeveloped institution, is the state’s 
only hope to prevent the propagation of feeble-minded, insane, epileptic 
and criminal] heredity. 


This is a serious matter for the Legislators to consider. It is only 
a matter of time, under present conditions, when the state will be 
forced to build additional hospitals for the insane and make increased 
capacity for its dependents, delinquents and criminals. 


‘We would recommend that the appropriations for maintenance be 
based on a weekly per capita of $4.50 for an average of 125 inmates

for 1924 and 200 inmates for 1925, providing that additional buildings 
and equipment are granted. 

In addition to maintenance, we respectfully call attention to the 
need of buildings to meet the requirement of type segregation, admis- 
sion of females, and the necessary service as required by the law. The 
present buildings need in order to meet the demand upon the institu- 
tion, are as follows:

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Board of Trustees, 

Mississippi School and Colony for the Feeble-minded, 
Ellisville, Miss. 

Gentlemen: 


For the period covered by this report, from October 1, 1921, to 
September 30, 1923, this institution has been under the management 
of Dr. B. E. Biggs, the former superintendent, Hon. J. T. Taylor, sec- 
retary of the Board of Trustees, and myself. The services of Dr. Biggs 
terminated on May 1, 1922, by resignation, on which date Mr. Taylor 
assumed charge as acting superintendent. He served until January 1, 
1923, when I became superintendent by your appointment of July 10, 
1922. 


As a means of preparing for the work, my election carried with 
it the requirement to visit the long established and well regulated in- 
stitutions for the feeble-eminded in the East. Accordingly, I went at 
my own expense direct to Waverly, Mass., and entered the Massa- 
chusetts School for Feeble-minded, as a student physician. I re- 
mained there for a period of four months. Dr. Walter EB. Fernald, 
the veteran superintendent, received me cordially, and he, with hig 
able corps of assistants, gave me every opportunity to become ac- 
quainted with their methods in the care, supervision and training 
of the feeble-minded. 


I saw at first hand the grouping of the children in the various 
buildings, according to mental age and personality traits, as well as 
learning the necessity of keeping track of mental ages as a basis for 
training the children to do certain things. Their Traveling Clinic, 
which visits the public schools examining backward children, the Out- 
Patient Clinic, the Psychological Department, the work accomplished 
by training of idiots, the grade school in which school grade, mental 
age and chronological age are correlated as well as the strict business 
regime, were all very interesting and instructive to me. 


I also visited Wrentham State School for Feeble-minded at Wren- 
tham, Mass., and remained ten days. Dr. Geo. M. Wallace extended 
me the privilege of all the departments in this wonderfully planned 
new institution representing an outlay of more than a million dollars. 


On my return trip I visited Letchworth Village at Thiels, New 
York, Exeter School, Providence, R. I., and Vineland Training School, 
Vineland, N. J. In all these institutions I was kindly received and 
given every privilege to make my visit of service in gaining desired 
information. I shall always feel deeply grateful to all for interest 
manifested and the kindly treatment at their hands.

Our population has more than doubled during the biennial 
period, and only a small percentage of the applicants have been ad- 
mitted. During the period we have received 188 applications for ad- 
mission and 86 have been received as inmates, of which number one 
was female and who was later transferred to East Mississippi Insane 
Hospital on account of psychotic tendencies. There were 85 males, 
consisting of 14 idiots, 54 imbeciles and 18 morons. All have had 
the physical and mental examination. Sixty three applications have 
been filed for admission when suitable buildings and equipment have 
been provided. A high percentage of our postponed applications are 
for low grade idiots who cannot walk, have to be fed by an attend- 
ant. Most of these cases soil and wet their clothing. In this con- 
nection, I wish to call your attention to the great need of an idiot 
building. 

We have also postponed a large number of helpless epileptics for 
the reason that they cannot be kept in the buildings with all grades of 
feeble-minded. We should have an epileptic building. 


All applications for females have been postponed. We have 78 
in our files awaiting provision of a department for them. The feeble- 
minded girl, especially of high grade, is a factor in the social unrest 
in every community. She is the chief factor in illegitimacy, venereal 
disease and immorality, or perhaps here unmorality would be better 
term. Many a promising boy’s life is blighted at the very threshold 
of manhood by a moron girl or woman whose mental inferiority 
makes her powerless to control the powerful but natural instinct of 
reproduction. The segregation of feeble-minded females as a con- 
trol measure is urgent and I hope you can provide a building here 
for girls, as contemplated by and set forth in the Act establishing this 
institution. 


HEALTH OF INMATES. 


With the exception of four, the boys are all active and strong. 
Our monthly weight sheet shows that the great majority of them 
have steadily increased in weight during the year. The four who 
are under-nourished have been segregated in our new hospital cottage 
as probable pre-tubercular cases. However, each of them have some 
peculiarity about eating, as slowness, poor mastication, dislike for cer- 
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tain foods, temper moods at table, etc., which in my opinion, is re 
sponsible for their under-nourished condition. With our fresh meats 
produced here, our vegetables, milk, potatoes, and fruit, the boys 
have a well balanced diet which is the greatest single factor in having 
healthy inmates in an institution. 


MORBIDITY. 


In February, 1923, we had twenty-five cases of influenza and lost 
two boys from resulting complications, (Empyema). In April, 1923, 
we had six cases of measles in our small boys’ cottage, all making 
good recovery. By strict quarantine the disease did not spread to 
our large dormitory. One case of lobar pneumonia recovered. 


MORTALITY. 


One of our small boys died of acute bacillary dysentery; two 
died of pulmonary tuberculosis, and these created an emergency that 
it was imperative to meet, Accordingly, I had erected an inexpensive 
hospital cottage for pre-tubercular inmates. Two died of empyema 
complicating influenza. 

We are very much in need of a hospital for our cripples and in- 
mates who are ill from any cause, and I hope you will call the atten- 
tion of the Governor and Legislature to this necessary equipment. 


HYGIENIC AND PROPHYLACTIC. 


All inmates in need of dental work have had the service this 
year (1923). They are required to brush their teeth at regular inter- 
vals under supervision of attendants. Three boys having defective 
vision have been fitted with glasses, resulting in decided improve- 
ment, 

All inmates have had anti-typhoid vaccine and small-pox vaccine. As 
we have received as inmates this year, several small children, it is 
our purpose to Schick test these and give the reacting ones toxin- 
antitoxin as a preventative of diphtheria. 

A part of the children’s training here is in the cleaning thorough- 
ly of bath-rooms, floors, clothes, rooms, woodwork, etc. This is not 
only good training, but is conducive to health in the institution. 


GENERAL TRAINING. 


Many of our boys have sufficient intelligence to profit by train- 
ing in the shop industries, such as wood-work, use of tools, painting, 
shoe repairing, broom making, etc., but we have no industrial equip- 
ment. We are at this time putting up a small wooden building to 
house a shoe repairing outfit and a broom machine. These two in- 
dustries in addition to giving useful occupation to our boys, will re- 
sult in considerable saving. Our chief work is in the farm, garden, 
houses and laundry, and we have many inmates who have become 
highly trained during the short time they have been with us. The 
mentalities of our farm boys range from four to eight years, most 
of them being grown physically. We have one boy twenty-four years 
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of age who has a mental age of five, yet he does good plowing and 
is one of our most useful inmates. Outside of his work he has the 
manner of a small child. Many who could not dress themselves when 
admitted, can do so now. Also many of the same ones were ‘untidy, 
soiled and wet their clothing. Many of these have become tidy and 
useful under our training and care. These children are capable in 
many lines of hand work when given proper training, and I hope 
the time is not far distant when we can have a creditable industrial 
department, : 


We have a number of high grade boys who will go as far as the 
5th or 6th grade in our grade school department recently established 
in a small remodeled farm building. We are failing in our duty to 
these inmates when we do not give them the industrial training to 
which they are best adapted, after they have gone as far as their 
mental age level will permit in school grade work. 

I hope you will stress this need in your biennial report to the 
Governor and Legislature. 


RECREATION. 


Out-door games are not only encouraged but required of each 
boy not physically disabled. All inmates including the cripples are 
kept out doors as long as possible each day. One of our employees 
leads the games and changes to suit the various types and mental 
ages. Gymnasium drills and other exercises adapted to bringing 
all muscles into action, are used. I consider this one of our great- 
est activities as a means of developing a flabby, inactive defective. 
A play ground has been arranged for our small boys. 


RELIGIOUS. 

Less than ten percent of our population are incapable of receiv- 
ing and profiting by moral and religious instruction. We have a 
Sunday School in the hall of our dormitory each Sunday at 2:00 P. 
M., all inmates attending. The ministers of the churches in BEllis- 
ville have been very kind to us in coming out frequently to our ser- 
vices and delivering helpful talks to the boys. The Christian people 
of the state have recently started a movement through which a 
chapel for our religious services will be donated to the institution. 
As religious training is one of the most helpful and important phases 
of the work here, we feel deeply grateful for this recognition of our 
need. 


PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS. 

During the summer of 1922, Mr. J. T. Taylor, acting superintend- 
ent, had an old farm house remodeled for epileptic inmates. This 
cottage has a capacity of eight inmates, but is now housing sixteen. 
An old two story building near the farmer’s cottage was also wreck- 
ed and the material was used in a building which serves as a com- 
missary and school room for our grade pupils. A part of the material 
from the same building was used in the construction of a dairy and 
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calf barn. This barn filled a. great need as before its erection the 
boys milked in the old mule barn under very bad sanitary conditions. 

Mr. Taylor also purchased some much needed equipment, includ- 
ing a cane mill, grist mill, reapers, binders, mowing machines and 
other necessary farm equipment. In the fall of 1922, the first school 
for mentally defective children in this state was opened here which 
was attended last session by about 20-of our boys capable of profiting 
by public school instruction. 


HOSPITAL COTTAGE. 


With nearly all our boys housed in one dormitory and the fact 
that two known cases of tuberculosis had existed among them, I con- 
sidered this an urgent situation which should be remedied at once. 
Accordingly I had erected a small hospital cottage on the hill west 
of our main dormitory. We recently transferred four under-nourish- 
ed boys to this building with a matron and complete service. With- 
out some such arrangement this institution would not only bea 
menace to the health of all inmates and employees, but the menace 
would become a public one. 

Fire Fighting Equipment—With our frame buildings, I know 
that we are in constant danger of a holocaust. For this reason we 
have placed fire extinguishers in halls, added more water mains and 
additional hose. 

Laundry—When I came to the school there was practically no 
laundry equipment. The equipment consisted of a small family 
washing machine. The boys washed in _ tubs, using rub boards. 
However, in December, 1922, Mr. Taylor, acting superintendent, pur- 
chased a standard washing machine and extractor which were install- 
ed in January, 1923. With this equipment we can get along very 
well until our population reaches 150 or 200, when we shall need a 
laundry building and additional equipment. It is folly to try to run 
an institution without the means to keep the inmates’ clothing, bed- 
ding, etc., clean. Sanitation is the foremost idea in institution work 
and it is certainly wanting without adequate laundry facilities. 

\Cannery—One of our employees with three of the boys, erected 
a small building for our canning operations. With small expendi- 
ture we equipped this building with the necessary machines to do 
the work. To date we have put up and stored for future use, several 
thousand cans of corn, string beans, beets, okra, tomatoes and pears. 
A regular employee directed the boys in this work. 


Repairs—Buildings, fences, machinery, etc., are all in good re- 
pair. Much glass and screen have been replaced in the large dormi- 
tory. On account of outside stock we have been forced to do consid- 
erable work on fences to protect our crops. 

Roads—Gravel has been placed on all roads. This  construc- 
tion would total about a half mile. The cost of this work wags 
greatly reduced by our boys working under direction. New culverts 
and bridges have been replaced where necessary. 
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GRADE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 

On September 10th, our grade school began its second session in 
charge of Mrs. Martha V. Wilderson, who succeeded Mrs. Guy D. 
Bethea, resigned. 

In this work our guide is the mental age as compared with chro- 
nological age. In this department we have 34 boys who will profit 
by instruction in school grade work. We know that based on the 
progress of a normal child, certain grades are entered at about cer- 
tain chronological ages, as 

At 5 years—Kindergarten. 
At 6 ‘“ —Ist Grade. 


At 7 “ —2nd Grade. 

At 8 ‘“ —rd or 4th Grade. 

At 9 “ —4th grade. 

At 10 ‘“ —5th Grade. 

At il “ —6th Grade. 

* AtHI2” a eeetha Grade. q 

At 13 =“ —8th grade. 

At 14 ‘** ~—High School. 


At 15-16 years—High School. 


Then on this basis if a child’s chronological age is 12 years and 
his mental age is 5 years, he can only do kindergarten work and this is 
where we place him. If his chronological age is 12 years and his 
mental age is 9, with previous school training he can do 4th 
grade work. Full intelligence is developed in any individual at about 
the age of 16 years. Therefore, a mental age of 16 years is normal 
and is used as the basis in reckoning intelligence. 

Examples: A boy with chronological age of 16 or over having 
a mental age of 8 years, has an intelligence quotient of 50, and is 
fully matured mentally, that is he will go through life with a mental 
age of 8 years and fifty per cent intelligence. With this “short lad- 
der” however, he can keep moving and see into a great many “low 
windows,” that is he can be taught to do a great many things on his 
level of intelligence, such as the use of certain tools, farm work, shoe 
repairing, handling stock, etc. Without supervision and proper train- 
ing, such a person will lead the life of loafing, begging and prob- 
ably develop criminal tendencies. 


With about every three years of physical growth a subnormal 
child develops one year of mentality, and it therefore, requires from 
two to three years for them to complete the school grade work which 
would be done by a normal child in one year. This rate of progress 
will be maintained by the subnormal child until about the age of 16, 

or the time of development of full intelligence, when this progress 
slows and finally ceases. 


Example: If a boy in our school reaches the chronological age 
of 16, but has proportionately developed a mental age of only 12 years, 
his intelligence quotient is 75 and we know he is capable of finishing 
the 7th grade, but no more. No matter what effort is put forth his 
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intelligence will not permit him to make further’ progress. Here 
a widening of a child’s opportunity for hand training must begin 
if they are to be made useful and self supporting. Heretofore we 
have had no industrial equipment, but at this time we are equipping 
a small shoe repair shop and a broom making outfit. Other than 
this we must keep them going in the garden, farm and working with 
the stock. We have also prepared a small shop in connection with 
the school. Here the boys will be taught to properly handle tools 
and finally to make simple, but useful things. 


We are planning to begin our sense training department as early 
as a room can be arranged for the material. Here the child is taught 
to recognize objects in a bag by the sense of touch, to discriminate 
color and form by sight, to recognize sounds by hearing, to detect the 
commonly used condiments, etc., by taste and smell. These littie 
subnormal minds develop wonderfully under this training, which in 
reality is the basis of all education. 


LIVE STOCK. 

The live stock is in good condition and consists of nine mules, 
three horses, 16 dairy cows, 89 beef cattle and 125 hogs. In the 
early spring we shall need about six additional mules in order to 
go forward with our farm activities. We have a sufficient number 
of beef cattle to last at least two years without increase. This in- 
cludes calves grown on our pastures. 


Our dairy is now furnishing milk and butter once daily for our 
inmates. Our hogs, grown here, numbering 125, will furnish meat for 
the institution another year with amply surplus for breeding. Our 
meat hogs will be fattened on our crops for the purpose, including 
sweet potatoes, chufus, peanuts. 


GARDEN. 


A great variety of fresh vegetables have been grown, including 
cabbage, lettuce, beans, peas, okra, squash, turnips, tomatoes, beets, 
butter beans, corn, onions, Irish potatoes, cucumbers, radishes and 
collards. 


The garden is one of our chief activities and its value as an oc- 
cupation for the boys as a source of support and healthful diet, can- 
not be over-estimated. We are now enlarging our garden to meet 
the demand of our growing population. 


ORCHARD. 


A bearing fruit orchard is one of our greatest needs. In order to pro- 
vide a balanced diet, our inmates need fruit. Last winter I had 
planted fifty fig trees, fifty peach trees and seventy-five grape vines. 
Blight proof Chinese Sand Pears would be a successful fruit here, 
and I have fifty of these trees ordered for transplanting in Decem- 
ber. Strawberries can be produced economically and we have this 
fruit each spring. The boys also have watermelons each summer. 
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FARM OPERATIONS. 

It is my purpose to drain, terrace and enrich the better spots of 
land for farming use. By this plan the produce for our needs can 
be made without the cultivation of such great areas. We have con- 
structed several large pens for compost beds in which refuse hay, oat 
straw, etc., is being mixed with the lot manure. To this mixture 
some acid is added to hasten decomposition of the vege- 
table fibre. We have at this time 200 tons of this fertilizer for use 
next year, thus reducing expenditure of funds for commercial fer- 
tilizers. 

Our 1922 crops consisted of 1,500 bushels of corn, 700 bushels 


of No. 1 oats, sugar cane from which 600 gallons of syrup was made; 
200 tons of lespedezaj hay, 28 tons of which was sold as a surplus, 
and 500 bushels of sweet potatoes. (See farm statement, 1922.) 


Our 1923 crops consist of 1,500 busheds of corn, 700 bushels of 
oats, 7 acres of sugar cane, estimated to yield 1,500 gallons of syrup, 
1,450 bushels of sweet potatoes, 200 bushels Irish potatoes, one acre 
broom corn, one acre peanuts, eight acres chufas, peas in 100 acres 


of corn, estimated 250 bushels. 
With the foregoing accomplished in our farm and garden, and 


taking into consideration that practically every boy we have was a 
problem and considered worthless before our training, I think we have 
in a great measure succeeded in the work planned and expected of the 
management of this young institution. The farm is, and will always 
be our most profitable industry, and for this reason, we should seek 
to put its activities on as practical basis as possible, as a means of 
partial support. 


LOOKING TO THE FUTURE. 


The law establishing this institution, Chapter 210, Acts of 1920, 
contemplated units for male and female feeble-minded, white and ne- 
gro, as well as male and female epileptics of each race, but only suf- 
ficient building funds have been appropriated for a unit of feeble- 
minded white males. With more than 100 postponed applications in 
our files, consisting of females, low grade idiots, and helpless epilep- 
tics, the need of buildings is very urgent. 

Many cases of feeble-minded girls are very pitiful. One communi- 
ty wanted us to take a pregnant defective. In another county, a 
feeble-minded girl gave birth to a feeble-minded child in the poor 
house. Feeble-minded women of child bearing age are in the poor 
houses in violation of the law, but without remedy until provision 
is made for them here. Much of the crime and law violation can be 
traced to our moron and imbecile population. They being unmoral, 
are active in the spread of venereal diseases, and in various ways add 
to the social unrest of a community. 

A state’s greatest liability is not its bonded indebtedness, but its 
defective and dependent classes, consisting of feeble-minded, insane, 
epileptic, pauper and criminal heredity, which in this state are re- 
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producing steadily. The exceptions are accidental cases resulting 
from injury of the brain and glandular insufficiency. It is a reason- 
able deduction that the longer a given state delays in formulating a 
plan to deal with its defectives, the greater the expense will finally 
be. A large number of our future feeble-minded criminals, paupers, 
and prostitutes are now children in our public schools, failing to ad- 
vance under the standards for normal children. The state is paying 
teachers over and over to teach these children, that which they can- 
not learn and consequently they grow up untaught, misfits who must 
fail in the advancing whirl of civilization. 


It is easy to condemn, but often hard to understand why certain 
ones commit acts not in keeping with our standards of civilization, 
therefore, our habit of condemning these because it is easy. With 36 
percent of our paupers, 20 percent of our criminals, 17 percent of our 
orphanage populations, 10 percent of our industrial school population 
and one percent of our public school children feeble-minded the peo- 
ple of our state will see cause for action when they have been prop- 
erly informed as to feeble-mindedness, and its far reaching effect 
as a cause of human failure. 


Older defectives in our poor houses, asylums and prisons, den 
serve some consideration at the hands of the people of our state, but 
the crying need is the segregation, supervision and training of our 
young defectives from whose ranks we must sooner or later 
draw a large number of our paupers, prostitutes, criminals, social 
misfits and persons without ideals, unless we deal with them in a 
humane and constructive manner. 

The feeble-minded fail first in sex control, because this is the 
strongest of the instincts and they lack the power of self control. 
They fail second in their control of the instinct to acquire. They fail 
in respect for constituted authority, and fail generally to meet the 
standards of civilization as erected by normal people. Our institn- 
tion in its present state is not prepared to deal with the proulem 
Therefore, in your discretion, I hope you will ask the Legislatur2 of 
1924 to appropriate funds to erect such buildings and add such equip- 
ment that we shall be able to meet the present demand for admissions 
and continue segregation, until our defectives are made partially 
self-supporting, their abnormal activities lessened and their repro- 
duction cut down. , 

To meet the least requirement we need a girls’ dormitory, 
epileptic buildings for males and females, a service building, a laun- 
dry building, an industrial building and such equipment as needed 
for same. We shall need several employees’ cottages where matrons 
and attendants and nurses can have quarters away from the build- 
ings where they work. This is an important point in keeving er- 
ficient employees. 

In addition to the foregoing I think you should ask in your dis- 
cretion, for a nominal amount to erect buildings for beginning of our 
negro department. There are more than fifty good negro imbeciles 
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in the insane asylums and poor houses, who would be more self sup- 
porting here and relieve to some degree, the expense of their main- 
tenance in other institutions. 
Coming to the institution during its critical period, [ am deeply 
grateful to you for kindly counsel and interest manifested.

My Dear Governor: 


Herewith beg to hand you, and through you to the Legislature, 
Financial Report of this Department, covering collections from 
March ist, 1923, to December 31st, 1923, inclusive. 


You will note from this Report that the collections of this De- 
partment, for the ten months’ period covered, amounted to $480, 
794.57. This is an inerease of four hundred per cent in receipts 
during my tenure—without any increase in office force. 


While this Supplemental Report is perhaps not required by the 
Law, the biennial period ending March 1st, 1923, as it is valuable 
from a revenue standpoint, it gives me pleasure to submit the 


same. 


There are several important Legislative matters pending be- 
fore the Legislature, affecting the people and the insurance inter- 
ests generally, that I shall more specifically refer to later on. 


One of the most important pieces of Legislation pending is a 
Bill providing for fire insurance rates and inspections. 


The Insurance Committee of the Senate has three Bills before 
it, on this subject, all possessing more or less merit, and is endeav- 
oring to agree on a Bill. 

At least one of these measures is up-to-date in all respects, is 
carefully drawn so. as to fully protect all the interests involved. 
It will forever prevent the horrible situation through which the 
State has passed during the past two years and will place the 
State in line with the other progressive States relative to this most 
important matter.

HISTORY OF THE TUBERCULOSIS SANATORIUM 


In our biennial report of 1919-21 we gave the following history of the 
Bureau of Tuberculosis from the beginning to June 30, 1921, which we are 
incorporating as follows as a part of this report: 


“As reported in the previous biennial report to the Board of Health, 
this Bureau had its birth during the 1916 session of the legislature, at which 
time twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) dollars was appropriated to carry out 
the provisions of the law. The Citizens of Magee donated two hundred (200) 
acres of land, and the Gulf & Ship Island Railroad and the town of Magee 
two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars in money. Beginning with the biennial 
period of 1917 I took charge of the institution which at that time consisted 
of the superintendent’s residence, a service building, and two other buildings, 
each accommodating twenty patients. These were then about completed 
and were accepted as completed on August 7, 1917. This had taken practical- 
ly all the appropriation and with the buildings unfurnished and with no 
lights, water or sewerage system, and with a small amount of money left, 
it was impossible for us to open the institution for work until more money 
could be obtained. 


“At a special session of the legislature, called in the fall of 1917, we suc- 
ceeded upon the governor’s recommendation in getting an additional twenty 
thousand ($20,000.00) dollars. After advertising for bids on the things neces- 
sary for the opening of the institution we found that we were still eleven 
thousand five hundred ($11,500.00) dollars short of the necessary fund. At 
the suggestion of the governor we asked the members of the legislature for 
their approval by letter for the increased expenditures necessary for the 
opening of the institution and which appropriation could be made at the 
coming regular session which was less than three months off. We were 
happy indeed to. note that only three negative replies from both houses of 
the legislature were received, and by this favorable report we were able to 
proceed immediately with the completion of the beginning stage of the 
institution. This appropriation gave us a modern power plant and standard 
light system, modern water system supplied by two deep wells, modern 
sewerage system and disposal plant, an ice plant, cold storage rooms, 
nurses’ home, and cottages for negro help. On February 4, 1918, we admitted 
the first group of patients, consisting of twelve women, these coming from 
different sections of the state. From time to time the number was increased, 
as the building plan and staff were perfected, until early in the summer our 
full capacity of forty (40) beds was reached. From the very first we have 
had more applicants than we could possibly accommodate. 
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“During this time the administration of the institution was conducted 
in two small dining rooms in the service building. This, of course, limited 
our work very materially: 


“During the year 1918 our results were such as to insure the success of 
the institution, both as a financial investment for the state and as a humani- 
tarian enterprise. At the 1918 session of the legislature we felt justified in 
asking for a considerable increase in the bed capacity of the plant on be- 
half of the many who clamored for admission. We presented a bill for one 
hundred (100) additional beds, and the necessary equipment to go with them. 
This met with strong opposition in the legislature for the reasons expressed 
by them that it was too expensive and that the institution should be small 
and used as an experimental work. In justice to the majority of the legis- 
lature I would state that there were only twenty-seven men in the House 
and none in the Senate who objected to giving us whatever funds were 
necessary to take care of our needs. This session finally gave us an ap- 
propriation for an administration building, additional servants’ quarters, 
and engineer’s cottage, a farm and equipment for same, and additional 
equipment for the educational work to be carried on from here, which latter 
department is equipped with motor driven machines for getting out letters 
and circulars of information to the patients of Mississippi at a maximum 
rate of forty-eight hundred (4800) per hour; additional servants’ cottage, 
several hundred feet of concrete walks, and a driveway over the grounds. 


“We purchased a farm a little more than a mile south of the institution 
and succeeded in getting possession of this in January, 1919. Contracts 
were let for barn, silo, poultry buildings and a creamery; but owing to a 
shortage of funds we have been unable so far to complete these contracts. 
Mr. R. R. Redden, professor of Agriculture at Clarke County High School, 
was secured as superintendent of this farm and we purchased and turned 
over to him four mules with wagons, a tractor and its full equipment, to- 
gether with other farm machinery, and, in addition to this, thirty four (34) 
head of pure bred cattle, eleven (11) head of pure bred Duroc hogs and 
five hundred (500) pure bred white leghorn hens. Since that time this has 
been added to, a more detailed description being given under the heading 
“Farm,” 


During the summer of 1919 a vigorous campaign was launched over the 
State of Mississippi for the purpose of securing an institution to meet the 
demands made upon us during our early life. In this campaign we were 
assisted by every organization in Mississippi, particularly the State Federa- 
tion of Womens’ Clubs, the church organizations, the Chambers of Com- 
merce, and practically every other known organization of the state. In re- 
viewing this campaign I wish to pay tribute especially to the newspapers of 
Mississippi who gave unstintingly of their space and who were instrumental 
in getting the desired information to the greatest number of people of any 
agency possible. It was my pleasure to visit practically every county in the 
state and deliver public addresses. The results of this campaign were man- 
ifest and a fruition of our hopes attained in the appropriation made by the 
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last legislature the early part of 1920 of the sum of $1,043.000.00 for build- 
ings and more than $100,000.00 for equipment of those buildings, which as- 
sures us in the near future an institution commensurate with the sacrifices 
and desires of our people to do justice to those of our citizenship afflicted 
with this particular disease, and the legislature is to be commended for 
making it possible to launch this humanitarian enterprise on a scale pro- 
portionate to its magnitude. It is likewise an interesting fact that this is 
the largest appropriation made up to that time by a state legislature for a 
similar purpose in the entire country, and a very pleasing part of this is 
that some of it will be spent for the negro race in securing for them modern 
treatment and in a building in which every Mississippian should take pride.” 


New Buildings. 


The buildings allowed under the foregoing appropriation have been 
completed with the exception of the negro building, and are now being oc- 
cupied. 


This appropriation for permanent improvements was placed in the hands 
of the State Bond and Improvement Commission, the members of which 
made a careful survey of the situation, going into detail as to the desira- 
bility of permanency in every part of the work, and after conference with 
the superintendent is was decided that it would be to the best interest of 
Mississippi to eliminate certain buildings and to add the money to others in 
order to make them permanent so that the next generation would not have 
to do over what we are doing at the present time. It is a source of grati- 
fication to be able to say that all buildings constructed have been according 
to the wishes of the Bond Commission and myself with the exception of the 
fact that after sacrificing barns, silos, cottages, and houses for my assistant 
physicians in order to insure a good building of fair size for the negro, the 
Bond Commission saw fit to reduce the size of the building and to transfer 
a fair sized sum from our appropriation to other state institutions. This 
we felt to be unfair to our institution for the reason given above of sacrific- 
ing convenience and the reduction of the number of beds which would have 
made possible the saving of a few more lives. This, however, was the 
judgment of the Commission, and of necessity we are helplessly satisfied. 
Other than this the State Bond and Improvement Commission has worked 
in accordance with our wishes. 


The buildings so far completed are the infirmary for white people, the 
service building, nurses dormitory, power house and laundry. All of these 
are of the permanent type, fire proof throughout, and are of the most modern 
construction and arrangement so far as concerns the handling of tubercular 
patients. The power house, laundry, and service buildings are larger than 
necessary with our present capacity, but are built to catch the growth of 
the institution through the future years. Many hundreds of beds may be 
added without the necessity of increasing the size of these buildings. The 
nurses dormitory will take care of ninety six (96), and it will not be neces- 
sary for sometime to enlarge this building. The building for negroes will 
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be finished sometime during the year.- This is fire proof and built on the 
ward plan of handling groups of them together, and while it is small yet 
we consider it a fair undertaking. The equipment of all buildings is of the 
very best, and we feel that at last we are able to begin a real work in the 
handling of tubercular patients. 


MEDICAL WORK. 


We are glad to note that while our waiting list is still pathetically long 
and increasing from month to month, that, as a whole, we are getting nearer 
to the ideals of the original creation of this institution in handling the early 
cases of tuberculosis, and the physicians of the state are now able, by rea- 
son of the educational work done from time to time over the state, to get 
their patients into the institution before they have advanced beyond human 
aid. Yet at this time, by reason of the long waiting list, we are receiving 
into the institution patients far advanced in the disease and these of neces- 
sity interfere with the results which might be obtained could all of our 
patients come at the time they apply. The percentage of recoveries would 
be far in excess of what it is today were it possible not to have a waiting 
list. The results of treatment in this institution compare favorably with re- 
sults in any part of the United States, and we are still happy to report that 
our early class of tuberculosis handled here have all been returned to their 
homes able to care for themselves or return to a normal life as a result of ' 
' their stay in this institution. During the biennial period we have had seven- 
teen deaths. We have sent a few home who were hopelessly incurable 
when admitted to the institution and were returned at the earliest possible 
date because of this fact. It is yet early to give any definite statistics as 
to the permanency of cures or arrested cases, but we are proud to report 
that out of the entire number of patients handled who have been discharged 
as apparently arrested or cured we have had only eight relapses. A's we 
proceed with the work of the institution we are coming to the point where 
we believe that it is desirable to hold patients for a greater length of time, 
as very often a patient admitted to the institution for only a few months 
will show very little results, whereas if they are kept a short time longer, 
or for an indefinite period, that within a few months of this time they be- 
gin to show marked improvement and in many instances get an arrested 
case and are able to resume a fairly normal place in life. This means that 
it requires more bed space, but at the same time gives back to the com- 
munity a citizen and an educated person who commands the confidence of 
his community, who, in later years, will be one of the instruments in the 
final eradication of this disease. 


In addition to our patients handled in the Sanatorium during the 
biennial period just passed, our outdoor clinic has grown so that it is now 
almost impossible for my assistants to handle the medical work and the 
consultation service. We are averaging now more than three thousand ex- 
aminations per year in our outdoor clinic conducted at this institution. In 
this clinic we are able to take the patients sent here by the physicians of 
Mississippi and to apply all methods of diagnosis and to return the patient 
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to his family physician with information that will lead him back to health 
and restore to the family in many instances a bread winner. By reason of 
the continual growth of this clinic, we now have an expert radiologist and 
our bacteriological work is being done at the State Board of Health in 
Jackson. We have likewise additional medical service which is sent out 
from the Extension Department which will be detailed and a report given 
for the period under “Extension Department.” 


OPERATION OF THE INSTITUTION. 


Following the rules adopted by the Board of Health controlling the in- 
stitution we have required each patient to file a formal application, these 
being listed in rotation and by counties, and we have endeavored to distri- 
bute as accurately as possible the patronage of the institution to the popu- 
dation of the various counties of the state allotting so many to each county 
on the basis of the white population and admitting them in rotation. We 
have endeavored to carry this out faithfully in order that we might give fair 
service to every county in the state. This is made especially necessary by 
the fact that in many instances strong pressure is brought to bear by 
people of influence to get members of their family into the institution re- 
gardless of other peoples’ welfare, and we are rather proud of the fact that 
by this faithful performance of this policy we have been enabled to hold the 
confidence of the general citizenship of Mississippi. It is true some have 
criticized, but such criticism has arisen, in our opinion, purely from a selfish 
view point. 

DISCIPLINE. 


Owing to the fact that the state is investing large sums of money in 
human lives here, it is necessary to insist upon a rigid discipline in carry- 
ing out the treatment in order to hasten the time when a given patient 
might be discharged and a new one admitted to the bed. By reason of this 
discipline it has been necessary to discharge for violation of rules five 
people, but none of them until every attempt was made to hold them within 
due bounds and to inspire them with a desire to do the right thing for 
themselves and for the state. 


FEES. 


To prevent the institution from being known as a charity institution, 
the Board has continued the $5.00 a week charge to every patient, altho in 
the new institution when private rooms are desired by people of means the 
charge will be $21.00 per week. Many people are cared for under the pro- 
vision of our law which gives the Board of Supervisors of the counties 
right to appropriate sums of money to care for these poor people who are 
not able to pay the fee charged. I have heard it from various sources that 
many people believe it would be better to admit every body free of charge, 
but knowing our people as I do I believe that any step of this kind would 
be fatal to the best results of the institution. I, therefore, recommend that 
those people who are urging the repeal of this part of our lay investigate 
thoroughly before attempting such a step. 
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DONATIONS. 


We have received from time to time during the year donations by 
people who have come for examination where no fee is charged, and from 
organization for the care of unfortunate people, particularly orphan children. 
We have also received donations for the equipment of certain parts of a 
childrens’ department. To these people who have donated I wish to express 
the appreciation of the poor people and of the children who are receiving 
such benefits. During the biennial period the Lincoln County Board of 
‘Supervisors erected and equipped a building at a cost of about $10,000.00 
which will care for twenty people. Jones County has a similar building 
built and equipped during the biennial period preceding this one, and these 
two counties have the privilege of having at least twenty patients in the 
institution at all times. The Sanatorium, of course, has the right to keep 
the beds full at all times by placing in these beds patients from other parts 
of the state at such times as all of the beds are not needed for the people 
of these two counties. I should like to express the sincere appreciation of 
the entire stags for this very forward step on the part of the Boards of 
Supervisors of these two counties, and would suggest to the state that these 
are the only counties in Mississippi which never have a waiting list and it is 
hoped that as our institution grows and the waiting list increases that other 
Boards and organizations will equip cottages in the same way. 


PRESENT AND FUTURE NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION, 


We will have by the end of this year a maximum capacity of four 
hundred fifty five (455) beds, yet with this increase there will be demands 
made upon us which we cannot meet, and it is hoped that the people of the 
state will not lose their enthusiasm as time goes on but will continue to 
support the growth and development of the institution and of all the work 
to that end that within the coming years we can see the final results in the 
gradual disappearance of the disease. This is entirely possible and it is 
dependent upon public support in money, enthusiasm, and actual work as 
to how near in the future this goal will be attained. 


The negro. division of the institution ig now in process of construction 
and it is earnestly hoped that the white people of the state will back us to 
the limit in controlling what is probably the most fatal disease among the 
negro race, and it is urged that the negroes of the state do everything with- 
in their power to insure the success of this institution for such control. The 
death rate among the negroes today in our state is almost four times that 
of the white, yet it is impossible to control it among the white race unless 
it is controlled in both, especially is this true where we live so intimately 
as we do in our state. 
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It is interesting to report that the death rate from tuberculosis has 
rapidly declined within the past few years as shown by the following table:

This would indicate that the money spent here has not been in vain, 
but that we are rapidly getting control of the situation, and that within 
the near future we can look on a practical control of this particular disease. 
It will come as quickly in proportion as our people are interested in invest- 
ing funds. 

THE STAFF. 

I would not feel that my report was complete without paying my re- 
spects to my staff in that there is a wide spread belief that, the work they 
are now engaged in is very hazardous; that we are isolated; that entertain- 
ment and social recreation is very limited, and to those members of my 
staff who have sacrificed the greater pleasures of life to come and work for 
the rebuilding of physical wrecks I wish to express the appreciation of 
Mississippi’s citizenship in addition to my own. To those who have worked 
with me when help was scarce and when we have had to do double duty, 
I cannot express the feeling that I have that they are doing a great thing 
in life which will meet its reward only in the Great Beyond. 

During the past year our staff has more than tripled in numbers, and 
we have now a splendid staff of people who are working in harmony, with 
apparent sympathy toward the victims of tuberculosis and an interest in its 
final control. We have had additional medical staff, and an expert radio- 
logist and one additional field worker during the past year, together with 
the vast number of people necessary to make out a well organized institution 
to all of whom I wish to express my sincere appreciation of their loyalty 
and cooperation.

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APPLICATIONS 


We have had constantly since the opening of the institution many more 
applicants than could be accomodated, many times reaching that point 
where we would have ten to fifteen applicants for each bed, and in addition 
to this there have been hundreds and hundreds of inquiries by people who 
would have applied but finding it necessary to make an application and be 
placed on the waiting list either went to another institution or stayed at 
home and fought the battle as best they could. It might be interesting to 
know that we have had applications from many other states in the Union, 
and while it has been impossible for us to accept such applicants, because 
we haven’t room for our own people, yet we have taken pleasure in giving 
them such advice as we thought best in directing them to organized work 
in their own states. 


EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 


The Extension Department, which has for its object the education of 
the people of Mississippi for the prevention of tuberculosis, has been under 
the active direction of Rad H. Reed for this biennial period, during which 
time we have distributed literature, including the little paper “ The Ther- 
mometer” which is gotten out by Mr. Reed quarterly, to thousands of people. 
Through this department public addresses have been made and material 
distributed to the people of Mississippi which would aid them in the pre- 
vention of the spread of the infection in their own families, and aid them in 
securing the best results from the treatment at home. This is invariably 
given through the family physician, and the physicians of Mississippi have 
cooperated with us to the extent where we have reached many hundreds of 
cases who otherwise would have never received any sort of treatment, and 
at the present time we have on our mailing list more than eight thousand 
people who have now, or who have had, the disease and who are sent at 
intervals such advice as we think will be beneficial. This, to my mind, is 
one of the most important works that is now being done in the institution. 
The report for this department is attached on a separate sheet at the close 
of this report. 


MEDICAL WORK OF EXTENSION DEPARTMENT. 


As Director of the Extension Department it has been my pleasure to do 
a consultation service and clinic work among a number of physicians of 
Mississippi, but a greater part of the medical service given from this de- 
partment is done by Dr. May F. Jones, who was detailed to do educational 
work at the beginning of the biennial period just preceding this. She is 
kept almost constantly on the road holding clinics in the various sections of 
the state, making physical examination of the school children in cooperation 
with the Bureau of Child Welfare, taking suspected cases found in the 
school and examining them carefully for tuberculosis, both pupils and 
teachers, and we have removed several teachers from the public schools of 
Mississippi who had active, open tuberculosis, and many school children as 
well. She has been assisted in this work by Miss Fay Truelove, who was 
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given to us by the State Tuberculosis Association, and a staff furnished by 
the Bureau of Child Welfare, as well as our own Mr. King, who has handled 
the truck which we purchased sometime ago for public instruction by motion 
pictures as well as by charts and other means of visual instruction, and at 
the present time they are doing a wonderful piece of work in Simpson 
County. During the past year this work was added to by Dr. Whitman 
Rowland, Jr., who worked with us for a short time, and the latter part of 
this year Dr. H. R. Carr, of Water Valley, Mississippi, was added as a mem- 
ber of the field staff and is now actively engaged in field work. The re- 
port of the work of the Field Department is attached on a separate sheet 


at the close of this report. 


It is hoped that during the next biennial period we will receive funds to 
increase this staff, as we have more demands made on us for such educational 
work than we could do with four or five such active and untiring workers as 
these. This is undoubtedly one of the most important things in connection 
with the success of the institution, and the final eradication of the disease. 


FARM. 


The farm purchased three years ago has been under the constant super- 
vision of Mr. R. R. Redden, and is at the present time developed to that point 
of efficiency where practically the entire food supply that can be raised on 
our southern farms is being furnished from this source. Our dairy has sup- 
plied ample milk, but we have not yet had the equipment necessary to make 
the butter which would be a great help to us. We expect to have this in- 
stalled within the next sixty days. The poultry has not been a success for 
the reason that it has been impossible to secure the services of a man 
thoroughly trained and keep him, having made three changes during the past 
twelve months. We are hoping yet to have the pleasure of reporting some 
time that we have at last secured such a man. We are able to raise hogs 
from the waste of the farm and supply our fresh meat and have been able to 
sell some, but owing to an epidemic of cholera our experience with hogs has 
been anything but encouraging. Based on the market price, our farm has 
actually paid on the investment, but deducting the loss by fire which was un- 
avoidable our farm report will show a loss. It was unfortunately during this 
biennial period the superintendent’s residence, together with a great deal of 
equipment and supplies, was destroyed and of necessity had to be charged 
against the farm as a part of our operating cost. However, we hope within 
the next twelve months to make this back and restore our farm to the paying 
investment that it has been. We are working hired labor altogether and at 
the present time it is very hard to secure labor as the shortage seems to be 
greater than immediately following the war, and farm labor has increased in 
price to where it is almost prohibitive, A detailed statement of our farm is 
attached at the close of this report. 
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FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


The financial statement as submitted has been audited annually by Mr. 
Crook of Meridian, Mississippi, and I am submitting herewith trial balance, 
together with statement of my bookkeeper for a period up to June 30, 1923. 
This will show our per capita cost very much increased for the following 
reason: That on April 29 of last year we had a very severe loss as a result 
of fire, which completely destroyed our little power house and laundry. We 
had to operate for many months at a tremendous cost from the standpoint 
of laundry and water supply, costing us approximately $150.00 a week laundry 
bills, in addition to our supply of water. Finally the Bond Commission 
succeeded in hurrying the building of the new power house in order to give 
us light and power. This, with the small number of patients we had, again 
increased our per capita cost for the reason that the power plant was in- 
tended to operate our larger institution and cost as much to operate for 
the seventy five beds as it would have for four hundred. All of these have 
tended to increase Our per capita cost. 


With the coming of the next biennial period we can hope for a marked 
per capita reduction for the reason that these overhead expenses will be 
distributed to a greater number of peopice.

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REPORT ON SANITATION FUND FOR YEARS 1922-1923. 


In Charge of 
DR. D. J. WILLIAMS 


I beg to present the following report of (Sanitary work done under the 
direction of Dr. Dan’l J. Williams, County Health Officer and Scientific as- 
sistant U. S. Public Health Service, which is as follows to-wit: 


Beginning in June 1922, the first work done was the clearing and re- 
dressing the ditches constructed in 1921, by the U. S, Public Health Service, 
co-operating with the Harrison County Health Department. This Ditch be- 
ginning at the Louisville & Nashville railroad culvert, west of the old 
Soldiers home, traversing the Gum swamps back or north of the home, 
thence south through the marsh, east of the home to the beach. This drain 
was both widened, deepened and cleared of aquatic growth. Following this 
work, the construct’on of new ditches varying in size 1% feet wide by 1 
foot deep, to 6 feet wide and 4 feet deep, were constructed in this immediate 
vicinity. In all, approximately 26,000 feet being constructed, including cross 
ditches, cutting ridges, separating the lagons running parallel with the 
beach front. The cross ditches while expensive to construct, give us much 
needed fall to drain the gum swamps in this territory. 


Strange to say, while this and adjoining property has been occupied 
for Seventy-five years or more, not a single effort had been made to drain 
this area. It remained as God made it a breeding place for mosquitoes, 
until the Harrison County Health Department and the U. S. Public Health 
Service undertook to correct this condition. 


Oiling operations begun as early as sufficient drainage had been estab- 
lished, and was continued until the end of the season—October 20th. 


A number of toilets and cesspools on the ground, were over-flowing 
and giving trouble. Some of these cesspools were repaired and others re- 
built.

The yard and surroundings were cleaned of rubbish. Beginning Febru- 
ary 238, 1928, the 26,000 feet of ditches constructed in 1921 and 1922 were 
cleaned and deepened, and 13,000 feet of additional main and lateral ditches 
were constructed. Oiling begun in April and was continued until the close 
of the season—October 23rd. This was followed by another yard cleaning 
and construction of a pit for garbage Etal.

THE NEW HOSPITAL. 


To the Members of the Mississippi Legislature: 

Gentlemen:—We have in the course of construction a modern fire-proof 
brick hospital which will cost $38,000.00 not including the steam heating 
furnace, steam heating plumbing work, electric wiring, electric fixtures, 
other plumbing fixtures and linoleum which will be necessary to place on 
the concrete floor of this hospital. This hospital for-the Confederate Vete- 
ran at Beauvoir is being bu‘lt by the Mississippi State Bond and Improve- 
ment Commission. Your humble servant for the past eight years has em- 
phasized the need of @ large brick Hospital to the various Governors and 
Legislatures but never was able to secure an appropriation from the Legis- 
lature to build this much needed Hospital. Two years ago I put on a 
campaign advertising to the people of Mississippi the need of this hospital 
and solicited funds for the building of the hospital from various Boards 
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of County Supervisors and from the charitable citizens of the State. The 
first person to respond to this call was Hon. W. M. Lampton of Magnolia, 
Mississippi, who kindly offered to donate ten percent of all sums collected 
from all resources whatsoever for th’s hospital. In round numbers we have 
had subscribed and collected $40,000.00 which has been turned over to the 
Mississippi State Bond Commission for disbursement and the Bond Com- 
mission will furnish a detailed report of these funds. It would be a fitting 
tribute for the Miss‘*ssippi Legislature to adopt resolutions thanking Hon. 
W. M. Lampton for the $4,000.00 he has donated for this worthy cause and 
for the hundreds of other kind favors he has shown this institution in time 
of need. It would also be very nice if the Mississippi Legislature would 
adopt resolutions of thanks to the Un'ted Daughters of the Confederacy 
other organization, and citizens who contributed money to help build this 
hospital. 


I beg to report that this new hospital will only accommodate fifty pati- 
ents and what we need is a hospital large enough to accommodate one 
hundred patients. Now then, since the people of Mississippi have appro- 
priated $40,000.00 for the Hospital, may we not kindly request the Members 
of the 1924 Legislature to appropriate the sum of $40,000.00 to be expanded 
in making the new hospital larger and for steam heat and other hospital 
plumbing fixtures and furnishings. In making this new hospital larger, ar- 
rangements should be made for six rooms especially designed for insane 
patients and in making this hospital larger, special arrangements should be 
made for ten bath rooms with hot and cold water. We regret to report that 
none of the dormitories at this institution have hot running water and there 
are no arrangements made for the Old Folks to have hot baths whatever. 
In this new hospital one room would be especially constructed for a free 
barber shop for the inmates. 


In conclusion permit me to repeat again that with the advanced age of 
the Confederated Veterans, their wives and widows who are inmates of 
the Jefferson Davis Soldiers Home, that this institution is now practically a 
hospital proposition instead of a Home,

We have had no serious epidemic sickness in the past two years ex- 
cept an epidemic of influenza in the early part of 1923 which seriously 
taxed the capacity of the Hospital. At one time the hospital wa§s as full as 
they could be crowded in (some 66 patients) and there were about 30 
more which should have been in the hospital but had to be cared for in 
their dormitories. The new hospital under course of construction of course 
will afford some relief but whén it is finished, we will still be short of 
hospital room from the fact that as the inmates grow older and more help- 
less it will grow more and more a necessity to hospitalize all of them. 

I would also suggest that one part of the hospital be set aside and 
properly equipped for the care of the demented cases. We would much 
prefer to care for these cases than to send them to the insane asylum, but 
with our present equipment we can not do them justice. We also, feel that 
it is not just right to the rest of the inmates to have the demented patients 
in immediate contact with them. 


General and Sanitary conditions are better than they have ever been 
and the Old Folks generally are happy and contented. 


It is the aim of all the employess, especially noticeable in Mr. and Mrs. 
Tartt, and all the nurses to give the Old Folks as much cheer and happiness 
as possible thus making them feel that this is their individual home and not 
a public home. 


I w'sh to thank all the members of the Board, Mr. and Mrs. Tartt, the 
nurses Misses Becnel, Tisdale and Young for their hearty cooperation in 
car’ng for the sick and keeping the well ones from getting sick.
